Gtreet Railway Which Had Many Ac- 
cidents Goes Into Receiver’s Hands 

Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 29.—William 
Schofield of Boston was yesterday ap- 
pointed by the superior court of Middle- 
sex county as recgiver for the Marlboro 


Street Railway company. Mr. Scho- 
field will at once take charge of the 
road and operate it until further notice. 

The receivership was applied for by 
the company itself on the ground that 
it could not meet the claims for dam- 
ages against it on account of several 
accidents on the Hudson division last 
summer. Three of the 135 clainiants 
for damages against the company re- 
fused to accept the proposition of coun- 
sel for the company to pay them $25,- 
000 in full settlement of their claims. 
The attachments against the company 
aggregated $113,000 and as allefforts to 
have these removed proved unavailing, 
there seemed no other course left but 
to have the receiver appointed. 

The entire stock of the Marlboro 
Street Railway company, whose road is 
only 4% miles in length, running from 
Marlboro Junction to Hudson, is in the 
hands of 13 men. ‘lhe company’s cap- 
ital stock is $80,000, It is mortgaged 
for $80,000 and has au unfunded debt 
of $72,000, making its total liabilities 
$232,000.

Whitten, who was arrested Saturday 
on suspicion of having poisoned her 9- 


she had just returned, committed sui- 
cide yesterduy by hanging from a hed- 
post while in the custody of Deputy 
Sheriff Curtis. Her death ends, as far 


ised, from: the suspicions held against 
Mrs. Whitten, to be as sensational es 
any inquired into in Maine for a long 
time. 

Mrs. Whiticn was suspected of hav- 
ing caused the death of an _ elkier 
daughter, aged 11, on Sept. 19 last, and 
this body had been exhumed. The 
deaths of the children was given in the 
certificates as meningitis and heart 
fMilure respectively, and as the end 
came suddenly in both mstances it is 


band died suddenly two years ago. At 
that time there was talk by the people 
of the town about Mr. Whitten’s death 
being peculiar, but no inquiry 
made. 

After the funeral on Saturday, and 
while the girl's body was at the ceme- 
tery awaiting interment, physicians 
held an autopsy, finding traces of 
| arsenic and strychnine. Mrs. Whit- 
ten’s arrest followed. 
a coroner's jury was empanelled and on 
evidence presented reported that the 
girl’s death was due to poison ad- 
ministered by the mother. ‘The body of 
| the elder girl was then exhumed and 
the autopsy held. Mrs. Whitten was 
arraigned in court, pleaded not guilty 
to the charge of murder, was held until 
Tuesday for a hearing and remanded 


She was taken to the home of her son, 
Lewis, who is married and lives here, 
for the night. 

At 10 o'clock yesterday Deputy 
Sheriff Curtis took her to his home. 
She was allowed to remain alone in 
the room while changing her dress and 
her request for two towels from her 
grip was grauted. Curtis then re- 
mained in the room until 2 o'clock, 
when he left her for five minutes to feed 
his horse. In that short time she tied 
| the towels together, made a noose with 
a square knot and fastened one end to 
the top of the old-fashioned bedpost, 
five feet from the floor. When Curtis 
returned jie found her hanging from the 
post, with life extinct. Another towel 
found inside her dress showed that the 
act had been carefully planned before 
leaving home. It was learned she had 
told her parents that all would be well 
after 2 o'clock. 

Information was given out yesterday 
| that George E. Brewster, the local 
druggist, testified at the coroner's in- 
quest that Mrs. Whitten purchased 
laudanum a: his store on Sept. 13; Sept. 
18, ounce of arsenic “to kill rats;” Nov. 
20, five graius strychnine; Noy. 22, one- 
half ounce of laudanum; Noy. 24, ove 
ounce arsenic and small bottle of castor 
oil. 
| The next day after the first purchase 
| of arsenic, Fannie, the 11-year-old 
daughter, died suddenly after sufferin - 
| many convulsions. Nov. 24,theday f¢ 
| the second purchase of arsenic, Jenuie 

was taken sick and died three days 
later. 

|. Dr. Murphy, the attending physician, 
| says the poison was undoubtedly given 
in oil that it might pass through the 


stomach into the intestines. This 
would have prevented the successful 
; use of a stomach pump. Tuesday 


| morning Mrs. Whitten mailed a postal 
card calling Dr. Murphy to attend the 
girl, regardk ss of the fact that he lives 
only a half-wile from where she was 
stopping, and has a telephone. 

The autopsy showed evidences of 
poisoning in the stomach, intestines 
and brain, warranting the sending of 
these parts to Professor Robinson of 
Bowdoin college for analysis. The 
usual symptonis of strychnine poisonin. 
were shown. The stomach and in, 
testines from the body of the daughte: 
who died Sept. 19 were also sent to 
Professor Robinson. 

Mrs. Whitten was about 45 years cld 
and came here from Dover, Me., three 
months ago. Her busband died at 
Dover on Jan. 24, 1901, under similar 
suspicious circumstances, but there was 
no investigation. The two daughters 
were insured for $5@ and $85 and it is 
believed their deaths were sought for 
this trivial sum.

He has repeated- 
ly expressed himself in opposition to 
the branch banking device as well as one 
or two others proposed for spreading 
over a wider surface the responsibility 
for expanding or contracting the bank 
circulation; but when it comes to af- 
firmative suggestions he scems to have 
in view only the general idea of a 
broader basis of circulation with sub- 
stantially the same agencies of issue 
as now. It is probable, therefore, that 
he will recommend only legislation to 
liberalize the character of security re- 
quired behind the national bank note; 
if not going so far as to advocate a 
currency based on assets in the largest 
sense of the term, at least asking that 
something besides government bonds 
shail be included in the available list. 

It is not expected that the. secre- 
tary’s recommendations will bear im 
mediate fruit, but there is reason to be- 
lieve that, as they are very well 
known to certain of the senate leaders, 
they have been discussed with ap 
proval by these men, and that some 
forward step may be taken in the next 
congress. A strong suspicion prevails 
here that the program of the Repnbli- 
can leaders in congress is to lie low till 
they see how things are shaping them- 
selves on the Democratic side for 1904. 
If the Democrats seem likely to prove 
at all weak on the inoney question in 
their national platform, the Republi- 
cans will probably push a currency 
Lill to the front and let it hang = sus- 
pended there during the campaign.

OF WORLD-WIDE FAME 


England Loses Her Greatest 
Non-Conformist Preacher 


DEATH OF JOSEPH PARKER 


Removes a Man Whose Thunders 
From the Pulpit Have Reverberated 
Around Thrones—Could Give a Look 
Equivalent to a Blessing or a Curse 


London, Nov. 29.—Dr. Joseph Parker, 
minister of the City Temple, who had 
been seriously ill for some time past, 
died at 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

Dr. Joseph Parker, for 30 years min- 


ister of the City Temple, London, was 
one of the world’s most famous divines 
and England’s greatest Non-Conformist 
preacher. He is the last of that cele 
brated trio, of which Dr. Newman Hall 
and Dr. Spurgeon were the others, a 
trio which every visitor to the British 
metropolis wanted to hear. Dr. Parker 
was born at Hexam-on-Tyne, April 9, 
1830, and was educated at University 
college, London. He came of a long 
line of North-country Puritans. His 
father, a stern Non-Conformist, of 
whom he ever spoke with love and 
reverence, was a Northumbrian stone- 
cutter. 

It was iu his native village that 
Joseph himself preached his tirst  ser- 
mon—an outdoor sermon. As a young 
minister he contended with the Secu- 
larists of Banbury, where he had a 
charge for five years, anda doughty 
champion of orthodoxy they found him 
to be. In Manchester he was minister 
of Cavendish chapel for 11 years. He 
has been settled in London since 1869. 
His church, known as the City Temple, 
is one of the largest and most impos- 
ing Non-Conformist churches in Great 
Britain. He was honored in his own 
country by beige elected to the highest 
position in the gift of the Congrega- 
tional churches—for the year of 1884 he 
was chairman of the Congregational 
union of England and Wales. 

His writings are very numerous. Dr. 
Parker was au orator and a poet, and | 
is perhaps the best representative of the 
independent principle in church policy 
in England. He was aman of mar- 
vellous power, a true prophet, and not- 
withstanding his eccentricities, one of 
the warmest-bearted and most gracious 
of men. Theologically, perhaps, it 
might be best to describe him as ed- 
vanced in theology and conservative in 
his interpretation of the Bible. He 
took the lead in every good work, and 
never hesitated to speak boldly in he- 
half of any cause which needed his 
championship. 

Dr. Parker possessed all the ee- 
centricities of genius, and his manner 
prevented some from appreciating the 
wonderful richness of his thought. In 
his own persouality he was always in- 
teresting. He was a rather tall, broad 
and burly man. He had an enormous 
head and a lofty forehead, from which 
the long gray locks fell on either side 
like a lion’s niane, and smal! piercing 
eyes gazed out upon the world trom a 
rough-hewn, wassive face. His man- 
ner of speech was always sententious. 
Although a man of the strongest con- 
victions, be was catholic in his tastes. 
But he never temporised. 

When he saw evil he preached against 
it, and the thunders from his pulpit 
have reverberated around thrones. He 
drew to himself world-wide attention 
by his denunciation of the sultan foi 
the Armenian massacres; of Edward 
VILL then Prince of Wales, for the bac- 
carat scandal; of the prince and Premier | 
Rosebery for their appearance on the 
race course; of the rulers of China for 
the Boxer outbreaks; and, more re- 


ing beer while on a visit to Lord Burton | 
at Burton-on-Trent. 

Dr. Parker was a friend of the late 
Heury Ward Beecher, whose acquaint- | 
ance he made in 1873 at the meeting of | 
the Evangelical Alliance in New York. 
He lectured in this country in 1887, 
and he delivered a eulogy on Dr. 

feecher for the benefit of the Beecher 
monument fund. For this latter he 
charged $700, but refunded the money 
in the face of a bitter controversy 
which arose over the propriety of his ac- 


tion. He never was convinced, how- 


ever, that he was not entirely in the 


right in this matter.

This was a 
defect which increased with the yeurs, 
and lately it became so serious as to 
make his attendance at his church 
hardly more than gratifying than pro- 
voking. Another defect used to be his 
lack of self-contro! and the fact that 
he would sometimes become so indig- 
naprt as to show all the signs of down- 
right anger, and so violent in invective

© The Texas Has More Trouble ‘ 

Newport News, Va., Dec. 1.—Oficers 
of the battleship Texas decline to dis- 
cuss the accident which disabled one 
of the turrets of that vessel during the 
target practice off the Virginia capes 
and a statement for publication was 
refused.

A young man from your city was in- 
jured Noy. 26, andas I do not know 
his relatives address, possibly they can 
be notified through your paper. Uow 
I got your address was, I found a 
number of Ledgers that be had received 
and am 
writing you this note to inform you of 
the young fellow’s misfortune. His 
name is Arthur H. Paterson. 

Perbaps I had better go into detail so 
you can get the right information. 
Last evening, Nov. 26, we intended to 
move our outfit from Moosejaw to 
Milestone, and he and a friend got off 
the train intending to go over to the 
store to purchase somesupplies. Young 
Paterson got off the train safely, but 
his chum, named Peterson, slipped un- 
der the wheels.

Ie would suggest 
that the Commissioner consult with the 
Solicitor as he went along with the 
work. 

Councilman Adams asked if pipe was 
put under the brook and the property 
benetitted if betterments could not be 
paid. 

The City Solicitor should say not. 
The city had no authority to assess 
betterments for draining land, If land 
became more valuable by being drained 
and there was a claim for damage, the 
fact that the property was improved 
would be taken into consideration in 
making the award. 

The Commissioner of Public Works 
in reply to questions said the plan was 
to lay the pipe in the brook and then 
fill it up even. The outlet was at 
Bent’s creek. 

The order was referred to the Finance 
Committee.

It 
showed that Quincy is a strong Repub- 
lican city, and the banner~—No-license 
city, The Mayor-elect and 19 of the 23 
Councilmen are Republicans, and the 
‘*No’’ majority on the License’question 
was larger than in any city which 
voted this week. Not a precinct of the 
city gave a Yes majority. 

Mayor Bryant is re-elected by 252 
plurality and lacked but a few votes of 
a majority. The totals were 2,053 for 
Charles M. Bryant, the Republican can- 
didate ; 1,821 for George H. Wilson, the 
Democratic candidate, with indepen- 
dent nominations; and 283 for William 
T. Richards the Socialist candidate. 

Tbe five Republican candidates for 


the lowest with a margin of 449, and 
Councilman Adams with a lead of 756 
over Councilman Elcock who ran con- 
siderably ahead of his Democratic 
leagues. 

Ward One proved the pivotal ward 
and pushed the rush line of the Re- 
publican forces from Butler’s brook 
to Elm, School and Quarry 
Mayor Bryant carried, Ward One by 40 
plurality. Had Mr. Wilson carried it 
by 200 as some claimed, the city would 
have been Democratic. 

Ward Five gave Mayor 
resident of the ward, 399 plurality, and 
Ward Six added 1330, 

Mr. Wilson carried Ward Two by 81, 
Ward Three by 145 and Ward Four by 
171, and won in six precincts out of the 
eleven. 

Councilmen Bass and Meyer are re- 
elected in Ward One, with C. H. Hard- 
wick a new man between them. Coun- 
cilman Stewart who ran as a Democrat 
nearly defeated Mr. Meyer. 

The tie vote at the Republican caucus 
in Ward Two probably defeated one of 
the Republican candidates, as it divided 
the Republican vote among four, while 
there were but three Democratic candi- 
dates. Councilmen Whiton and Thomp- 
son are re-elected, and the Democrat is 
ex-Coun cilman Cleverly. 

The Republican candidates for the 
Council in Ward Three had a walkover 
although they had five rivals. Council- 
men Diack and Piper are re-elected and 
Julius Johnson is a new man. 

It was easy as usualfor the Demo- 
eratic candidates to win in Ward Four, 
but one ot the Socialists was only 80 be- 
hind. Councilman Hughes is reelected 
but his colleagues John J. Reardon and 
tichard H. Walsh are without ex- 
perience. 

Ward Five returns Councilmen Nick- 
erson and Polk with Mr. Charles A. 
McFarland as new timber: all Republi- 
cans. The Socialist candidates received 
larger votes than the Democrat in this 
ward, 

Ward Six was the only ward to return 
a solid delegation, all Republicans, 
President Alden and Councilmen Lan- 
gelier and Hadlock, 

James H. Churchill was reelected at- 
large on the School Committee, and Dr. 
Peirce in Ward Six. Ward Four sends 
a new member, William J. Foley elected 
as a Democrat. 

The complete vote revised by the 
official figures is printed on the first 
page, and is the first correct report.

HEARINGS ARE RESUMED 


Miners Give Further Testi- 
mony Before Commission 


“SOMETHING IN THE AIR” 


Construed to Mean That a Settlement 
May Be Reached “Out of Court”— 
Proceedings May Otherwise Drag 
Along Into the New Year 


Scranton, Pa., Lec. 4.—The anthra- 
cite coal companies and their employes 
having failed to come to an agreement 
during the Thanksgiving recess of the 
strike commission, the hearing of the 
miners’ side of the case was continued 
yesterday, and unless something is done 
by the lawyers on both sides to curtail 
mutters its proceedings will surely run 
into next year. 

With the reassembling of the commis- 
sion yesterday, however, there was a 
revival of the talk of a settlement “out 
of court.” Nothing definite has been 
doue and neither side has approached 
the other, so far as can be learned, re- 
garding further negotiations, but as one 
prominent attorney expressed it, there 
is something in the air. The lawyers 
on both sides have heard the rumor, 
and profess they know nothing about it, 
“but would not be surprised if some- 
thing in the way of an agreement is 
reached before the hearings are con- 
cluded.” 

Chairman Gray, speaking for the 
commission, again expressed the hope 
that efforts would be made by both 
sides to agree on as many points as 
possible and said the commission was 
ready to lend any conciliatory help to 
bring about that end. 

Six witnesses were on the stand dur- 
ing the two sessions yesterday. Thegs 
were President Mitchell, two photogra- 
phers, two practical miners, one of 
them a Hungarian, and the wife of a 
German miner. Mr. Mitchell was on 
the stand for a short time only and was 
called to show that a 20 percent increase 
in wages did not mean a corresponding 
increase in the price per ton of coal. 
The photographers produced about 50 
photographs they had taken of the 
homes of mine workers in the Hazleton 
region, which territory was under in- 
vestigation yesterday. The twominers 
testified with reference to wages paid 
and working conditions at the collieries 
of Coxe Bros. & Co., an independent 
concern iu the Hazleton region, and 
the woman, whose husband is employed 
in the Coxe mines, told a general story 
of poverty. 

The commissioners at times seem- 
ingly were impatient at the way the 
proceedings dragged. While they had 
a half dozen witnesses before them, 
they did not Jearn much more than they 
already know. On their trip through 
the coal fields they saw houses whose 
general appearance was worse than 
those pictured yesterday, and they also 
received much information along the 
lines ‘presented yesterday from the men 
in the mines which they visited. They 
are anxious for the documentary evi- 
dence, such as wage statements and 
other data bearing on wages and condl- 
tions. This was strongly evidenced 
when they eagerly seized upon the due- 
bills handed up by the Hungarian wit- 
ness. Every member of the commis- 
sion examined these and had questions 
to ask about them. 

One of the commissioners said it was 
principally a question of wages, and 
they wanted these facts as quickly as 
they could get them. In this connec- 
tion there was considerable discussion 
between attorneys for both sides and 
the commission regarding the docu- 
mentary evidence. Both parties to the 
eontroversy had agreed to try to agree 
as far as possible on a summary of the 
great mass of figures that the hun- 
dreds of accountants for the different 
companies are computing, but the task 
is such a stupendous one, taking in as 
it does, about 145,000 men and boys, 
that neither side is yet ready to go into 
that feature of the investigation. 


Survivor Goes to Prison 
Elyria, O., Dec. 4—Thomas Gal- 
lagher, one of the four robbers who at- 
tempted to enter the house of the 
Meach brothers on the night of Oct. 14, 
was found guilty yesterday. The jury 
recommended the prisoner to mercy 
and he will get from 10 to 30 years in 
prison. Gallagher's three companions 
were killed by Jarvis Meach on the 

night of the attempted robbery.

Attorney Morrison for Blondin pro- 
tested vigorously against the admission 
of the knife as an exhibit, but he was 
overruled by Judge Braley. The knife is 
how one of the murderous exhibits in 
sight of the jury. This was the chief in- 
cient of the day, and the government 
followed it up with testimony from Mr. 
Meigs that such an article might have 
been used in cutting off the head of Mrs. 
Blondin. Dr. Meigs further testified that 
in his opinion the woman died of as- 
phyxiation, and that decapitation was 
made at a considerable interval after 
death. 

Up to this time the government had 
not intimated that it would produce in 
court a weapon other than the axe found 
in the brook at the time Mrs. Blondin’s 
head was recovered. More stress was 
laid upon the finding of the axe by the 
defence than by the gavernent. Most of 
the evidence yesterday went into grew- 
soine details of the discovery of Mrs 
Blondin’s body and it was not until near 
the close that the government began to 
outlines its case, with Attorney Genera! 
Parker taking active part.

These Indians 
are also made eligible te become dele- 
gates to the convertion. The total num- 
ber of such delegates is limited to 120, 
60 each from Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory. The federal judges in In- 
dian Territory are made fo constitute 
the final canvassing boards for the vote 
in that territory. ‘The statehood con- 
ventiouj¥s to be held at the seat @ 
government in Oklahoma Territory. 

The constitution adopted is to be sub- 
mitted to the qualified voters of the 
proposed state for ratification or rejec- 
tion as usual in such caves. In case of 
aceeptance, a proclamation of the 
president will be the final act necessary 
to admit to complete statehood. 

The new state is to be allowed four 
representatives in congress until the 
next censua, two United States senators 
and a full quota of state officers. Lib- 
eral provision is made for the publi« 
school system of the state.

A Similar Experience. 

The wreck on the Boston & Albany 
Railroad at Longwood on ‘Tuesday 
night, whereby Engineer Jones was 
caught beneath his engine and his life 
crushed ont, and others were injured, 
vividly recalls to Capt. Benjamin King 
of Wollaston a similar accident which 
happened to him near the same spot 
Sept. 12, 1848, He was then sixteen 
years of age and fireman. The engine

beneath the boiler and almost roasted 
but was rescued nearly dead, with «a 
broken shoulder and other injuries 
which laid him up for nearly a year. 

Capt. King was well acquainted with 

Engineer Jones who was killed this 
week, and speaks highly of him. He 
also recalls a similar fatal accident 
which befell Engineer James McCoy in 
1849, 

Mr. King who was struck in the 
| head witha stone on the day of the 
| State election is slowly recovering. He 
lis able to take a daily walk, but his 
head is bound up and he says it feels 
sore.

FOOT BALL SEASON 


Review of Work of the 
Wollaston Eleven. 


Won 7 and Lost only 
{ Game. 


Members of Team. 


The foot ball season is over and it is 
unfortunate that it should end with 
two disappointments for the Wollaston 
team after so good a showing as was 
made in the first eight games. 

Wollaston opened the season Oct, 4, 
with the Hingham game. Hingham 
had a lighter team but put up a plucky 


fight. Wollaston won 28 to 0. and 
showed signs of developing a good 


eleven. 

Porter A. A. was defeated 12 to0 on 
Oct, 11,°In this game Wollaston was 
weakened by the absence of several 
players, 

Hyde Park A, A., on Ottober 18, was 
the heaviest team played this year. 
Her linemen outweighed Wollaston 20 
pounds per man, but the snap and 
spirit with which Wollaston charged 
counterbalanced the weight, and Wol- 
laston won 6 to 0. 

3oston Y. M. C. A. played Wollaston 
to a standstill on October 25. Both 
teams were about of the same weight 
and so evenly matched that neither had 
ditticulty in advancing the ball in the 
first balf. Each team succeeded in 
scoring six points by straight playing, 
and Y. M. C. A. scored six more on 
the Carlisle trick of shifting one en- 
tire side of the line over to strength- 
en the other side, and then gving 
around that end with every man in the 
interference, This play proved good 
for sixty yards, and a touchdown. 
This was the only long run made 
against Wollaston throughout the sea- 
son. In the second half the same play 
was tried again, but lost ten yards. 
Wollaston scored another goal, tying 
the score 12 to 12. It was hoped that 
this game might be played off ata 
later date, but Y. M. C. A. had a full 
schedule and could not give us a game, 

Tufts, '05, on November 10 proved 
light and soft. Some one of their men 
was injured ov nearly every rush, The 
game was so delayed as to be very un- 
satisfactory. After ten minutes of 
playing they were so used up that time 
was called for the first half. In the 
last rush of this half, four of their 
men were injured-two of them being 
obliged to leave the field. The second 


ie was also cut to ten minutes and 
| 


the game ended with the score 12 to 0. 
In the Linwood game on Nov. 8, 
Wollaston first began to show signs of 
life. Linwood had a good team and 
played good foot-ball between the 
wrangles, The teams were evenly bal- 
anced, and the game was interesting in 
spite of the delays caused by their 
kicking. Wollaston out-played them 
and won 12 to 0. 
Carrolton came next with a reputation 
for slugging and dirty playing. They 
held Ayer down to 12 points played a 
strong tie game at Framingham and de- 
feated both Hyde Park and Dorchester. 
They played a good defensive game, 
but were unable to advance the ball. 
In spite of their reputation they were 
the cieanest set of players to visit 
Wollaston this year. They scored a 
goal from the field from the thirty yd. 
line. This was the only attempt at goal 
from the field tried against Wollaston. 
Carrolton was the only team that came 
so confident of winning that they talk- 
jed about the size of the score. Wollas- 
ton won 35 to 5. 

The game with Ayer A. A. was the 
talk of the season among those inter- 
ested in the team. It was played at 
Ayer Junction, Nov. 22, about forty 
supporters accompanying the team. 
Wollaston took the ball, on her fifteen 
yd. line, from the kickoff and carried 
it steadily to Ayers 20 yd. line where 
they lost it by the referee. Then Ayer 
scored by blocking two punts and 
receiving the ball on afumble. In the 
second balf Wollaston repeatedly 
endangered Ayer’s goal line only to 
lose the ball by the decisions of the 
umpire. With two minutes to play 
Taylor got a clear field ona double pass 
| only to be brought down by an un-uni- 
formed substitute, from the side line. 
Wollaston out-played Ayer at every 
feature of the game and gained more 
yards in the first three minutes of play 
than Ayer gained in the whole game. 
Score, Ayer, 5; Wollaston, 0. 

Ayer bas the reputation of not being 
scored against, a hollow reputation 
when one comes to know their methods 
of winning which is by hook or by 
crook, Like Dorchester they are un-

the visit they received from Wollaston. 

The game for Thanksgiving day was 
arranged with “Boylston A. A. who 
failed to appear. A team was picked 
up on the field which gave a very inter- 
esting exhibition and brought a lot 
of good material to view for next year’s 
team. They scored a safety on a poor 
pass for punt and a touchdown ona 
forty yd. run by Atkins. Score 29 to 7. 

This was the last game of the season, 
although one more attempt after no less 
than six previous ones had been made— 
to arrange a game with Dorchester. 
Each time they had an excuse. They 
were clearly out for money. Their ex- 
penses in coming to Wollaston could 
not exceed three dollars, bat they 
laughed at fifteen. We offered them 
twenty to come Thanksgiving. They 
refused but later expressed their willing- 
ness to come. In their next letter they 
claimed to haye a game with North 
Shore. As the game between North 
Shore and B. Y. M. C. A. had at that 
time been widely advertised we came to 
the conclusion that Dorchester was not 
over anxious to play Wollaston. But so 
many requests were received Thanks- 
giving day, one more attempt was made 
to get them out here. A game was 
arranged for Nov. 29, Wollaston agree- 
ing to everything they asked. They 
had no excuse, so agreed to come. 

On Nov. 28 Dorchester telephoned 
that they could not come out because 
six of their players were injured 
Thanksgiving day. It is doubtful if 
Dorchester ever had any idea of coming 
here to play, although they offered 
Wollaston a guarantee of five dollars to 
come to Dorchester. 

THE TEAM. 

The Wollaston eleven was made up of 
good individual players and considerable 
team work was developed toward the 
end of the season. 

Both Fergerson and Otis played 
snappy ball at the ends, while Fergu- 
son showed his ability to play a strong 
game at either guard or tackle. 

Baker, although unable to play regu- 
larly, helped out the ends in good 
shape. His tackling under punts as 
well as his quickness in discerning trick 
plays spoiled many gains for the visi- 
tors. 

Ripley, Welch and Gearwar played 
the tackles and all three made good. 
Ripley and Welch had weight in their 
favor and proved difficult men to handle 
both on the offence and defence. Many 
good gains were due to the highways 
which Ripley and Welch opened up in 
the line, Gearwar was light but out- 
played his opponent in every game. His 
snap and grit made up for what he 
lacked in weight. 

Kemp played a strong game at guard 
being impregnable on the defence. He 
was good for from three to five yds. 
every time he carried the ball.

He 
played in the Thanksgiving Day game 
and showed up strongly. 

Miller at left-half proved a great fay- 
orite with the supporters of the team. 
His brilliant tackling and running in 
kickoffs and puts was particularly strong. 
He carried the ball hard and fast. 

Scharnagel at right-half was a fine 
ground gainer and proved good for his 
distance whenever asked to carry the 
ball. His thirty and forty yd. runs 
around the end were numerous. 

Fowler was a tower of strength in 
backing up the line, and many times 
hurled line plays back after apparent 
gains. He carried the ball well. He 
received injuries at Ayer which pnt 
him out of the game for the rest of the 
season. If Dorchester had appeared 
Saturday, Fowler would have been 
greatly missed behind the line, 

Capt. Taylor played an all-round 
good game, ran the team in fine shape 
and showed excellent judgment at 
quarter. On the defence he held the 
team together, and his encouragement 
made every man get inand dig. The 
whole team was in perfect harmony 
with him and worked like a machine, 
with Taylor at the lever. His indi- 
vidual playing was one of the greatest 
features of the game. Raonning in 
punts and his faculty of being on the 
stop at the moment Wollaston’s punts 
were received, his hurdling and fre- 
quent long runs of 60, 70 and 80 yds 
for touchdowns, made his playing al- 
ways ioteresting. He proved a very 
efficient captain, quarterback and 
all-round man.

Also Lost.

Large Barn on Penn’s 
Hill, 


"/Cause Probably Incendiary and Got 


a Good Start. 


Quincy was visited early this morn- 
ing by one of the most disastrous fires 
it has had for a long time. Indications 
point to an incendiary as the cause, 
and Chief Engineer Williams believes 
the fire to have been the work of some 
such party. 

The fire which was discovered short- 
ly before 3 o'clock was in the large 
barn on the Joseph Adams estate on 
Penns hill owned by Miss Mabel 
Adams and occupied by Arthur C. 
Pettee, 

How long the fire was burning before 
it was discovered it is impossible to 
Say. A locomotive engineer on the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford was 
probably the first to discover it, and 
although he sounded bis whistle for 
nearly ten minutes no one was aroused 
who took any interest. 

In the meantime the fire was burning 
briskly, and the hope of saying the 
live stock in the barn was rapidly 
growing less. Then Mr. Hunt a milk- 
man from Braintree, pulled the door 
bell of Chief Williams’ house, and in- 
formed him that there was a big fire 
on the bill. 

The chief rushed out but not a person 
was in sight. On the hill wasa large 
barn a complete mass of flame. The 
country round about was as light as 
day, but not a human being could he 
see, 

He rushed back to his house and no- 
tified the Central fire station by tele- 
phone, and then ran to Box 32 and gent 
ap alarm from that box. It was then 
3 o’clock. While that box was sounded 
someone on the hill pulled Box 34. 
This however caused no confusion as 
the apparatus was on its way. 

When the apparatus arrived the 
flames were coming out from all sides 
of the building from the roof and even 
from the cupola. It was a roaring 
furnace. In the barn were five cows 
and three borses which had long ceased 
to suffer. 

It was impossible to save the build- 
ing. It was however surrounded by 
streams and finally drowned. out, but 
not before it had practically been 
destroyed. 

According to Chief Williams the fire 
apparently started in the centre of the 
building. 

Aside from the cows and horses 
there were destroyed about tweuty tons 
of hay, farming implements, and some 
furniture owned by Miss Adams which 
was stored in the building. 

It is hard to estimate the loss but 
Chief Williams places it at $6,000. Of 
this amount $4,000 is on the building 
which is covered by insurance. The 
loss on the contents is placed at $2,000, 
and insured for $1,125. 

Although the recall sounded about 
6 o’clock this morning, firemen were 
kept at work all the morning pitching 
out the hay. A line of hose was also 
laid from the hydrant on High street. 
As the hay was thrown out and exposed 
to the air it would blaze up, but was 
immediately soaked with water.

A NAVAL DEMONSTRATION 


Decided Upon by England and Ger- 
many—Debtor Inclined to Wait Un- 
til Attitude of United States Is As- 
certained—Declares Ability to Settle 


London, Dec. 4.—Great Britain and 
Germany, according to official state- 
ments made here, have commenced 
punitive measures aguinst Venezuela. 
German war vessels, it is stated, are al- 
ready om the scene of the contemplated 
action, and Great Britain by tomorrow 
should have a squadron there capable of 
coping with any resistance that Vene- 


i zuela might offer.

} An important communication one way 

or tke other is expected from Washing- 
ton today.

If Washington 
refuses to suggest to the European

DISEASE HAS FIRM HOLD 


More Than Three Thousand Cattle In 
New England Suffer 

Boston, Dec. 4.—Dr. Salmon, chief of 
the bureau of animal industry, who is 
in New England directing the work of 
stamping out the foot and mouth epi- 
demic, reports that the situation is very 
serious and that there are about 8000 
cattle in herds known to be affected. 
New cases are constantly being found. 
Extensive outbreaks of the disease have 
occurred in Vermont, but Dr. Salmon be- 
lieves the situation can be handled by 
slaughtering and disinfecting there. 

Shipments of cattle may be made to 
Great Britain from Portland, Me., 
while the foot and mouth disease is be- 
ing fought in New England. A cable 
from England states that the British 
government will allow cattle loaded at 
Portland to be landed in Great Britain 
if they can be got on board ship without 
passing throught an affected district.

Boston, Dec. 4.—There was a notable 
gathering of Massachusetts judges and 
attorneys here last night, when the 
Bar association of the County of Mid- 
dlesex gave a dinner in honor of Chief 
Justice Holmes of the supreme court 
of Massachusetts, who has been re- 
cently appointed as a member of the 
supreme court of the United States.

MINERS’ LIVES DANGER 


if Tired Men Should Fall Asleep at 
Their Post—Clergyman Says Miners 
Have No Homes, but Merely Habi- 


tations—Settlement Talk 
Scranton, Pa., Dec. 5.—Atyesterday’s 
sessions of the anthracite strike com- 
mission the representatives of the mine 
workers continued to call witnesses, 
mostly practical miners, who told their 


story of conditions as they exist in the 


Hazleton or midde coe! fields. The 
miners tried to suow by these witnesses 
that the Coxe and other companies had 
violated the agreement entered into by 
both sides, when the commission was 
appointed, that the strikers should re- 
turn to work and be given their old 
places back where they imd not already 
been filled. Some of the witnesses 
called testified that they were not 
given back their old places and main- 
tained that men prominent in unions in 
the various localities duripg the strike 
were discrimiated against.

In answer to a question put 
by the conunission he said he was off 
duty one day every two weeks, thus 
working six days one week and eight 
days the following week. 

“Supposing you should fall asleep 
when you work in the long shift of 24 
hours, what would happen?” asked Mr. 
Darrow. 

“Well,” he replied, “if I slept 
enough the fans would stop, gas would 
accumulate in the mines and if an ex- 
plosion took place some men would be 
killed: that’s all.” 

Rector Hussie of St. Gabriel’s Roman 
Catholic church, Hazleton, was the next 
witness. He said he had an intimate 
knowledge of conditions in and about 
Hazleton. When asked to explain the 
general condition: as he found them 
Father Hussie said he had lived in the 
coal regions pri ctically all bis life. 

“The conditions in this region,” he 
said, “are deplorable. The mine work- 
ers are barely able to exist. I have 
been in their homes. They are not 
homes, but merely a habitation, a rest- 
ing place. They ere frugal, conserva- 
tive, reasonable, and a God-fearing 
people.” 

Continuing, Father Hussie said that 
during the suspension of work the mine 
workers and their families were more 
pinched than before; that they were 
most economical in many things and 
barely existed. Families cannot be 
kept together. He related instances of 
poverty and said that it tock one man 
six years before he was able to pay off 
a funeral debt of $200. In reply to fur- 
ther questioning, the witness said he 
had examined 50 or 60 mine workers 
and found that only three of them were 
able to save any money. He had ex- 
amined the tax lists of Hazleton and 
found that in a population of which per- 
haps 70 percent was made up of mine 
workers, only 89 employes out of 1723 
persons assessed owned their own 
homes. Father Hussie said the news- 
paper reports of violence in the Hazleton 
region were exaggerated. 

Andrew Mattey gave information re- 
garding the alleged importation of 
Slavonians to the Coxe mines. He told 
how he had been paid to go to Hazleton 
and meet the “greenhorns” who had 
been “shipped” by his mother from 
Europe at the request of himself. He 
bad been asked to make this request by 
a foreman employed at the Coxe mines. 
Judge Gray, evidently thinking that 
the alien laws were being violated, be- 
came greatly interested and leaning 
towards the witness, he said: “When 
was this?”

BUILDING WAS CONDEMNED 


As Unsafe For Hotel Purposes, but 
Was Crowded With Guests—Thos¢ 
Unable to Reach Windows Quickly 


Were Suffocated 
Chicago, Dec. 5.—Fourteen men met 
death by suffocation yesterday in a fire 
which occurred in the Lincoln Hotel. 
Thirteen of those who lost their lives 
were stifled while lying 
One was taken from the building be 
fore life was extinct, but died 
way to the nearest hospital. 

Coroner Traeger, after inspecting the 
building, united with Fire Chief Mu 
sham in declaring it to be a veritable 
trap and that it never should have been 
used for hotel purposes. Chief Mus! 
declared that there were such 
cracks in the floor that the 
poured through the building in clouds, 
rendering escape extremely difficult for 
those on the upper floors. 

There was no fire escape on the front 
of the building, although one was in 
process of construction. The scaffold 
ing was up and from it dangled several 
ropes, down which a number of people 
slid to the pavement after all escape by 
the stairway had been cut off. 

The hotel wus four stories in height 
and contained an unusual amount of 
rooms for a hotel of its size. After the 
fire Chief Musham declared that they 
were the smallest rgoms he had ever 
seen in any building. Had there been 
fewer partitions, he declared, the 
chances for life or those sleeping 
upper floors would have been greatly 
increased. 

F. A. Smith, proprietor of the 
declared that there were, as nearly 
he could judge without his books, about 
125 persons in the hotel. It was, in 
fact, lilied to its utmost capacity 

Night Clerk Webber discovered the 
smoke pouring through the halls sho 
before 6 o'clock and did his best to al 
the guests, but the smoke was so dense 
and increased in volume lly that 
he was able to arouse only 4 sma!! num 
ber and was then compelled to g¢ 
his way to the street to avoid suffocn- 
tion. The guests came ring 
the one stairway from the windows in 
all of and 
leaped from the windows of the second 
story to the sidewalk below and escaped 
without serious injury A number of 
men, turned back by the smoke in hall 
ways, Which prevented them from find 
ing the stairs, swung down on the ropes 
placed in the front of the building by 
the workmen who were erecting 
fire escape. 

The firemen saved many by 
carrying people down the ladders fron 
the windows. The smoke on the inside 
of the building 
pungent that the fireme 
do more than take the people from the 
windows. Those who were not able to 
reach the windows in a few minutes 
after the fire broke out were sutfocated 

The fire in itself amounted to ver 
Ittle. A portion of the third and 
second floors was burned and the blaze 
Was extinguished within 40 
after the first alarm. 

As soon as the smoke permitted the 
firemen to live inside the building. a 
eareful search was made of all ! 
rooms with the result that 13 men were 
found to have been stitled before they 
had been able to leave their beds. All 
of the dead had rooms on the third and | 
fourth floors. 

The building was some time 
demned by the city building 
as unsafe for hotel purposes and

NEW BILL WANTED 


_—_ 


Both by Granite Cutters 
and Mannfacturers. 


No Suspension of Work 
Probable, 


Cutters Want Increase of Pay--Man- 
ufacturers Against Carelessness. 


It has been quite well understood 
among the granite manofacturers for 
some time that the cutters would ask 
for some changes in the bill of prices 
next spring. 

The schedule or bill of prices under 
which the men are now working was 
adopted March 1, 1900. It was to ran 
for three years without change, and at 
that time, if no changes were desired, 
it should run for two years more. 

In case a change was desired notice 
must be given in December of the 
previous year, as in 1902. Complying 
with the terms of that rule, the Cutters’ 
and Blacksmiths’ unions have notified 
the granite manufacturers of changes 
they desire and the manufacturers have 
notified the cutters of a change they 
desire. 

The principal change desired by the 
cutters is an increase of ten per cent. in 
wages. ‘That is, they ask that the 
minimum rate for day work be. in- 
creased from $2.64 to $2.90:per day and 
that the pay of an average workman be 
increased from $2.80 to $3.08 per day. 

They have also submitted a new bill 
of prices for the piece men. The 
changes from the present bill are that 
all prices are marked up ten per cent. 

The blacksmiths ask that their pay 
be increased from $2.90 per day to $3 
per day: that surface cutting machines 
be classed as five men; that no appren- 
tice shall be employed in a shop unless 
a journeyman is also employed,and that 
in case of men being laid off the jour- 
neymen shall be kept at work. 

The two latter changes are the most 
radical, and are the ones probably over 
which the greatest discussion will 
ensue. 

There is no rule governing this mat- 
ter now and it has been the custom 
with manufacturers, when help was re- 
duced in the blacksmith shop to let the 
journeymen go and retain the ap- 
prentice. 

The change asked by the manu- 
facturers is for a clause which shall 
provide that in case a stone is spoiled 
through carelessness or negligence of 
the workman he shall not be paid for 
work already done upon that stone. 

There is a similar clause in the pre- 
sent bill but it applies only to piece 
men. What the manufacturers desire 
is that it shall include day men as well 
as piece meén. 

There is no probability of their being 
any labor trouble over the settlement of 
these differences owing to an iron clad 
agreement which was adopted by both 
the manufacturers and unions. This 
clause or agreement provides that all 
differences shall be referred to a com- 
mittee composed of men from both 
sides. They are given until January 20 
to come to an agreement, Upon that 
date all matters unsettled shall be re- 
ferred to a board of arbitration made 
up of three disinterested persons; each 
party to name one man and the two so 
named to select a third member, 

This board must make their finding 
not later than Feb. 25 which both sides 


are bound to abide by.

| by the announcement that a deficiency 

amounting, it is believed, to sseveral 
thousand dollars, has been discovered in 
the accounts of Albion F. Welch, late 
treasurer of the Danvers Savings bank, 
who died a few weeks ago from an op- 
eration performed for a carbuncle on 
bis neck. Welch was held in unusualiy 
high estimation by all who knew him, 
and was potentate of Alleppo Temple of 
Mystic Shriners. At the time of his 
death a new treasurer was appointed 
and the discovery of the irregularities 
was due to the careful examination of 
the bank’s affairs when the latter as- 
sumed his new duties. 

The irvegularities are believed to have 
extended over a period of eight or 10 
years. During this period the cus- 
tomary examinations of the bank’s ac- 
counts have been made by the bank ex- 
aminers, and four years ago a special 
examinatoin was made at the instance 
of the bank’s officers, who desired to 
know exactly where they stood. In 
each instance the accounts were re- 
ported to be in excellent condition, and 
when the special examination was 
made the experts employed took occa- 
sion to bighly commend the treasurer 
and his work. 

The bank is not affected in the least 
by the shortage. A portion of the de- 
ficit has already been made good, and 
the bank will be able to realize still 
more from Welch's estate and his life 
insurance. 

The treasurer's boud was furnished 
by a guaranty company, which will be 
called upon to make the amount good.

To Stamp Out Cattle Disease 
In Massachusetts 


Nearly Iwo Thousand Cows Will Be } 


Disposed Of—Federal Government 
Will Defray Expenses on Basis of 


Seventy Percent of Valuation 


Boston, Dec. 6.—A special meeting 
of the executive council was held yes- 
terday at the state house and an order 
was approved authorizirg Dr. Peters, 
chiet of the state cattle bureau, 
slaughter all the cattle, sheep and swine 
in Massachusetts which have contracced 
the foot and mouth disease or have been 
exposed to it. The United States gov- 
ernnient will pay the owners 70 percent 
of the value of the animals, this value 
to Le determined by appraisers. 

Dr. Salmon believes that by this 
course the disease will be quickly ob- 
literated, and it is thought that in a 
few weeks it will be possible to raise 
the quarantine from the New England 
states. 

Keports received at the Massachusetts 
eattle bureau show that at present be- 
tween 1500 and 2000 animals are suffer- 
ing trom the disease in this state, and 
most of these will probably be killed. 
The slaughter remedy will also be ap- 
plied in the other New England states 
in which the disease exists. 

Dr. Peters says it will take until the 
first part of pext week to have the ma- 
chinery ready to carry out the order. 
To begin with he will slaughter the cat- 
tle in Barre and Pepperell and then in 
the vicinity of Attleboro. 

The special meeting was called as a 
result of a conference between Goy- 
ernor Crane, Dr. Salmon, chief of the 
bureau of animal industry of the United 
States department of «griculture, and 
Dr. Peters. Dr. Salmon and Dr. 
Peters represented that the situation 


to 


was very grave, that nothing short of | 


the slaughter of the infected cattle will 
prove an adequate preventive of the 
spread of the disease. It was agreed 
that the only safe course to adopt was 
to enforce the heroic policy of exterini- 
nation. 

The commonwealth has authority to 
order the killing of the cattle, but there 
are no means at the command of the 
governor and council for the payment of 
compensation for the slaughtered ani- 
mals. The United States government 
stands ready to defray all the expenses 
of the slaughter, on the basis of 70 
percent of the valuation of the cattle. 

Dr. Salmon came to Boston with au- 
thority from the secretary of agricul- 
ture to pay for slaughtered cattle, but 
in order that no misunderstanding 
might exist on this important subject he 
has since arriving here been advised by 
Secretary Wilson to assure Governor 
Crane that the United States govera- 
ment will defray the expenses of the 
extermination of infected cattle, and the 
disinfection of the premises where they 
have been kept. 

A statement relative to the infected 
herds in this state shows that they num- 
ber 101. This statement, which con- 
tains the names of the owners of the 
herds, will be sent by the health board 
to the various milk contractors in Bos- 
ton and vicinity, and the contractors 
will not purchase milk from the farms 
en which there is any footand mouth 
disease. 


Cars Must Be Disinfected 

Albany, Dec. 6.—State Superintendent 
of Agriculture Weiting yesterday noti- 
fied all raiJroads doing usiness in this 
state that there is an outbreak among 
the animals of the states of New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island and Connecticut of foot 
and mouth disease and ordered them to 
cause all cars in which any animals 
have been transported since Ang. 1 to 
be thoroughly disinfected before further 
use. }orty special inspectors were 
placed in the state borders today to en- 
force the order. 


Objection to Quarantine 

Harrisburg, Dec. 6.—Governor Stone 
has taken prompt action looking to the 
raising of the quarantine ordered by 
Governor Yates of Illinois against Penn- 
Sylvania cattle because of the foot and 
mouth disease which exists among eat- 
tle in the New England states. Govy- 
ernor Stone has written a letter to Gov- 
ernor Yates protesting against his ae- 
tion and advising him that there has 
been no such disease in this state since 
1882 and that the disease in the United 
States “is confined toa territory within 
a radius of 100 miles from Boston.” 


Deserved a tsetter Fate 

Ithaca, N. Y., Dec. 6.—Charles H. 
Presho of Ulysses, Pa., a senior of Cor- 
nell university, died yesterday of peri- 
tonitis. His death reveals a tale of 
hardships endured to cbtain funds to 
come to Cornell. He earned the money 
by going into the backwoods and Jun- 
ber camps of Potter county, studying 
at night to obtain his preliminary edu- 
cation and at the same time supporti.g 
his mother. 


Europeans Experience Cold Weather 

London, Dec. 6.—Telegrams from ell 
parts of Europe record severe weather 
and snow, the temperiture bieng ney- 
eral degrees below freezing point. The 
Dutch canals are frozen over and the 
harbor at Copenhagen is packed with 
ice and many ships are ice-bound.

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USE OF FALSE TEETH, — 


Two Millions Manufactured Annual- 
ly In the United Ttates. 

Probably not less than 2,000,000 arti- 
ficial teeth are manufactured in this 
country each year, and sti# the output 
goes on increasing. Never before was 
such great care manifested for teeth as! 
has been exhibited during the past five! 
years. In this respect Americans lead 
the world, not even the fastidious 
French excelling the people of the 
United States in their solicitude for 
the preservation of natural teeth and in 
their application of the arts of dental 
science when substitutes have to be 
provided for nature’s molars. 

Englishmen are notoriously careless 
about their teeth, although in late 
years great progress has been made in 
this matter. 

A prominent dentist of New York de- 
clares that nearly every patient with a 
mouthful of decayed teeth is a foreign- 
er. “They let things drift,” he says, 
“and come only when pain drives them 
here. Americans, and especially south- 
erners, hasten to their dentist immedi- 
ately they detect even the slightest 
Signs of coming trouble, and the result 
is that there are by far more ‘saved’ 
teeth in this country than in any other. 
Englishmen and Irishmen are remark- 
ably apathetic about their molars and 
will go about for years with hopelessly 
decayed teeth.’—New York Times.

} Topic.—Do 1 discourage others?—Mark |

x, 46-52; Num. xiii, 26-33. 

There is no man that liveth to him- 
; self. Every man has some influence 
| for good or for evil upon somebody 
' else. We are “good angels” or “bad 
angels” to those with whom we come 
in contact in life. We inspire men to 
faith and to endeavor or we dishearten 
and discourage them. The very at- 
mosphere of our lives has often one 
of these two effects without our saying 
or doing anything directly. In the 
presence of some people we are in- 
spired to hope, to trust, to believe, 
while the presence of others impresses 
us with doubt and despair. What is 
the effect of our lives? Do we inspire 
or discourage? Are we a help or a 
hindrance? 

Do we discourage others from com- 
ing to Christ? It seems incredible 
that any should do this, yet many do 
stand in the way of others who want 
} to accept and to confess Christ. In 

Matt. x, 46-52, we have an illustration 

of such a character. Blind Bartimzeus 
! pressed toward Christ, crying, “Have 
|merey on me,” but many cried out, 

“Hold your peace.” What a discour- 
agement! How different if they had 

taken his band and led him to the 

Saviour. Yet he persevered and was 

healed and saved. Parents brought 
children to Christ, but the disciples 
discouraged them, saying, “Trouble 

Him not;” yet Jesus Himself was will- 
ing to be troubled and invited them to 
come. Thus many have been discour- 
aged from coming to Christ. Some 

have been ridiculed and scoffed, some 

have been told they were too sinful 
and some that they were too young. 

And then in deeds as well as words 
many are discouraged from coming to 
| Christ. Do we thus discourage any 
one? Are our lives so inconsistent that 

we lead them to think that perhaps 
after all it is as well not to come? 

What -could be sadder than to keep a 
soul from Christ? 
| Do we discourage others in Christian 
| work? Of this we have an instance in 
| Num. xiii, 26-33. Ten men by dis- 

couragement kept a nation of people 

from performing their duty and from 
fulfilling the task appointed to them by 
| God Himself, with the terrible conse- 
quences that for years they wandered 
| aimlessly about ina wilderness. What 
could better illustrate the direful con- 
sequence of discouragement? It is 
easy to discourage Christian workers. 
A look, a word, an act, may take the 
| heart out of one who is earnestly striy- 
ing to serve God. “But woe unto that 
one through whom the offense cometh.” 
| Christ Himself has pronounced a terri- 
ble woe upon those who discourage the 
simple and the weak. We shauld ear- 
| nestly strive against being discoura- 
| gers or discouraged. Like Bartimaeus, 
we should strive the more in the face 
| of opposition, resting assured that God

Providence, Dec. 6.—The senate yes- 
terday passed un amendment to the 
10-hour law which gives the employes 
of street railways in Rhode Island the 
right to contract with officials of such 
roids to work as many hours daily as 
they wish. The law originally 
passed took trom the stveet railway em- 
ployes their right to coutract for work 
lasting more than 10 in 12 consecutive 
hours.

States, and their wives. In cellar is old town 
hearse, also box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams. 
At extreme end, under front steps are the vanlts 
of the presidents, a massive stone door closing 
the entrance.

His public life really began, however, 
jin the 45th congress, to which he was 
chosen in the memorable contest of 
1876. He was re-elected consecutively 
jafter this up to the time of his resigna- 
tion in 1899. During this period he 
served as speaker three terms—in the 
5ist, 54th and 55th congresses.

Drift of Opinion. 

0@ Springfield ora portion of Spring- 
fleld, awoke some years ago to a reali- 
zation that the noble Connecticut river 
was the best natural feature that Spring- 
field possessed, and that the city had 
turned its back on it and, by persist- 
ing in so doing, was making much of 
its self-improvement effort far less 
effective than it ought to be. Even 
the bridge across the river was one of 
those ugly old hooded structures that 
New England Puritans used to erect 
over their streams lest they see the 
water dancing, and when a stranger in 
Springfield asked to be shown the river 
—before he spoke of the park, or 
the arsenal, or even the high school 
—le had to be led into a tunnel, 
or down an ally, or on to the railroad 
tracks. This was mortifying, and a 
plan was talked of—quite naturally— 
for extending Court Square a block or 
two farther to the river bank. But the 
expense seemed probibitive. 

About a year ago there died a 
wealthy former resident of Springfield, 
who had earnestly advocated this plan, 
and it was found that by will he bad 
left $10,000 which might be applied to 
the object. His name was Tilly 
Haynes. This greatly increased the 
interest in the matter and an estimate 
was made that with $200,000, a vast 
public improvement could be obtained. 
It was suggested that if, by a public 
subscription, half this sum could be 
raised and presented to the city, the 
rounicipality could well afford to bear 
the expense of the land’s improvement. 
A new bridge was soon to be erected 
in any case, to be paid for by bonds, 
and here was a way to secure a beauti- 
fal and convenient approach to it, 
while the vista of the bridge would en- 
hance the attractiveness of the square. 
The Court House, a Richardson struc- 
ture, would face the plazza thus made 
as would also the City Hall; and the 
old First church and Odd Fellows’ 
Hall, now occupying a portion of the 
proposed site, could, it was suggested, 
be allowed to remain in their present 
position unmolested as long as they were 
still in use, so reducing the necessary 
initial outlay and by no means defeat- 
ing the scheme. Everett H. Barney 
them came forward with an offer of 
another $10,000 to duplicate the Haynes 
bequest, and with this nucleus enthusi- 
asm rose high.—Charles Mulford Rob- 
inson, in N. Y. Architectural Record.

Quincy Patrolmen Accompanied by 
Large Dogs at Night. 


An excellent photo of Officer Good- 
bue and F. E. Betts’ St Bernard Carlo 
is printed by the Boston Globe with 
the following interesting story:

a Boy of Twelve 


CASH A SCARCE COMMUDITY 


James Gallagher Paid but Once In 
Money In Seventeen Years and Was 
Forced to Deal at Company’s Stores 
—Boy Received Four Cents an Hour 


Scranton, Pa., Dec. 3.--It is expected 
that the mine workers will consume all 
of this week in presenting to the anthra- 
cite coal strike commission their side 
of the controversy with the coal op- 


erators. The miners have consumed 12 


days thus far in preseating their testi- 
mony and expect to take fully as much 
more time. While no one positively 


knows, it is estimated that the em- 
ployers will take about 10 days to sub- 
mit the information they desire the 
comunission to have. 

The miners, having finished their at- 
tack on the Coxe mines in the Hazle- 
ton region, on Saturday turned the at- 
tention of the coal strike commission to 
the collieries of G. B. Markle & Co. in 
the same locality. The witnesses for 
the mine workers scored what appeared 
to be telling points with regard to 
wages and other conditions prevailing 
in the mines of this independent com- 
pany. 

The principal witness against 
Markles was James Callagher, 
worked in the Markle mines for 30 
Years. He claimed the wages were so 
low that he was always in debt to the 
company and that in 17 years he only 
once received money in wages, and that 
was $50. He further testified that he 
had to deal at the conipany store. the 
only place where the ininers could get 
credit, and that the prices were from 


the 
who 


10 to 20 percent higher than in other 
stores. 

Tie said he had made large wages and 
wiped out his debt, but the company 


would then give him such poor work 
that he would immediately get into debt 
again. He was evicted from bis house 
and refused work, but did not know 
why employment was not given hitn. 

, The witness, who is about 60 years 
of age, and a native of Ireland, kept 
the court constantly in good humor by 
his wit and sharp answers to thrusts by 
the lawyers. He said 2 man is never 
ealled burt in the mines until he is half 
killed. He was half killed twice, he 
said, which brought out the remark 
from Chairman Gray that if he was 
twice half killed, then he was now dead. 

This caused much merriment but it 
was turned into a roar of laughter 
when the witness replied that the first 
half was healed before the other half 
was injured. 

A 12-year-old breaker boy was called 
to the stand and gave testimony to 
show that he was working at the 
Markle mines to pay off the debt in- 
curred by his father, who was killed in 
the mines 18 monthsago. He received 
no pay but was given <lue bills, show- 
ing how huch his mother owed the com- 
pany. The bills also showed that the 
debts his mother was incurring such as 
house rent, ete., were growing faster 
than he could reduce them, and he was 
only getting 4 cents an hour. 

The conditions prevailing at the Le- 
high Valley company’s mines will be 
taken up next. The miners have a 
large number of witnesses they desire 
to call, and there is at this time no 
indication when the hearings will be 
concluded. Some of the operators de- 
sire to plave witnesses on the stand in 
their defense. 

Unless some agreement is reached on 
many of the points at issue, it is likely 
the hearings will run into next month. 
While settlement talk is still heard 
here, nothing of an authoritative nature 
has come to the surface.

Covered With Linen and Padded 
With Feathers. 


A nive Christmas gift for a girl who 
likes to look fresh and neat and is not 
rich enough to own a leather covered 


dressing bag Is a dainty traveling pil- | se 


low, which can be easily made at home. 
It is not cumbersome, and the owner 
Inay easily strap it on to the rug and 
umbrella bundle. 

The first purchase of the maker should 
be some vegetable down, feathers or 
flock in quantity sufficient to stuff a 
small sofa cushion. The cushion should 
be made in two halves, with each half 
stuffed to a comfortable depth. These 
halves are neatly and strongly covered 
with dark colored linen, and, if feath- 
ers are used, an inner covering, well 
waxed, shonld hold the feathers. Next 
take two pieces of millboard the exact 
size of the insides of the halves. Cover 
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PILLOW FOR TRAVELING, 

these with any material fancied and 
across the middle sew a neat band of 
broad satin ribbon divided into spaces 
of various sizes. As shown in the dia- 
gram, one side will hold a comb, brush, 
soapbox, pocket glass, reticule, small 
face towel and fountain pen. The oth- 
er side has spaces for writing paper, 
telegraph forms, letter cards and any- 
thing else soft and unbreakable. The 
hard articles are all kept on one side. 

Of course the cardboard is in its turn 
sewed on to the halves, which should 
now be joined down the middle and 
ribbon ties attached to the top and 
sides. . 


A NURSERY CLOCK. 


A Very Handsome Homemade Christ- 
mas Present For the Children. 

To make an amusing nursery clock 
the first purchase should be some 
strong millboard, prepared for oil 
painting. This millboard should cover 
the face of an ordinary open clock and 
project about an inch all round. On 
the top of‘the square should be cut the 
figure of a black cat. The cat and 
square are in one piece. 

The cat should be painted in black 
oll color, with yellow or green eyes, 
and the whole clock face painted bright 
leaf green with a vermilion outline. 
When this is dry, describe a circle 
from the hole where the hands pass 
and carefully draw twelve mice simi- 
lar to those in the illustration. Be 
careful that a point marked on the 
center of each mouse comes exactly 
over each of the twelve divisions ef 
the circle. The stretch of the com 
pass in drawing the circle is one-sixth 
of the measurement of the circle; 
therefore if shis distance is halved it 
will naturally give one-twelfth. 

If preferred, the mice can be cut out 
of white paper and gummed on the 
face of the clock. 

Clear red figures on the body of the 
mouse mark the hours. The millboard 
face is now varnished and tacked over 
the existing wooden face with four 
gilt tacks. Before tacking on, how- 
ever, get some one to paint, in black 
artistic and plain lettering, the old 
rhyme of “Dickery, dickery dock.” 
The clock hands should also be black- 
ened. 

The weights are painted vermilion 
and varnished, and you should buy

two paperweight mice, fixing them 
on near the top of each weight with 
fine wire. 

The cat pendulum may be drawn on 
the lid of an old tin biscuit box, cut 
out, painted black and placed over the 
existing pendulum. If tin, it should 
be soldered on, but if cut out in card- 
board fine wire will suffice to attach it 
to the pendulum. 


Ivy Needlebook. 

A needlebook may be fashioned after 
the semblance of an ivy leaf in green 
cloth or any colored scrap at hand, the 
veining being lightly portrayed in filo- 
selle silk of the same shade. Flannel 
cut out on similar lines is inserted be- 
tween the two leaves.

I would have been justi- 
fied in inferring that probably the front 
part of his brain was injured at the | 
site of the bruise. Had I opened his 
skull at that point I would have found 
a perfectly normal brain and have 
missed the clot. The young man there- 
fore would have died whether his skuli 
hed been opened or not.

J. W. Rittenhouse, secretary of the 
Retail Grocers’ association, which does || 
a large business among the mine work- 
ers, gave the prices for necessaries of 
life, such as eggs, butter, meats and 
provisions for 1900, 1901, and 1902. The 
increases in prices ranged from 15 to 
78 percent, making the general average 
for groceries about 30 percent higher 
than two years ago. Witness said the 
ability of the mine workers to pay their 
grocery bills has not improved. His 
figures were made up of those quoted 
by 25 merchants in the upper coal fields. 

John D. Hughes, the Scranton man- 
ager for Armour & Co., gave the 
wholesale prices for all meats, com- 
paring them with the prices in 1900 and 
1901, which showed that the prices of 
meats of all kinds have increased 23 1-5 
percent over the prices of 1900. 

Ira H. Burns, lawyer for the inde- 
pendent operators, cross-exaniining Mr.

Why Is Coal So High ? 


Why is coal so high in Boston, with 

threats that it is going higher? is a 
question to which this smart touch of 
winter that we are now experiencing 
gives a peculiar emphasis, says the 
Trauscript, and comments editorially 
as follows: An explanation seems to be 
due cousumers, and a better explana- 
tion than has yet been forthcoming. 
While the coal strike was on the public 
submitted with a kind of dumb patience 
to any extortion that might be practised, 
They could see some reason for it, if 
not a sufficient reason. 
; But the strike is now off, and has 
been off for some time. Coal has been 
mined at a rapid rate. Cars are run- 
ning in all directions, and travellers are 
grumbling because their trains are held 
up to give coal trains the right of way, 
while coal barges punctuate the coast 
ofthe north Atlantic for almost its 
whole distance. 

Dealers are said to be buying of the 
companies for five dollars ‘‘fres on 
board’’ at New York, while the freight- 
age to this city is not more than sevyen- 
ty-five cents in advance of that price. 
In the towns and cities of the middle 
and western portions of the State, coal 
has been selling from a dollar and a 
half to more than two dollars a ton less 
than in this city. 

It can hardly cost the big dealers of 
Boston more for the coal itself than it 
costs the smaller dealers of inferior 
cities. It may be and doubtless is true 
that we have still an inakequate 
supply ; that in the distribution Boston 
has been left temporarily to one side, 
but that is no reason for charging ex- 
orbitant prices for the small amounts 
that are parcelled out to consumers. 

The excuse that thia is done in order 
to deal impartially with customers is 
no excuse at all. That can be done 
more justly and directly by limiting 
the quantity that each customer can 
have than by charging prohibitive 
prices. To take advantage of the 
sitaation to grind the consumer is 
little better than business piracy, and 
is calculated to make Socialists a good 
deal faster than would be possible for 
the most persuasive apostle of socialis- 
tic doctrines. 

The dealers may claim that they are 
merely taking advantage of the law of 
supplying and demand; but even that 
law, which is wholesome uuder natural 
conditions, should be suspended under 
those that were abnormal. One man 
ina shipwrecked crew might be the 
legal owner of all the bread and water 
in the party, but if he undertook to 
take advantage of the exigencies of the 
situation, he would find that self- 
Preservation was the first law of 
nature.

Today Beats All ths Quincy 
Records. 


Coldest Certainly for 
Seven Year's. 


Six to Sixteen Below at Sunrise 
and Two Above at Noon. 


Two degrees above at noon! 

Today will go on record as ‘‘Cold 
Tuesday.”’ 

During the seven years which tbe 
Daily Ledger bas kept the noon tem- 
perature, Feb. 12, 1899, was the only 
day that approached it, Then the noon 
temperature was 5 above, 

On Jan. 1, of the same winter, the 
noon temperature was 9 above and to- 
day is the third day since the winter 
of 1895-6 when the noon temperature 
has been below 10 degrees. 

Tbe lowest noon temperature by 
months for the past six winters is 
shown below:

In 1896-7, 17 10 26 26 
In 1897-8, 21 ll 18 40

The mercury reached the zero mark 
shortly after midnight, and at sunrise 
was variously reported in different 
parts of the city from 6 to 14 below. 

At noon today it had only mounted 
to 2 above, and indications are that it 
may go lower tonight than last night. 

Reports from Norfolk Downs and 
Wollaston this morning were that it 
was 14 below 0 at sunrise. 

Work on buildings in process of con- 
struction, was suspended today on ac- 
count of the cold. 

Owing tothe severe cold today it 
was impossible for the men to work at 
the Fore River works this morning and 
they closed the shops for the day. 
According to the reports it was 14 be- 
low 0 at the works at seven o’clock this 
morning. In some glasses the mercury 
is said to have gone even lower than 
that. 

Note—Since writing the above a 
search of old records shows a ‘‘ Cold 
Friday’? on Feb. 8, 1861, which even 
beats today. The mercury then regis- 
tered 24 below at sunrise, 10 below at 
noon, 6 below at sunset, and 9 below at 
8 P. M. 

There was also a ‘‘Cold Sunday’’ on 
Jan. 18, 1857, but we do not have the 
figures, 


Foot and Mouth Disease. 


Dr. E. P, Henderson, the local in- 
spector of animals, posted notices, all 
over the city on Monday, to the effect 
that Quincy had been declared to be 
infected territory with the foot and 
mouth disease. 

The notice forbids all persons from 
driving or transporting any peat cattle, 
sheep, other ruminants or swine over 
any public highway or even to turn out 
any such animals on any unfeaced land. 

Dr. Henderson when seen by a repre- 
sentative of the Ledger said that there 
were some cases of the disease in Quin- 
cy but he refused to say how many 
cases there were or in what section of 
the city the disease had made its ap- 
pearance. 

The reason for this that it is not de- 
sirable to frighten people as it would 
in the sections where the disease is, if 
it were known.

The chief feature of the New England Maga- 
zine for December is an appreciative article by 
William H. Downes on Charles H. Davis, who 
is perhaps the leading living American land- 
scapist.

The coal situation in Quincy today 
is a serions one, and unless relief comes 
soon there will be an untold amount of 
suffering. There has already been much 
suffering but nothing compared to what 
there will be, 

At present there is only one firm in 
Quiacy that basany hard coal and they 
can not begin to fill orders, People 
leaving orders are told that delivery can 
not be promised inside of two or three 
weeks, 

Monday many sent their own teams 
for coal but the crush at the wharf was 
such that it is next to impossible to 
get coal that way. Getting coal this 
way is expensive, for aside from the 
high price, private teamsters charge $2 
a ton for carting. 

Both Patch and Sheppard have an 
abundance of soft coal on hand, but 
even this is hard to get, because they 
have not teams enough to keep up with 
the orders. Mr. Patch has. three 
barges of coal on the way, and are due 
to arrive any day. One of these is 
is hard coal and the other two are soft 
coal, 

Coal ordered by bags through the 
City Messenger is being delivered with 
promptness, and on the whole it is the 
better way to order it if oue is entirely 
out of fuel. 


WOOD HIGH. 


The wood situation is fully as bad if 
it is ordered from the regular dealers; 
as they cannot deliver that any quicker 
than they can coal, Wood, however, 
can be ordered of Mr. Cunningham, 
Overseer of the Poor, and will be 
delivered promptly. This is the Nova 
Scotia birch that Mayor Bryant bought 
some weeks ago. The price of this 
wood is $9 per cord just what it cost. 
It is delivered free, the expense of 
delivery being paid for by Mayor Bryant 
out of his own pocket, 


AND OIL SCARCE, 


Added to the discomfiture caused by 
the lack of coal, is the fact that kerosene 
oil is also a scarce article in Quincy 
today. Many of the local stores are 
without any oil whatever and do not 
know when they will getany. Then 
again, the price has advanced to 15 
cents per gallon and it makes no differ- 
ence whether you purchase one gallon 
or five the price is the same. The 
dealers say that their shortage of oil is 
only temporary, and that their tanks 
may be filled before night.

The foreign office further says: 
“There is not the slightest desire to 
coerce Venezuela and if any answer 
had been made to our repeated protests 
and demards no such action as now 
taken would have been proceeded with. 
It was the persistent and insulting dis 
regard to all representations which com- 
pelled us to move. It is now too late 
in the day for anything but purely diplo- 
matic arrangements to be accepted in 
satisfaction for ourinjuries. When the 
fleets have assembled there is scarcely 
time to deal with bankers, and a 
financial settlement should have been 
suggested long ago and would have 
been welcomed by both Germany and 
ourselves. However, any bonafide 
proposition will receive careful atten- 
tion. Reconstruction in commercial 
affairs is always better than liquida- 
tion and if the reconstruction of the 
Venezuelan finances can be accom- 
plished to the satisfaction of our diplo- 
matic claims and individual losses, both 
Germany and Great Britain will have 
achieved their ends.” 


RELATIONS SEVERED 


Departure From Caracas of Repre- 
sentatives of England and Germany 

Caracas, Dec. 9.—On Sunday after- 
noon the British minister, W. H. D. 
Haggard, and the German charge 
d’atfaires, Von Pilgrim-Baltazzj, de- 
posited at the private residence of the 
foreign minister, Lopes Barralt, sep- 
arate demands, the British demand be- 
ing for the settlement of claims and 
other matters arising out of the last 
revolution, and the German demand 
being for the payment of the interest 
on the German loan and other clains. 
The demands are without any specifica- 
tions as to the time given for an answer, 
but they are in the form ofan _ ulti- 
matum. 

At 3 o’clock yesterday Minister Hag- 
gard, his secretary, Grant Duff, and the 
chancellor of the legation, Godfrey, left 
Caracas in company with the German 
charge d'affaires, Von Pilgrim-Baltazzi, 
for La Guaira, where Haggard went on 
board the British cruiser Retribution 
and Von Pilgrim-Baltazzi boarded the 
German cruiser Vineta. Both the Brit- 
ish and the German legations bave been 
closed. 

The ministers left Caracas without 
previously notifying the Venezuelan 
government, probably in order to avoid 
any hostile demonstration. 

The actual situation is incompre- 
hensible here. Up to yesterday no one 
appeared to know anything about the 
Anglo-German projected Jemonstration. 
The foreign minister said that he cun- 
sidered a menace on te part of Uer- 
man to be inadmissable, and that any 
threat would be only a feeler, while, as 
for England, said the minister, she has 
no grounds for aggression. 


Claims Recognized as Valid 

Washington, Dec. 9.—The foreign af- 
fairs of Venezuela are approaching a 
crisis. ‘There seems to be no doubt that 
President Castro has failed to satisfy 
the German and British creditors of 
Venezuela, and that, consequently, a co- 
ercive demonstration will be made 
forthwith by British and German war- 
ships at La Guayra, and, perhaps, other 
seaports. As the custom houses con- 
stitute the principal sources of revenue 
for the Caracas government, it is 
obvious that the loss of them will ren- 
der it extremely difficult for President 
Castro to suppress rebellion, repel in- 
vasion and restore order. 

Jt is to be assumed, although no pub- 
lic assurance on this point bas been 
given, that Secretary Hay has con- 
vinced himself that the debts which Ger- 
many and England propose to collect by 
force are just debts. If, on the face of 
things, the validity and amountof those 
debts were doubtful, he would probably 
have suggested a reference to arbitra- 
tion. As no such suggestion is known 
to have been made, his recognition of 
the claims as valid must be taken for 
granted. Under the circumstances, his | 
position that our government would not 
oppose the forcible collection of the Ger- 
man and British claims may be  de- 
fended, not only by successive inter- 
pretations of the Monroe doctrine, in- 
cluding Mr. Roosevelt's, but also by 
precedents.

“phere is no reason In the present in- 
stance to apprehend that Venesuelan 
custom houses wil! be occupied and ad 
ministered by foreign powers for a 
longer time than will suffice for the 
liquidation of debts, believed to amount 
in the aggregate to less than $30,000,- 
000. ‘There is no ground for apprehen- 
siol on this score, because—and doubt- 
less our state department {fs to be 
credited with this fortunate feature of 
the affair—the occupation will be noder- 
taken by Germany and England jointly, 
insteac of by Germany alone. So far, 
then, ae the present experiment is con- 
cerned, it will be performed under the 
least objectionable conditions, and 1s 
unlikely to have any consequences detri- 
mental to Venezuela's independence or 
territorial integrity. 

There is a possibility, however, that 

the attitude assumed by our govern- 
ment toward the Anglo-German demon- 
stration against Venezuela may have 
unwelcome results hereafter. That 
the occupation of territory belonging to 
a weak state, though alleged to be for 
the fulfilment of a temporary purpose 
only, may become permanent has been 
demonstrated by the course pursued by 
France in Mexico, after the joint ex- 
apedition, and by the conduct of Png- 
land herself in the Nile valley. Al! that 
can be said about such contingencies is 
that the United States cannot pretend 
to avert them beforehand, but must hold 
itself in readiness to meet them 
when they come. We certainly cannot 
undertake to guarantee the debts of 
Latin-American republics, but if, un- 
der the pretext of collecting such debts, 
a European power shall attempt to 
treat an American commonwealth as 
France treated Mexico, or as England 
has treated Egypt, she will have to dea! 
with us. 


Crown Prince May Visit Us 

Berlin, Dec. 9.—The idea that the 
Crown Prince Frederick William may 
go to the United States has been favor- 
ably received. Emperor Willixm 
thinks that the prince’s general ex- 
periences in America would be more in- 
structive than a visit to the St. Louis 
exposition, and it has been suggested 
that he attend one of the national con- 
ventions. 


Receiver For Department Store 

Omaha, Dec. 9.—Judge Munger yes- 
terday appointed Edgar TF. Hastings 
temporary receiver for the W. P. Ben- 
nett company, which operates one of 
the largest department stores in the 
city. The petition for a temporary re- 
ceiver is made to enable the company 
to make a settiement with creditors.

* BLONDIN’S FIRST WIFE. 


Iatroduced as Witness Against the 
Man Accused of Murder 

Boston, Dec. 9.—The woman who is 
spoken of as the first Mrs. Blondin was 
a prominent figure in the Blondin mur- 
der trial yesterday, although her evi- 
dence was exceedingly brief. She 
came here from Montreal to testify 
that she married the defendant, J. W. 
Blondin, in 1890, and never had been 
divorced from him, While Mrs. Blon- 
din was in the court room she ap- 
parently did Lot once turn her face 
towards the prisoner, and in testifying 
kept her eyes away from him by turn- 
ing her head toward the judges’ bench. 
Blondin seemed amused at her appear- 
ance, and constantly turned around to 
look at her as she sat in the rear of the 
court room. After her testimony, the 
attorney generel presented in evidence 
the marrings ce cate of the prisoner 
With Emma Riley (the murdered 
woman) in February, 191. 

Much of the yesterday re- 
lated to the trunks taken from the 
ireen street house in which the Blon- 
dins lived. Two of these articles were 
traced from the house to the New York 
boat. A third trunk also was taken 
from the bouse to the North Union sta- 
tion, but Expressman Dean, who re- 
moved the trunk and talked with the 
man who engaged him, could not iden 
tify hin, Dean udmitted that he was 
intoxicated when he partially iderti- 
fied Blondin at the Hast Cambridge jail 
some time ago, 

The trial began its second week with 
the case still ip its formulative stage, 
five days having been devoted to the 
story of Blondin’s existence from the 
time he worked on a farm In Cheltns- 
ford until he left the Green street house 
on the afternoon of the supposed date of 
Mrs. Blondin’s murder. Yesterday the 
prosecution began to go into details of 
incidents supposed to have a_ direct 
bearing on the murder.

THE COLD SNAP 


Productive of Sadness In Many a 
Home In New England 

Boston, Dec. 10.—Zero weather which 
Swept over New England last night 
still holds a firm grasp on the region. 
A flood of sunshine yesterday did not 
temper the ccld more than a few de- 
grees in the sheltered places, and at 
nightfall the mercury again began to 
drop. Last night was even sharper than 
Monday night, Haverhill reporting 23 
degrees below at 9 p.m. 

The continuance of the extreme 
weather brings an indescribable amount 
of inconvenience, suffering and financial 
loss, und is producing conditions in al: 
walks of life almost unprecedented. 
The chief sufferers are the very poor 
who are destitute of raiment, of fuel, 
and of the wherewithal to get either. 

But distress has come ina great meas- 
ure to other people. The fuel problem 
is presented to people who have the 
money in abundance, but are unable to 
make it buy coal. All day long the coal 
offices, the sheds and wharves of coal 
cowwpanies here were beseiged with peo 
ple clamoring for fuel or the chance to 
buy. Scenes Which wet many an 
eye and tales which wrung hearts with 
pity were enacted at these places, 
where from dawn until dusk people 
stayed trying to get coal. Orders for 
coal would not be taken, except in ex- 
ceptional cases, and then people given 
orders to be filled at coal pockets had to 
provide their own means of transporta- 
tion. 

What happeaed in Boston was _ re- 
peated in nearly every city in New 
England, the story being perhaps more 
harrowing in the larger cities, where the 
poor are in greater numbers and desti- 
tution more pronounced by reason of 
the greater struggle for existence day 
by day.

For Schooner William L. 
Douglass at Quincy. 


Will be a Steel Six- 
; Master. 


Her Length 339 Feet.—Electricity 
and Modern Equipment. 


The keel was laid Tuesday in the 
Fore River shipyard at quincy for 
another large vessel to be added to 
Captain John G. Crowley's big fleet of 
sailing merchantmen—a_ six- -masted 
steel schooner to be cffied the William 
L. Douglas, after the Brockton shoe 
manufacturer, who is one of the largest 
shareholders in the syndicate that will 
own her. 

The Douglas will be the first six- 
masted schooner built of steel and will 
be considerably larger than any wooden 
craft of the same type. She will be 
second in size, among American mer- 
chant ‘‘sailers,?? only to the seven- 
master Thomas W. Lawson, which was 
launched at Fore River last summer for 
Captain Crowley, and will represent the 
most advanced development of the sail- 
ing vessel and the most modern 
metbods of steel shipbuilding. 

lier hull and interior construction 
will be such as would be givena trans-At- 


lantic ‘‘liner’’, her ‘‘skin’’, as mariners 
call the outside of a_ ship, being 
‘‘joggle-plated’’—that is to say, made 


of steel plates the edges of which- are 
bent to everlap one another so that the 
joints.shall be absolutely watertight. 
Her masts will be steel cylinders tipped 
with Oregon pine spars and will reach 
130 feet above her deck. 

Steam will be used on the Douglas 
for almost everything except propulsion. 
She will have steam steering gear and 
pumps, and four engines, set on the 
open deck, will hoist and lower her 
sails—in which there will be more 
than 35,000 square feet of canvas—and 
manage her anchors. 

The engines will be so placed that 
they can also serve the huge hatchways 
in loading and discharging cargoes. 
The whole vessel will be lighted by a 
dynamo, the steam for all the power 
being supplied by a boiler set ina deck- 
house amidships. 

As on the Lawson, this use of ma- 
chinery will bea great economy, re- 
ducing the number of men necessary 
for a crew to 14, including master, 
mates, and engineer, while the first six- 
master the George W. Wells, built for 
Captain Crowley less than two years 
ago—requires 24 men and the second— 
the only-other six-master now. aficat — 
carries 29 men. 

These features of the construction 
and equipment of the W. L. Douglass 
are nat very different from those of the 
seven-master, but there the similarity 
ends, for the lines of the new schooner 
are quite distinctive. They were 
drawn by Bowdoin B. Crowinshield, 
the Boston marine architect who de- 
signed the Lawson and yacht Indepen- 
dence, and are intended to give her 
great cargo capacity and at the same 
time good speed. 

As a coal-carrier she will far outstrip 
the two six-masters now in commission, 
for she will be able to carry 5700 tons 
to their 2970 tons and 3401 tons re- 
spectively; while if the performances 
of the Lawson are a fair basis of judg- 
ment should prove to bea very fast 
sailer. 

The Douglas will have two decks 
above her hold; with a deep tank for 
carrying water ballast—instead of a 
double bottom like that put into the 
Lawson—reaching from the keel to the 
second deck. Her general demensions 
are: Length overall, 339 feet six inches; 


length on load waterline, 306 feet;

MARTELL VS. WHITE. 


Test Case Against Quincy Granite 
Manufacturers’ Association. 


The action of Fred Martell against 
James N. White et al, to recover dam- 
ages for alleged conspiracy to injure 
him in his business of quarrying and 
selling granite at Quincy, was argued in 
the supreme court before Judges Knowl- 
ton, Morton, Lathrop, Barker and Ham- 
mond, Tuesday, on the plaintiff’s ex- 
ceptions, a verdict having been ordered 
for defendants by the superior court, 
and is reported by the Herald as follows: 

The defendants are members of the 
Granite Manufacurers Association, @ 
voluatary association, formed for mu- 
tual protection, and the plaintiff, who 
ceased business in January, 1899, claimed 
that 22 of his customers, members of 
the association, were notified by the 
executive committee shortly before that 
that they were violating the regulations 
by dealing with outsiders and were 
asked to contribute to the funds of the 
association under art. 10, sec. 3, of its 
by-laws. 

This section provides that ‘‘for the 
purpose of defraying in part the ex- 
penses of the maintenance of this or- 
ganization any member hereof having 
business transactions with any party or 
concern in Quincy or its vicinity not 
members hereof and inany way relating 
to the cutting, quarrying, buying or 
selling of granite,* * * shall for each 
of said * * * transactions contribute at 
least $1 and not more than $500,’’ the 
amount to be fixed by tbe association. 

There was evidence to show that by 
this action members who bad been 
plaintiff's customers refused to deal 
with him, he was unable to get any 
orders and so gave up business. There 
was no evidence, however, of threats or 
intimidation. 

The plaintiff claims that the action 
of the society upon its members 
amounted to an unlawful conspiracy to 
injure him in his basiness, that the 
case should have been submitted to the 
jury upon the ground that on the evi- 
dence they could have found that the 
purpose of the association in this case 
was an illegal one or that the means 
used were illegal as amounting to 
coercion. Decision was reserved. E. 
R. Anderson for plaintiff, J..E. Cotter 
and J. W. McAnarney for defendants.

At Monthly Meeting of the 
Wollaston Unitarian Club.

Address by Frank K. 
Foster,

Questions Asked by Members and 
Answered by Guest. 


Between 40 and 50 members of the 
Wollaston Unitarian club braved the 
zero weather of Tuesday and partook of 
a roast lamb supper, and listened with 
pleasure toa clear statement of the 
cause of Trade Unions by Mr. Frank 
K. Foster. 

Walter M. Hatch, president presided, 
and introduced the speaker with a story 
as usual, 

Mr. Foster said he had been identified 
with the labor movement for 30 years, 
and for 28 years had been a member of 
the international typographical union, 
and for about half this time had been 
an employe of labur. He had en- 
deavored to study the question from 
both sides. 

He said there were over five million 
of English speaking people, who depend 
on the labor they have for sale, con- 
nected with Trade Unions. About two 
million more were federated with labor. 
German trade unions were socialistic, 
but in Ameriva we have the ballot and 
Socialism was unnecessary. 

The development of Trade Unions 
had been along with civilization. 
Whether right or wrong they ought to 
command the attention of those inter- 
ested in the great problems of the day. 

Mr. Foster asserted emphatically that 
Trade Unions were pot the creation of 
irresponsible agitators. But of evolu- 
tionary growth, seeking the best ways 
aod means to benefit labor. 

Some say it is unnecessary for labor 
to combine, but under the ‘let alone 
system’’ children of five and six years 
have been in employed in 
factories in twelve hour shifts; women 
have been employed in mines and 
brutally treated. Under Trade Unions 
there had been progress. The New 
Eogland idea of individual effort had 
been found not to stand the test. 
Trade Unions were composed of skilled 
mechanics; not idlers and law breakers. 
All have recently seen the power of 
union in pools, trusts and mergers. 

The Trade Unions want equality of 
bargaining power for the labor they 
have for sale. Large concerns know 
but few of the men in their employ in- 
dividually. A man who works has 
something to sell. Labor asks the same 
courtesy as a seller of any commodity. 
It is dangerons even in this age for 
some laborers to ask employers to talk 
over the wage question, or for laborers 
to go on a labor committee. 

Unions are making a fight for recog- 
nition. Collective bargaining had been 
productive of good to employer and 
labor. Thinking wage earners desire 
to be fair;"to meet the other side half 
way. Unions have made mistakes, but 
no more than the otber side. 

Trade Unions have suffered from 
prejudice, and things charged to them 
for which they were not responsible. 
The many good tbings of the unions 
were but little known. 

He stated fearlessly that Trade Unions 
were a fighting organization—for tbat 
which would not be given anless the 
union existed, 

The United States maintains a large 
army and navy to maintain peace. The 
Trade Unions are for peace. : 

Mr. Foster paid bis compliments to 
President Eliot, and said Trade Unions 
were not organized for strikes. That 
strikers had decreased since organiza- 
tion. 

Trade Unions were vot socialistic and 
not composed of avarchists. If people 
realized the danger of the country 
from anarchists and magnates they 
wonld bave more sympathy for honest 
labor. 

Questions were asked by Rev. F. W. 
Pratt, Senator E. H. Sprague and E. F. 
DeNormandie, and clearly answered by 
Mr. Foster.

TESTIMONY AS TO TRUNK 


Excluded In the Blondin Trial Upon 
Contention of the Defense 
Boston, Dec. 10.—Both the forenoon 
and afternoon sessions of the Blondin 
murder trial yesterday developed un- 
expected features. The first was when 


Attorney Janes F. Owens, who con- 
ducted the case of the defense in the 
absence of John H. Morrison, who is i, 
succeeded in checking the introduction 
of evidence regarding a trunk which 
had been taken from the North Union 
station in this city to Lexington hy way 
of the Boston and Maine railroad. Mr. 
Owens objected to the station agent at 
Lexington telling the jury his efforts to 
locate the person to whom the trunk was 
delivered, and he was sustained by the 
court. This interruption interfered 
with the presentation of their case ty 
the prosecution in the order intended 
and a recess was taken to await the 
arrival of another witness. 

In the afternoon the prosecution 
sprang a surprise by putting on the 
stand Louis Schultz, who testified that 
he was awakened by his dog in the mid- 
dle of the night of April 30, when he 
resided on the Russell farm in Chelms- 
ford, and went out and found a team 
standing near the entrance to the pas- 
ture where Mrs. Blondin’s body later 
was found. The driver of the team ex- 
plained that he was confused in the 
darkness and had lost his way. He 
then turned and drove down the wood 
roud. Schultz was unable to positively 
identify Blondin as the driver. 

The expert medical testimony intro- 
duced early in the case was supple- 
mented by Dr. Harris, medical ex- 
amiuer of “ iffolk county, who gave as 
his opinion that the woman wloee body 
was found in the pasture came to her 
death by asphyxia—which he said might 
have been caused by strangulation or 
throttling—and that the head was re- 
moved from the body more than 24 
hours after death. 


Duke of Abruzzi to Visit Us 

Rome, Dec. 10.—The Duke of Abruzzi 
has been chosen to represent Italy at 
the St. Louis exposition. 

Prince Luigi Amadeo of Savoy-Aostn, 
Duke of Abruzzi, is a nephew of the 
late King of Italy. He is known as 
an Arctic explorer and penetrated in 
1900 to a point farther north than the 
most northerly point reached by Dr. 
Nansen. 


Davitt and Blake at White House 

Washington, Dec. 10.—Michael 
Davitt and Edvard Blake, members of 
the Brtish parliament, who are mak- 
ing a tour of this country, paid their 
respects to the president yesterday. 
They expressed themselves as delighted 
with thelr call. 


Woman Frozen to Death 

Providence, Dec. 10.—Julia Thorn- 
ton, 70 years old, was found frozen to 
death in her room inp a tenement house 
last night. The reom showed every 
sign of destitution, a mattress on the 
floor and a rocking chair being the only 
article of furniture. The aged woman 
was fully dressed, having on even her 
bonnet and shawl, indicating an effort 
to keep warm. 


Crew Fared Badly 

Portsmouth, N. H., Dec. 10.—Schoon 
er George 5. Gordon was towed into 
this port yesterday in a badly crippled 
condition by a tug. Nearly every 
member of the crew was badly frost- 
bitten and had to be treated at a hos- 
pital, and the schooner's sails were bad- 
ly torn and iced up. 


Suspected of Killing Children 

Philadelphia, Dee. 10—John Will- 
jams and his wife, charged with haying 
poisoned two of their children in or- 
der to collect the insurance on their 
lives, were yesterday committed to jail 
to await the action of the grand jury. 
The attending physicians reported that 
the children died from symptoms of 
arsenical poisoning. 


Mayor Suspended From Office 

Havana, Dec. 10.—Emilio Nunez, 
civil governor of Havana, has sus- 
pended the mayor of Havana, Senor 
O’Farrill, pending investigation by the 
court of a charge of usurpation of 
power. This change isan outgrowth: f 
the recent strike in which the mayor 
figured prominently. 


Wright's Recommendation 

Washiagton, Dec. 8.—Vice Governor 
Wright of the Philippines, before the 
house committee on ways and menns 
yesterday, advocated a reduction of 
tariff rates on Philippine goods coming 
into the United States to 25 percent of 
the Dingley schedule, instead of 75 per- 
cent, as under the present law.

Daniel O'Connell was once address- 
ing an enormous meeting in Kings- 
town, and the crowd was so large that 
fear was felt for the safety of the 
building.

Warning the man 
to keep quiet, the liberator said, “I find 
this room too small to contain the num- 
ber who desire to come in, so we must 
therefore leave it and hold the meeting 
outside.” A few rose to leave, but the 
hall was still packed, and then O’Con- 
nell said: “Then I will tell you the 
truth. You are Irishmen and therefore 
brave men. The floor is giving way, 
and we must leave this room at once. 
If there is a panic and a rush to the 
door, we shall all be precipitated Into 
the room below, but if you obey my 
orders we shall be safe. Let the dozen 
men nearest the door go quietly out, 
then the next dozen, and so on until all 
have gone. I shall be the last to leave.” 
The Irishmen followed the advice, the 
hall was quickly cleared. and as O’Con- 
nell walked across the floor the broken 
beams gave way.—Oxford Chronicle.

Ebony, the Wood of Kings.

SAD TALES OF MISERY 


Told by People Dependent Up- 
on Mines For Support 


PATHETIC AND SURPRISING 


Ove Widow and Her Two Boys Strug.: 
gled Thirteen Weary Years to Pay 
Back Rent and Coal Bill—Boy Slate 
Picker Clubbed and Kicked 


Scranton, Pa., Dec. 10.—Tales of evic- 
tiens from bLouses owned by G. B. 
Markle & Co., the narration of the death 
of a wife as a result of an enforced re- 
moval from her home, and the story of 
a mother whose husband was killed in 
the Markle mines, of how she and her 
two boys struggled years to pay the 
Markles the back rent and coal bill she 
owed them, were the principal features 
of yesterday's sessions of the coal 
strike commission. ‘The testimony was 
at times pathetic and surprising to the 
commissioners. 

The miners yesterday afternoon con- 
cluded the calling of witnesses against 
the Markle company. In the absence 
of the attorneys for the Markle com- 
pany, who are reported to be un- 
avoidably absent, only a perfunctory 
cross-examination has been carried on 
by J. H. Torrey, who is representing 
another company. 

Surprise is expressed that the com- 
pany has not yet made greater efforts 
to refute some of the seemingly damag- 
ing testimony. Attorneys for the large 
coal companies have nothing to say re- 
garding this testimony. One of those 
representing the miners said: ‘The in- 
dependent operators, in their meeting 
with the big companies in New York 
two weeks ago, when they succeeded 
in blocking the proposed settlement, 
said the whole matter should go _be- 
fore the commission so that the coun- 
try would know who is right, and thus 
vindicate the coal companies. We are 
willing to go ahead if they are satis- 
fied with the ‘vindication’ they are 
getting.” 

After closing the Markle case, repre- 
sentatives of the miners called wit- 
nesses formerly employed in the mines 
of several companies to show that a 
blacklist exists and that some of the 
companies had broken the agreement 
which ended the strike and resulted in 
the appointment of the arbitration 
committee. 

National board Member Gallagher re- 
sumed the stund in the afternoon and 
expldined the powder question as best 
he could, concluding this part of his 
testimony by saying the miners em- 
ployed by the Markle company do not 
get the 10 percent increase because of 
the peculiar way the company has of 
figuring the increase in wages agreed 
upon at the end of the 1900 strike. 

An 18-year-old slate picker employed 
by the Markle company said that be- 
fore the strike he received 85 cents, 
now he received only 75 cents a day. 
The company never notified him of the 
reduction. He said the breaker boss, 
who stands over the pickers, often 
clubbed him, kicked him and swore at 
him. 

Mrs. Kate Burns told how sheand her 
two boys worked 13 yenrs to pay off 
an accumulated house rent and coal 
bill due to the Markle company. The 
husband was killed under ground, leav- 
ing her with four children, the oldest 
of which was a boy of 8 years. 

The company never offered her a 
penny, but the employes gave her about 
$180 to defray funeral expenses. After 
her husband had been killed, she moved 
from her four-room house into one con- 
taining only two, one above the other, 
and for the next six years struggled 
along and took in washing, and once 
in a while was given work cleaning the 
offices of the Markle company. She 
kept her children at school until the 
eldest was 14 years old, and then arent 
him to the mines. At the end of the 
first month the lad brought home his 
wage statement, showing that the 
mother owed $396 back rent. All the 
boy’s wages had been taken off the bill. 
In course of time her next boy was 
sent to the colliery, and all his earnings 
were deducted for rent. When the wit- 
ness added that the money earned for 
cleaning the Markle office was also kept 
for rent the commissioners looked at 
each other in surprise. She said it 
took the three of them 13 years to make 
up the debt. 

This concluded the mine workers’ 
case against Markle & Co., except that 
Mr. Darrow had placed upon the 
records John Markle’s statement to 
President Roosevelt at the time of the 
conference in the temporary White 
House. 

Attorneys for the miners consumed 
the remainder of the session by pre- 
seuting witnesses who had been em- 
ployed by either the Delaware and Hud- 
son company, the Temple Coal and Iron 
company or the Erie company, whe 
testified that after the strike they were 
unable to get back their old employ- 
ment. On cross-examination it was 
shown they had not been re-employed 
because they had refused to do other 
work. 


Anti-Saloonists Out of Debt 

Washington, Dec. 10—The seventh 
annual meeting of the American Anti- 
Saloon league opened here yesterday. 
‘The day's sessions were devoted to re- 
ports of officers from the various states. 
There were 124 societies throughout 
the country represented by 400 dele- 
gates. The treasurer reported that 


the debt of the organization had beca 
wiped out. 


WHITE SQUADRON. WINS 


Sumner Enters Mayaques Harbor and 
Mines it Without Resistance 


Mayaguez, P. R., Dec. 10.—4& notable 
victory was achieved yesterday by Ad- 
miral Sumner, in command of the white 
squadron, with the Iowa, Illinois, Al- 


bany and the Chicago. He captured 
Mayaguez without resistance and im- 
mediately mined the harbor. The 
Nashville and the Eagle subsequently 
entered the channel and later the At- 
lanta and the San Francisco, thus com- 
pleting Admiral Sumner’s squadron. 

Admiral Sumner’s victory was due te 
the careful execution of his plans. At 
Trinidad he directed the white squad- 
ron to proceed to a point within a circle 
with a radius of 720 miles, ‘The white 
squadron waa reported to Admiral Liix- 
ginson, commanding the blue, or op- 
posing squadron, at 6 o'clock on the 
afternoon of Dec.5. Admiral Sumner s 
objective was Mayaguez, Guayanilla, 
Ponce, Ensenada or Culebra. 

Under the rules the white squadron 
would win if it entered the port selected 
and worked for one hour laying mines 
before the arrival of a blue squadron *0 
percent superior, or if it entered its har- 
bor and completed the work of mining 
before the arrival of a blue squadron 
double its strength. The white squad: 
ron would lose if it was intercepted by 
a superior force at sea, or within ore 
hour after having anchored in the port 
selected. 


Objection to Literary Test 

Washington, Dec. 10.—Ex-Congress- 
man Barrows of Boston was heard by 
the committee on immigration yester- 
day. He said many desirable isnmi- 
grants would be kept out of the country 
by the educational test in the pending 
bill. W. W. Dudley, who appeared in 
behalf of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railroad, said it must be re- 
membered that the country wants 
brawn and muscle as well as brains, 
and that in the past it has been found 
necessary to secure these from the ola 
country. In the northwest the demand 
for labor, he said, is greater than the 
supply. He thought that under the 
terms of the bill it would be impossible 
to import common labor. Ex-Con- 
gressman Payson spoke similarly for 
the Southern Pacific Railroad company. 


In Honor of Justice Hawvlan 

Washington, Dec. 10.—The dinner by 
the bar of the supreme court of the 
United States last night to Justice 
Harlan, in recognition of the comple- 
tion of 25 years of service on the bench 
of the’ supreme court, was a brilliant 
function. In the absence of Attorney 
General Knox, Wayne MacVexgh pre- 
sided. Grace was said by Rey. Richard 
D. Harlan of Lake Forest, Ills., eldest 
son of the justice. His two other sons, 
James K. S. Harlan, chief justice of 
Porto Rico and John M. Harlan of Chi- 
cago, also were present, while Mrs. and 
Miss Harlan and a host of friends were 
interested spectators in the gallery. 
President Roosevelt and Senator Hoar 
were the only speakers. 


One Juror Refused to Sign 

Truro, N. 8., Dec. 10.—The coroner's 
jury inquiry into the cause of the rail- 
way accident at Belmont on Saturday 
in which seven people were killed and 
a score injured concluding its sitting 
yesterday. It was found that the acci- 
dent was caused “by pilot of engine 289 
becoming loosened and coming in con- 
tact with the railway ties; and they 
find that the round house in Truro at 
present is not in condition to bave en- 
gines properly attended to.” Juror 
Hallett would not sign the verdict un- 
til the words “and no blame is attached 
to anybody’ wereadded. The 11 other 
jurors did not agree to this and there 
the matter stands. 


Pirates Made Good Haul 

Victoria, B. C., Dec. 10.—Steamer 
Shawmut, from Manila, brings news of 
piracy in the Philippines, the des- 
peradoes being led by an Avnerican. 
The brig Marcia, while becalmed off 
Cavite bay, was attacked by six wen 
who came alongside in a sloop and over- 
powered the Chinese crew, binding all 
hands with ropes. Five Chinese pas- 
sengers were compelled to give over 
their money, about $17,000. No clew 
was found to the robbers.

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Arrests British and German 
Subjects In Caracas 


NOW UP TO UNITED STATES 


As Our Minister to Venezuela Was 
Instructed to Take Charge of Their 
Inuterests— Already Complicate Sit- 
uation Will Bo Made More So 


Caracas, Dee. 10.—All German and 
British subjects in Caracas were = ar- 
rested yesterday. 

Washington, Dec. 10.—The arrests of 


the Gernan and Pritish subjects in 
Jaracas yesterday are believed here to 
be in the nature of a retaliation on the 
part of President Castro for the ulti- 
matum which has been sent to Vene- 


suela for a settlement of the long-stand- 
ing claims of Germany and England 
against ler. 

Incidentally, such action by Vene- 
zuela will, it is believed, involve this 
government, as the German and Brit- 
ish representatives in Venezuela before 
leaving Cara’as requested United 
States Ministe, Bowen to take charge 
of the interests of their countries in 
Venezuela. 

It was said at the state department 
yesterday that this request would Le 
granted and the probability is that Mr. 
Bowen already has taken steps toward 
that end. 

Considerable surprise is expressed 
here over the arrests, as the result will 
be to add to all the serious complica- 
tions already existing. 

Owing to the late hour at which the 
Caracas bulletin was received it was 
impossible to ascertain whether any in- 
formation had been received by the 
state department from Mr. Bowen re- 
garding the arrests. Senor Pulido, the 
Venezuelan charge d'affaires, was also 
inaccessible. 


There are comparatively few white 
British subjects in Caracas, probably 
less than 50. The Caracas-La Guaira 
railroad is a British concern and its gen- 
eral managers and other high officials 
are Englishmen. There are some 
English engineers on the line. A 
census of 1894 gives 6154 British sub- 
jects in Venezuela. This number in- 
cludes a great many negro islanders, 
as well as the British population in the 
territory awarded to Great Britain. 

The Germans in Caracas are much 
Inore numerous. ‘They are found atthe 
head of important commercial houses 
and banking institutions. The rail- 
road from Caracas to Valencia is a Ger- 
man concern. It is probably officered 
by Germans, and Germans are em- 
ployed by the railroad company in 
minor capacities. There are also a 
number of German merchants and Ger- 
man clerks at La Guaira, and German 
subjects are found in almost every im- 
portant town of the republic. The 
census of 1894 places the number of 
Germans in Venezuela at 962. 


Venezuelan Warships Seized 

London, Dec. 10.—A dispatch fro. 
Caracas, dated Dec. 9, says: “The 
combined British and German fleet to- 
day seized the Venezuelan fleet, com- 
posed of four warships, in the harborof 
La Guaira. It is reported also that an 
ultimatum will be delivered tomorrow 
(Wednesday) asking for an answer and 
a compliance with the demand of the 
British and German ministers.” 


Present From Portugal’s King 

Washington, Dec. 10.—United States 
Minister Francis Loomis, who has ar- 
rived in Washington on his.way cast 
to his post at Lisbon, brought with him 
a present from the King of Portugal to 
the congressional library, consisting of 
“Bulletins of Observations Made on the 
Royal Yachts.” Thisisa magnificently 
itlustrated work enibodying the results 
of studies made by the king personally 
in a long term of years into the cur- 
rents and tides of the ocean and the 
inhabitants thereof. The book is 
priated privately and may not be had 
except as a personal gift. 


Wants $1,000,000 to Fight Disease 

Washington, Dec.10.—Secretary Wil- 
son made the appeal in a letter sent to 
congress yesterday through the secre- 
tary of the treasury, asking for an 
emergency appropriation of $1,000,000 
or so much thereof as may be necessary, 
to meet the requirements in fighting the 
foot and mouth disease in New Eng- 
land. 


Vick’s Case Before Cabinet 

Washington, Dec. 10.—The question 
of the reappointment of Samuel H. 
Vick, colored, as postmaster at Wilson, 
N. C., which has developed into an 
issue in North Carolina, which equally 
involves people of all shades of political 
opinion, was discussed by the cabinet 
yesterday. No decision was reached.

Drift of Opinion. 


t@The blizzard found the people of 
the northeastern States short of fuel 
and desperately embattled against the 
elements. Moderate as it was com- 
pared with what it might have been, 
it yet impeded mining in the coal 
regions, delayed transportation of coual 
to market and increased greatly the con- 
sumption of coal. If it had been more 
severe the consequences would have 
been most serious. As itis the situa- 
tion is not agreeable to contemplate. 
New York city has less than a week’s 
supply of hard coal on hand, this city 
has practically no supply at all, and the 
capital of the nation is having mass 
meeting to consider the energency. 
This is typical of the state of things 
throughout the northeastern States. 
Only the extraordinary moderation of 
the weather during the past two 
months has saved the people from an 
appalling calamity: and even now,. in 
the best view of the outlook, the pur- 
ebasing ability of the people in other 
directions must be materially affected 
by the unusual prices they are to be 
compelled to pay for fuel evidently 
throughout the winter. 

Consider, in this light, the attitude 
of the coal operators which was main- 
tained in relation to the strike until 
the President of the United States 
forced them to abandon it. But for 
that intervention, they might have been 
standing out to this day. They had no 
notion before then of conceding a single 
point in order to bring about a resump- 
tion of work. They pretended to be- 
lieve that they could mest the winter’s 
demand for coal if the mines were not 
started up until December. They spread 
the impression a month ago, or just be- 
fore the elections, that supply was im- 
mediately to be sufficient and prices 
nearly normal. But this has all proved 
to be false, and they doubtless knew 
better nevertheless they have been truly 
determined to carry on the contest with 
the miners for another month or two at

SELLING PRICE OF COAL 


Operator Estimated It to Be 
About $2.50 a Ton 


Ten Percent Increase Turned Out 


to Be a Reduction In Reality 


Scranton, Pa., Dec. 12.—The reprt- 
sentatives of the miners, during yes- 
terday’s proceedings before the anthra- 
cite coal strike commission, called one 
of the independent operators to tell the 
exact price he received for his coal. 
The mine owner refused, giving instead, 
after much questioning, an average of 
the price he received. 

The operator was J. L. Crawford, 
president of the People’s Coal coinpany, 
which operates the Oxford colliery, in 
Scranton. The request for him to take 
the stand came as a surprise.. ‘The Ox- 
ford colliery, during the strike, man- 
aged to get enough men to operate the 
plant, and for one month, according to 
Crawford, his company received $20 a 
ton for coal. Objection was raised to 
the miners’ lawyers trying to get him 
to tell what he received from the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western com- 
pany for its product, but the examina- 
tion was permitted to proceed for what 
it was worth, the comission stating 
that the exceptional high price of coal 
during the strike was not pertinent to 
the present inguiry. 

Mr. Darrow continued the examina- 
tion: 

“How many tons do you produce a 
day?” 

“Nine hundred tv 1000 tons.” 

“And you don’t kuow how much you 
get for it?’ 

“I can give an estimate.” 

“Well, what is it?’ 

“About $2.50 a ton.” 

As soon as the afternoon session be- 
gan, Mr. Darrow requested Mr. Craw- 
ford, who was on the stand in the fore- 
noon, to produce the last bi!) of sale 
in his posséssion. Mr. Crawford did 
not think it necessary, to which Mr. 
Darrow replied, ‘‘Well, I have made the 
request; you can ignore it if you choose.” 

Two witnesses, employed by the 
Lackawanna company, testified that he- 
fore the strike of 1900 the mev when 
they worked received 94 cents a carand 
that the strike was ended by the com- 
pany agreeing to give the wen an in- 
crease in wages of 10 percent, 24¢ in 
cash and the other 7% percent to be 
considered in the reduction in the price 
of powder. Instead of receiving the in- 
crease they now get 3 cents a car less, 
or 91 cents. 

In cross-examination the company 
produced figures which showed that one 
of the witnesses earned an average of 
$4.23 a day for 17 days worked in No- 
vember. The witness claimed he 
worked 25 days during the month. 

Patrick O'Boyle, a miner, gave the 
history of the tncrease in the size of 
the miners’ tou from 2240 pounds to 
8136. He said 25 years ago sizes under 
pea coal were not used, and therefore 
it was dumped on the refuse pile and 
the ton raised to 8136, in order that the 
companies could get out 2240 pounds of 
marketable coal. At present the com- 
panies are using coal three or four sizes 
under pea, and the men are not being 
paid for it.

Professor Schurman 


POINTS OU’ DEFICIENCIES 


And Declares That They Cannot Be 
Atoned by Over-Educational Work 


—Deprecates the “Folly of Project | 
of Americanizing” the Natives | 


New York, Dec. 12.—Brigadier Gen- | 
eral Greely and President Schurman of 
Cornell university were the principal 
speakers at a meeting of the 
teenth Century club last night.

“The United States in.the Philippines.” 
President Schurman said In part: | 

“The Philippine question will not | 
stay down. Just as soon as it seems 
to grow quiescent some one stirs It up 
or great events compel us to look at it 
again. 
low the course of Philippine atfairs that 
the Filipinos are the victims of famine, 
pestilence, wholesale loss of farm ani- 
mals by disease, depression of dgrli- 
culture, decline of trade, and disastrous 
derangement of the currency. The in- 
sular government is purchasing rice on 
the Asiatie continent to furnish the 
Filipinos with the means of subsistence 
and losses are expected on the trans- 
action—which of course the Filip!ne 
will bave to make good by taxation. 
The currency and the trade of the Fill- 
pinos is under the control of congress, 
but congress last winter refused to 
do much for either. ‘The failure of con- 
gress to estublish the gold standard 
has cost the Philippine government over 
$1,000,000 in the meanwhile in conse- 
quence of declines in the value of silver. 
And this loss must be borne by the Fill- 
pino taxpayers. 

“Have not the Filipinos the right toa 
stable currency? Would it not be 
politic, as well as wise and generous, to 
open our doors to their trade so that 
they might feel this foreign sovereignty 
at least profitable in a pecuniary way? 

“President Roosevelt, too, has com- 
peiled us to think again of the Philip- 
pine problem. He recently stated that 
the flag could no more come down in 
the Philippines than it could in Alaska. 
Now where the American flag goes it 
symbolizes the sovereignty of the peo- 
ple over whom it waves, the Republican 
government. Hence if the flag is to 
stay in the Philippines, Luzon and the 
Visayas, by the logic of American po- 


| litical philosophy, must become states 


in the union as New Mexico and O&kla- 
bhoma and Alaska are bound to be. If 
this result is not desired, the Filipinos 
must either be retained in forcible sub- 
jection or given their independence, as 
the United States has given independ- ( 
ence to Cuba and England has givena 
not less real independence to Canada 
and Australia. 

“There will, if Iam not mistaken, 
soon be another stimulus to talk on Phil 
ippine affairs. Hitherto it hud 
assumed that over-educationa! work in 
the archipelago atoned for all other de 
ficiencies. I said a year ago Ip Boston, 
in a public address on Philippine affairs, 
and I repeat it now, with still more em 
phasis, that this educational work is 
vitiated by a fundamental mistake. 
Give all the educational work in an 
Amcrican town into the charge of one 
Spaniard; have all instruction given In 
Spanish, and how much would the chil- 
dren learn? Well, substitute an active 
American teacher for that hypothetical 
Spaniard, and that is what wevre doing 
in the Philippines. 

“The Filipinos do not need a com- 
mon language for purposes of instruc- 
tion. Employ native teachers and a 
few Americans who learn the leading 
dialects, and let the other American 
teachers come home. All history shows 
that it is impossible to change the lan- 
guage of any people. 

“From the beginning nature and his- 
tory, but now experience, too, 
against the folly of this project of 
Americanizing or Angliciziug the Fill- 
pinos. Recognize the men of Luzon 
and the Visayans as fellow-Christians 
witb rights equal to your own; consult 
their ideas and sentiments, and do what 
they want; and above all, bear in mind 
that no nation can raise another up- 
ward, but at most provide favorable 
conditions for it to stand upon its own 
feet and make itsown way. Do this, I 
say, and you have the clue, and the 
only clue, to the solution of this diffi- 
cult and oppressive Philippine ques- 
tion.”

Residents along Washington street, 
Quincy Point, have witnessed a scene 
such as never was seen before and 
probably never will be again. It was 
all due to the desire of citizens to ob- 
tain coal and wood allat once. When 
the cold snap came it caught many 
without fuel, and the result was that 
everybody wanted some. 

Neither of the two coal firms had 
teams enough to meet the demand, and 
everything that had wheels or runners 
was pressed into service. From morn- 
ing until night there has been a con- 
stant stream of vehicles of all kinds go- 
ing and coming. Then there were 
scores dragging hand sleds to which a 
box had been fastened and even others 
with baskets and bags over their shoul- 
ders going for that mineral which at 
the present time is almost as precious 
as gold. 

At the wharves the scene was an ani- 
mated one. There wasa long line of 
waiting teams and individuals shivering 
in the cold waiting theirtuin, The 
employes at the wharf worked as 
rapidly as possible and as the waiting 
throng saw the comparatively small bin 
of coal diminish it became a question 
whether their wants would be supplied. 

At first people who went down with 
their own teams were given a load. 
Then came word that the supply was 
not large enough to fill what orders had 
been received and many were turned 
away disappointed or were obliged to 
load with soft coal. 

Wednesday the city teams joined the 
procession serving to swell the crowd. 
These teams only delivered wood and 
bags of coal. 

Wednesday night there came word 
that the hard coal supply was gone and 
no more orders for that could be filled. 
This, however, did not diminish the 
size of the procession much, for the 
teams took loads of soft coal and wood. 

A new supply of bard coal is due to 
arrive any day and then will come a 
repetition of the scenes of Monday and 
Tuesday.

ON WASTE OF COAL. 


Ton a Month Enough for Fur- 
naces in Houses. 


‘*How many men or women know the 
amount of coal really sufficient to keep 
a good fire in grate, furnace or stove?’’ 
asked an experienced housewife. ‘‘Not 
one in a hundred,’’ says the New York 
Tribune which comments as follows: 
‘* Yet this question of supplies ougbt to 
be one of the first things learned in do- 
mestic management. Half a ton of nut 
coal is ample to keep fire night and day 
ina No. § kitchen range for a monthin 
winter. From three-eighths to one quar- 
ter of a ton is all that should be used 
in a fall or spring month, and this does 
not mean poor, stunted fires, It is 
enough for all cookery and genial 
warmth, and to use more means igno- 
rant waste. 

‘A cylinder stove heating a room 
sixteen feet square and ten feet in 
height will call for the same amount of 
larger coal. Whena strong fire is needed 
in cold weather, a mixture of egg and 
nut coal is good in a range or close par- 
lor stove, using the finer coal to start 
the morning fire avd egg coal for the 
charge to last half a day. 

‘4 small furnace, keéping the ordi- 
bary ten-room honse comfortable night 
and day in all weather, can be run with 
an average of one ton of hard coal a 
month the season through, which means 
less than a ton for the milder months, 
and something more in bitter midwinter. 
Half a cord of split kindling in six inch 
lengths will be suflicient for six months 
of cold weather with good usage, 

‘*This looks impossible to the easy- 
going housekeeper, whose cook throws 
a huge scuttleful of coal on the range 
three times a day, and whose furnace- 
manu has a commission from the coal 
dealer, or whose head of the family 
know any more about such

**In cold weather a clear fire is econ- 
omy. ‘The ashes are to be thoroughly 
cleared by shaker and pokerfrom range 
and furnace the first thing, unless a 
strong draught of a windy night has 
burned the fire almost out, when the 
grate must be carefully shaken, leaving 
a bed of ashes to hold the live coals, 
which are to be kindled up with half a 
dozen pieces of kindling wood, two 
inches thick, and a small shovel of fine 
coal, with open draughts. As soon as 
the coal is red and burning well, in five 
or ten minutes a shovel of egg coal is 
added. 

If ina hurry to heat the house up 
make the furnace fire up with egg coal, 
and when well lighted close the back 
draughts. When all the layer of coal is 
alight close all dampers and draughts, 
so that the heat will stay in the house 
instead of going out doors. In care- 
lessly tended three-fourths the 
heat from the fuel goes up the chimney. 
This is speaking of hot-air furnaces of 
the good old kind, which some know- 
ing people still stoutly aver are the 
only method for heating private honses. 

Careful firing insists on having al! 
the asbes sifted twice over, the first 
time with the common coarse screen of 
half-inch leaves the 
cinders ready for use, after picking out 
the slag. The time the ashes 
are run through a screen of quarter- 
inch mesh, which takes out a lot of 
cinder scales the size of ‘buckwheat 
coal, useful for keeping fires at night 
or when strong heat is not needed. 

‘*All glassy, stony pieces are to be 
picked from the cinders with gloved 
hands or claw tongs. Then dampen 
the cinders either with a spray from 
a fine watering pot or by sprinkling 
with a whiskbroom dipped ina basin 
of water. Dampen but do not wet the 
cinders, coarse and fine. 

**When the breakfast fire is not need- 
ed and the house is warm, put on range 
or furnace a charge of fresh coal 
three or four inches deep, open 
draughts five minutes to let the smoke 
pass off and the coal to catch fire; then 
cover with an even layer of cinders, and

Up to a late hour last night the for- 
eign office was still without further 
news regarding the situation in Vene- 
zuela. While there is no confirmation 


of the rumors of fighting in La Guaira, |

by President Castro’s continued defi- 
ance. 

This feeling will hardly be lessened 
by a report that a British vessel has 
been seized at Puerto Cabello and it is 
shown in the eager demands upon the 
government to present in parliament 
documents explaining the grounds for 
its action, so that the country shall be 
no longer in doubt as to what provoca- 
tion the government has received. 
Questions as to how it will be possible 
to enforce the payment of Great 
Britain’s demands upon Venezuela with- 
out costly military operations, and 
whether even the occupation of the 
capital of that country would achieve 
the desired result are being asked. 

While it is recognized that President 
Castro has nothing to lose and that the 
Venezuelans are incensed at the sink- 
ing of their ships, and may set aside 
their internal dissensions and make 


| stout resistance, hoping for some as- 


sistance from the United States or 
I’rance, much gratitude is expressed at 
Minister Bowen’s prompt intervention 
in bebalf of the British and German 
residents. Considerable alarm is ex- 
pressed at the possible fate of British 
subjects, not only in the coast towns 
but in the interior of Venezuela. 
Through all the editorial articles pub- 
lished this morning there runs a strong 
vein of hope more or less openly ex- 
pressed that the United States will in- 
terfere in some way to secure an adjust-

As Viewed at Washington 

Washington, Dec. 12.—It is an inter- 
esting fact that up to this point the state 
department has not undertaken to recog- 
nize the limitations that might be placed 
on American commerce in case of a 
Venezuelan blockade. The German 
government last year sought to secure 
an understanding on this point, but the 
state department simply recorded the 
views of that government without either 
accepting or rejecting them, so that our 
hands are tree, 

Acting under cabled instructions re- 
ceived yesterday from their home of- 
fices, German Ambassador Von Hol- 
leben and British Ambassador Herbert 
presented to the state department the 
thanks of their governments for the 
services of Minister Bowen in securing 
the release of the German and British 
subjects arrested by President Castro. 

Very little in the way of direct in- 
structions has been received by either 
the German or British ambassador 
from their governments on the Vexe- 
Zuelan situation in the last few da-s. 
They have been directed te assure the 
state department that neither Great 
Britain nor Germany intends to depart 
in any particular from the plan of joint 
action against Venezuela, which was 
drawn up in London and Berlin and sub- 
mitted to the state department some 
weeks ago. 

Mr. Pulido, Venezuela’s charge d’af- 
faires, has received no confirmation 
from his government of the sinking of 
the Venezuelan gunboats by the foreigu 
fleet of La Guaira and he says: 

“I confess I am unable to see what 
the foreign powers mean by sinking ny 
country’s little gunboats, which are 
scarcely more than yachts compared to 
the foreign men-of-war.

Another Steel Schooner. 


Following quite closely on the con- 
of the seven-masted 
schooner, it is announced that a steel 
six-masted schooner will be built at 
Quincy. ‘This, it is to be hoped, says 
the Herald, editorially,is the béginning 
of a practically new industry on this 
coast—the building of steel sailing ves- 
sels for the coasting trade.

Washington, Dec. 13.—Announcement 
of the application by Venezuela for our 
good offices in settling the troubies be 
tween herself and her European cred- 
itors is remarked as entirely a sign that 
she is bound to get the moral benetit of 
our appearance in the field of 
versy somewhere.

Our government, 
she hopes, will insist upon arbitration. 
That hope is ill-founded. The most we 
suall do will be to convey to the British 
and German governments, informally 
and confidentially, the news of Vene- 
zuela’s request and an intimation of our 
Willingness to intervene as the friends 
of all parties and see what we can do to- 
Ward settling the difficulty. If, then, 
the European powers should say that 
they would be glad of our assistat ce, 
the president would assume the 
sponsibility of arbitrating. 

A cablegram received at the State De-

In doing so Great 
Britain and Germany are simply fol- 
lowing the course taken during the war 
with China, when, notwithstanding the 
fact that the allied fleet buttered down 
Taku and captured and distributed a 
number of Chinese naval yessels. no 
declaration of war was forthcoming. 

Secretary Hay went immediztely to 
the cabinet meeting after the receipt of 
Minister Bowen's cablegram. When 
Secretary Hay returned from the cab- 
inet the embassies were placed in pos- 
session of the news from Venezuela, 
and it was immediately cabled to Per-

City Saturday. 


Steam Trains and the 
Electrics Stalled. 


Doubtful if We Have Another as 
Heavy This Winter. 


The storm of Saturday was the most 
severe of the winter and it is doubtful 
if we have another as bad. It began to 
snow Friday night and early risers Sat- 
urday morning found the air full of 


fine snow, and a cutting north-east 
wind. As the day advanced the storm 


seemed to increase in violence, although 
at one time it looked as though it 
might clear. It was, however, the lull 
that precedes a gale. 

By noon it was seen that the storm 
had doubtless set in for theday. Up to 
that time the street cars had been run- 
ving on all lines although late. The 
company’s big electric ploughs were 
doing their best to keep the tracks 
clear and the lines open. 

The wind however blew the snow 
back onto the tracks faster than it 
could be ploughed out, and during the 
afternoon all attempts to run cars on 
time was given up. Cars 
were run until nightfall at irregular 
intervals, Then it was given up and 
cars as fast as they came in were sent 
to the car barn. 

lt was at a bad time of the day, how- 
eyer, and those who came out on the 
early trains had to ‘‘frog it’’ home. 
One of the cars got bung up on New- 
port avenue and remained there until 
pulled out by one of the big ploughs. 

The ploughs were kept moving all 
night and Sunday morning most of the 
lines were open, although it was after 
10 o’clock before regular trips were 
put into operation, The cars ran a 
little late all day. This morning regu- 
lar schednle time was made on all lines. 

Patrons of the steam railroad had 
much difficulty 


schedule 


as 
in getting home as 
those who use electrics. Trains were 
run late all day, and in the evening 
many of the scheduled trains were 
omitted, 

Quincy people who are employed in 
Boston had difficulty in getting home. 
Those who started late in the afternoon 
managed to reach Quincy an hour or 
two behind time, but those who 
depended upon the late trains had to 
remain in town all night or take the 
electrics to Neponset and walk home. 


Quite a few tried the electrics, but 
the outward Sunday morning trains 
brought home others who wisely 
remained in town all night. 

The arrival and departure of mails 


was somewhat delayed by the irregular 
running of trains, but all arrived 
except the New York, although lute. 

The city plougks were out early 
Sunday merning and most of the side- 
walks were ploughed out before church 
time. Many church goers feared they 
would not be, however, and remained 
at home. Some services were omitted 
entirely. 

Asa rule the snow fell very level al- 
though there were places where it 
drifted some. Commissioner Knowlton 
had six-horse sleds out all day Sunday 
breaking out the roads, but it was ob- 
served that people in sleighs drove in 
that part of the street used by the street 
cars. 

The storm broke Sunday morning. 
The wind died down, and the day was 
a fine one. It was cold but exercise 
walking kept people warm. Sunday 
evening was beautiful.

Venezuela has all the essen- 
tials for a prolonged fight within her 
borders — coffee, cattle and cocoa for 
food, hides and flax for apparel and an 
indomitable fighting spirit when once 
aroused. Taking a few small vessels 
and seizing a custom house or two is 
like crunching a paper shell almond, 
but a harder nut, a regular Brazil nut, 
will have to be cracked to hold them. 

“Fort San Carlo, which commands 
the upper approaches to the town of 
Maracaibo and Lake Maracaibo, is not 
without a great deal of defensive power 
against the heaviest guns the European 
fleets can possibly present. The inhab- 
itants of Apure, the province between 
Caracas and Maracaibo, are known 
throughout South America as brilliant 
fighters. To them was due the winning 
of independence from Spanish rule in 
1814-20. It will be a tedious, harrowing 
matter for any power to establish a 
foothold or any permanent occupancy 
against the consent of the natives.” 

The cause of the conflict between 
Venezuela on one Side and Great Brit- 
ain and Germany on the other is of 
long standing, says a Washington spe- 
cial to the New York Times. It grows 
out of claims made by the govern- 
ments of Germany and Great Britain 
for losses sustained by their respective 
citizens by revolutions and disturb- 
ances. For a number of years past 
Venezuela has been in a condition of 
chronic revolution, and in the progress 
of these numerous revolutions the prop- 
erty of foreigners has been destroyed 
and appropriated at will by one or the 
other party to the warfare. This has 
proceeded until the damages have ag- 
gregated a considerable sum, but to all 
importunities the Venezuelan govern- 
ment has given little attention, and it 
has taken no steps toward bringing 
about a settlement. 

In the case of Great Britain the ag- 
gregate damages are not so great as 
those of Germany, the claims of the 
latter being about $2,000,000. 

The claims are divided into two 
classes. Those of the first class are 
divided into two divisions. The first 
division consists of claims for the de- 
struction and appropriation of proper- 
ty by the insurgents and the govern- 
ment forces. In this are included the 
destruction of plantations and build- 
ings, and the appropriation of mova- 
ble property. The insistence upon an 
adjustment of this class of claim has 
been more urgent than in regard to the 
others. The second division consists of 
claims for losses sustained and dam- 
age done to the legitimate commerce 
and trade of the Germans and British, 
resulting from embargoes and in many 
eases of absolute confiscation of mer- 
chandise in transit and in store. 

The second class embraces German 
claims alone. These are four payments 
overdue to a Berlin banking house for 
money loaned for the construction of a 
railroad from La Guayra to Caracas, 
the Venezuelan goyernment having 
guaranteed the payments. This class 
of claim, however, was not pressed and 
does not enter into the immediate cause 
of the present trouble. 

Germany and Great Britain have been 
striving earnestly for years to induce 
the government of Venezuela to negoti- 
ate for the settlement of the claims of 
the first class. President Castro, how- 
ever, has declined to enter into negoti- 
ations for the adjustment of the claims 
either directly with the two govern- 
ments concerned or by inte srnational ar- 
bitration and has insisted that they 
ghall be referred to a tribunal of his 
own creation, which, it seems, is a per-

Left His Facnily 3200,000, Earned fa 
Last Two Years of His Life. 
According to one of his friends, 
mer Speaker Thomas B. ite “ “d 
away $200,000 in the last two ye: 
his life, most of it, if not all, made in 
Wall street, says the New York Amer- 
ican. 

“Now I am at last happy. I can dle 
leaving my family well provided for. 
can soon have an income independent 
of my law work and can enjoy some 
leisure.” 

These words were spoken by Mr. 
Reed less than two weeks before his 
death to the same friend. These wards 
tell the true story of his retirement 
from political life. He had to provide 
for the future of his family and so 
he plunged into the mad whirl of Wall 
street with the zeal of a man half his 
years and with success attained by 
few. 

Few persons who saw the warrior of 
a dozen congresses ambling along side 
streets because he disliked the atten- 
tion his familiar form attracted in 
Broadway and Wall street suspected 
that he was as eager as a young trader 
to know each day what the stock tick- 
er was saying. 

“When Mr. Reed came to New 
York,” said his friend, “he stated that 
he was poor, but wanted to get rich, 
his scruples keeping him out of the 
stock market while he was in control 
of congress. He allied himself with 
the big corporations, and his fees in 
single cases were greater than the 
amount he received for a whole year 
in congress. 

His chief gains were in American 
Locomotive, having bought the stock 
at low figures when the general public 
Wuuld not touch it. He sold during the 
public flurry that caused the common 
stock to rise to $12 a share. He made 
most of bis money in new stocks. Mr. 
Reed never speculated in any sense of 
the word. He was a remarkably good 
judge of values and besides knew 
prominent persons who were in control 
of corporations and from whom he 
could get the facts. He therefore 
bought and sold with confidence. 

Among the powerful moneyed friends 
of Mr. Reed was H. H. Rogers, who 
has the reputation of knowing some- 
thing about how the Standard Oil party 
is working in the market, and Mr. 
Reed had full benefit of that knowl- 
edge.

If to prevent sucb barbarous prac- 
tices brings me under your conJewna 
tion, I am willing to bave tbe case sub- 
mitted to the judgment of tbe Amer- 
ican people. 

Are you sure, sir, that you “saved” 
the life of Midshipman Aiken? Are 
not blood clots frequently absorbed by 
the process of nature, and is it not a 
fact that In many such experiments 
death has resulted because of the op- 
eration? Your claim tbat you tocated 
the blood clot becuvse of experiments 
upon an animal way or mag vot be true, 
ns we have the bizghest possible an- 
thority for believing that such experi- 
ments are oftentimes misleading and 
absolutely without value. 

In support of the contention that eren 
if everything you claim {pn the Aiken 
case is true, students should be tanght 
the facts that you claim have been 
established precisely as they are taught 
the theory of the circulation of 
blood, aud not through 
torture of dumb animals.

The 
United States took the sensible view 
that Great Britain’s insistence that 
Venezuela should meet her engage- 
ments was no infraction of the Monroe 
doctrine. 

“No country has been more anxious 
than Great Britain,” said Lord Cran- 
borne, “to assist the American govern- 
ment in maintaining that doctrine.” 
This remark was greeted with cheers. 
Continuing, the under foreign secretary 
said the British government had dis- 
played great forbearance and that it 
was only after Venezuela had been 
thrice summoned to do right that the 
government bad been driven to strong 
measures to secure the safety, liberty 
and property of Briitsh subjects in 
Venezuela, and that in the execution of 


these measures the government de- 
sired to pursue the same course of 


moderation. Lord Cranborne said also 
that the blockade would be carried out 
with every regard for the interests of 
neutrals. 

Lord Cranborne denied that the Brit- 
ish commander was respousible for the 
sinking of the Venezuelan ships. The 
under secretary said that bis majesty's 
government had been informed that the 
German commodore found it necessary 
to sink two ships, but Great Britain 
was not responsible for this. 

The Liberal leader, Campbell-Ban- 
nerman, then voiced his strong dissatis- 
faction with Lord Cranborne’s speech. 
He complained of the lack of informa- 
tion about the German and _ British 
claims which, he said, seemed to be on 
a different footing. The speaker said 
he was an advocate of the best possible 
feeling between the two countries, but 
that in this matter Great Britain 
seemed to be bound hand and foot to 
Germany. 

“We can do nothing with regard to 
our claims,” continued the Liberal 
leader, “unless the Germans are perfect- 
ly satisfied with the settlement of their 
claims. Such an agreement is 
trary to the country’s interests. 
The noble lord has said nothing about

Monroe Doctrine “Sent Sky High” 

Rome, Dec. 16.—In the chamber of 
deputies yesterday, Foreign Minister 
Prinetti, replying to an interpellation, 
made a statement on the subject of 
Italy’s attitude towards Venezuela. 


He reviewed the causes leading up to 
the Anglo-Gerinan action and’ sald: 
“Italy on her side claims damages for 
her citizens who sustained losses dur- 
ing the insurrection which bas 
turbed the April.

Continuing, the foreign minister said 
that further considerable damage to 
Italians in Venezuela had been caused 
during the last revolution, but that the 
amount of these damages had not yet 
been ascertained. As soon as he was 
informed of the Anglo-German action 
he addressed London and Berlin, propos- 
ing to participate in the measure these 
countries were about to undertake to 
collect similar claims, and his propost- 
tion was favorably received. 

The prime mjnister was followed by 
Deputy Santini, who expressed con- 
fidence in the government's policy, and 
urged accord with Germany and Great 
Britain. The deputy warned the Ital- 
jan government to “watch the United 
States, whose imperialism is a political 
and commercial menace to Europe, and 
especially to Italy, the weakest of the 
great powers.” 

Continuing Deputy Santini declared 
that the energetic attitude ef Germany 
and Great Britain had “sent the Monroe 
doctrine sky high, as the United States 
understodd it w

In View of the Acute Situation There 
—Will Be Thorough Co-operation of 
Navy With State Department In 


Handling Question at Washington 


Washington, Dec. 17.—Disposition of 
the men-of-war of Admiral Dewey’s 
fleet during the holidays is to be made 
secretary of 

increasing 


under the direction of the 
the navy, in view of the 
couplications arising in connection 
with Venezuela, and the wishes of this 
government not to arouse suspicion un- 
necessarily by dispatching a large raval 
force to Venezuelan waters. 

Admiral Dewey cabled the depart- 
ment on Monday in regard to the orders 
for his fleet during the Christmas holi- 
days. Orders are now in preparation 
for the various vessels and will be for- 
warded to the admiral in the next day 
or two. 

No reflection upon Admiral Dewcy is 
intended by the department in deciding 
to draw up the orders for his ships, in- 
stead of giving hima free hand. That 
there may be a thorough co-operation 
of the navy with the state department 
in the handling of the Venezuelan sit- 

uation, however, it seemed that the 
question could be more satisfactorily 
settled here. 

It is unlikely that men-of-war will 
be sent to La Guaira, the feeling being 
that the presence of American men-of- 
war at this time might cause uneasiness 
among the allied powers, as well as of- 
fer encouragement to President Castro 
to viaintain his defiant attitude. 

On the other hand, the situation has 
grown so acute within the past few days 
that both state and navy department of- 
ficials are agreed that it will not be 
unwise to rendezvous the. fleet in ports 
within easy range of the Venezuelan 
coast. 


Hayti Stirred Up Again 

Port Au Prince, Dec. 17.—All the 
military authorities who have been sup- 
porters of Seneque Pierre's candidacy 
for the presidency, and therefore op- 
posed to General Nord, have sought 
refuge in the consulates, General 
Nord is acclaimed president by the 
troops and seems to be master of the 
situation, notwithstanding the fact tbat 
the majority of congress is in favor of 
Pierre. Firing is occurring in the 
Streets, but the foreign residents are in 
no danger. 


Charges Against Crum Unfounded 
Washington, Dec. 17.—It is under- 
stood that the president has decided to 


appoint W. D. Crum, the colored ap- 
plicant, as collector of the port of 
Charleston. Investigation of the 


charges involving the integrity of Crum 
lias been made by the president and it 
is stated that they have been found to 
be unwarratted.

The 
verdict is not known, but it is doubted 
that the court took a serious view of 
the case. 


Steamer Had Plague Aboard

The guf- 
ferers are the first and second cooks and 
the second steward of steamer Sixon 
Prince, from Durban, South Africa.

The question of motive power does 
not appear to epter in the petition of 
the Fore River Ship and Engine Co. 
for the location of a freight railroad 
from the shipyard to East Braintree. 
It is not for the City Council to de- 
termine what the motive power may be, 
but later it will be necessary for the 
company to obtain permission to oper- 
ate by horse, steam, electricity or com- 
pressed air when conditions may be 
imposed. The proposed location is for 
@ privaté railroad, and the law as pub- | 


lished in the Public Statutes is es} 
follows: : 
Sect. 225. ‘‘A person or corpora- 


tion may construct a railroad for pri- 
vate use in the transportation of freight, 
subject to the provisions of the follow- 
ing section; but shall not take or use 
lands or other property therefore with 
out the consent of the owner thereof. 

Sect. 224. ‘‘No such road shall be 
connected with the road of a railroad 
corporation without its consent; nor 
constructed across or upon a highway, 
town way, or travelled place, without 
the consent of the mayor and aldermen 
of the city or selectmen of the town, 
nor except in a place and manner ap- 
proved by them. 

‘If the mayor and aldermen or se- 
lectmen consent, they shall from time 
to time make such regulations in regard 
to the motive power to be employed, 
the rate of speed to be run, and the 
time and manner of using the road 
over and upon such way or travelled 
place, as in their judgment the public 
safety and convenience require, and 
they may order such changes to be 
made in the track as are rendered 
necessary by the alteration or repair of 
such way. 

“If they allow steam-power to bo 
used on such road, the provisions of 
this chapter relating to the crossing of 
ways and travelled places by railroad 
corporations shall apply to such road 
and to the person or corporation con- 
structing or operating the same.”’ 

It is true the order for hearing reads: 
‘*for permission to construct, maintain 
and operate,’’ but it is said there will 
be a later petition relative to operation 
when the company decides which 
motive power it desires, which has not 
yet been determined. 

Should steam be selected, the railroad 
will come under the same laws as ex- 
isting steam railroads, and the County 
Commissioners and Railroad Comnis- 
sioners would have to pass on locations. 


New Granite Contract. 

The Cambridge bridge commissioaers 
voted Wednesday to cancel and annul 
the contract with the Cape Ann granite 
company to furnish cut stone for the 
two central piers (No. 5 and No. 6) for 
the new bridge to Cambridge, because 
the company has failed to furnish the 
stune as required by contract. As a 
matter of fact, the company has sus- 
pended work. The commissioners also 
voted tu make a new contract with the 
Rockport granite company for all the 
stone at the same price.

by a singer or pianist. To make the 
bag take a piece of cloth or art serge 
and a piece of cheap silk or satin for 
lining and cut them the same size, 14 
inches by 20 inches, with one of the 
narrower sides rounded evenly.

A DECLARATION OF WAR 


Would Greatly Protract Efforts of 
Allies to 
United States Will Not Resist Block- 
ade Against Merchant Ships 


Subdue Belligerents— 


Washington, Dec. 18.—The state de- 
| partment Las received no response thus 
} far to the messages sent to the European 
foreign office relative to the Venezuelan 
arbitration proposition. It is not known 
bere whether President Castro will con- 
sent to apologize as a pre- 
cedent to arbitration, but it is hoped 
that Minister Bowen can induce him to 


condition 


do so. if this will be sufficient to meet 


the demands of the allies. 

It is pointed out here, however, that 
the further attacks on 
Venezuelan forts will make an adjust- 
ment just that much more difficult. 1? 
apologies are tendered and accepted, 
then the critical phase of the situation 
will be removed, und some time may be 
spent in an arrangement of the bases 
upon which the arbitration should be 
conducted. This will be a difficult 
problem, for it is anticipated that the 
allies will base their acceptance of the 
arbitration on an agreement by Vene- 
zuela to instruct the arbitrators to ac- 
cept certain principles in advance, 
which would commit Venezuela toa 
recognition of an indebtedness of about 
$15,000,000. 

Still the state department is hopeful 
that arbitration will prevail, for the al- 
ternative is now renlized to be actual 
war between the allies and Venezuela. 
It is: believed here that Germany, at 
least, is not anxious to enter upon this 
state. A declaration of war would at 
once clothe the Venezuelans with full 
rights of belligerency, and this might 
greatly protract the efforts of the allies 
to subdue President Castro. 

Herr Von Holleben, the German am- 
bassador here, has gone to New York, 
and Count Quadt, the secretary and 
charge d'affaires, is transacting what- 
ever business the embassy has with the 
state department and is forwarding to 
Berlin such matters of information 
touching the situ: ition in Venezuela as 
are forthcoming from Mr. Bowen. The 
explanation given for the ambassador's 
visit to New York is simply “business” 
and the length of his absence is not 
stated. 


The navy department has no an- 
nouncement to make respecting the or- 
ders to be given to Dewey’s ships, and 
it is repeated that the sole purpose and 
aim of the department is so to place the 
vessels, a few at each important port. 
that the men may enjoy themselves 
Christmas week without overtaxing the 
facilities ut any one point. 

The following cablegrani was sent 
yesterday by the navy department to 
Admiral Dewey, in command of the 
combined fleets, addressed to San Juan: 

“Send competent officer with dispateh 
in torpece boat-destroyer or other ves- 
sel to Caracias as assistant to American 
minister.” 

The following cablegram was sent to 
Commander, Diehl of the Marietta, now 
lying at La Guaira: 

“Send Vandusen (executive officer of 
the Marietta) as assistant to the Amer- 
ican minister temporarily.“ 

It is stated at the navy department 
that one reason for sending the officers 
to Caracas is the fact that Mr. Bowen 
is almost overwhelmed with the amount 
of work imposed upon him by his many 
charges. He has nearly all of the Eng- 
lish resdents in Caracas domiciled in 
the American legation and is feeding 
them from his own table. As for the 
torpedo boat destroyer it is pointed out 
that it will serve as a dispatch boat to 
keep Mr. Bowen in touch with the near- 
est cable station to La Guaira which 
can be relied upon to transmit mes- 
sages to Washington in case the La 
Fuaira cable is cut as an incident tothe 
blockade. 

No further orders went forward to 
Dewey yesterday, but Secretary Moody 
expects to have ready by today his or- 
der for the distribution of the vessels 
of the combined fleet. Up to the pres- 
ent momenf he has not reached any set- 
tled determination as to any one ship. 

There will be no effort on the part of 
this government to resist a war blockade 
of the Venezuelan coast as against 
merchant ships. Custom requires that 
due notice shall be given of the blockade 
and that fact, taken in connection with 
the declaration that has been made in 
the British parliament by the an- 
thorized representatives of the British 
governinent, will, it is understood, be 
eufticient to justify all neutral nations 
in the understanding that a state of 
war does actually exist. his micht in 
the end require issue of a proclamation 
of neutrality by President Roosevelt, 
but this, it is stated, would not pe 
timely now.

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LIFE IMPRISONMENT 


Sentence Imposea Upon a Boston 
Negro Who Killed His Wife 

Boston, Dec. 18.—In the .superior 

criminal court yesterday James Elisha, 


a negro, who killed his white wife last 
April by cutting her throat, entered a 
plea of guilty of murder iu the secoud 
degree, by agreement of counsel and 
government prosecutors, and was sen- 
tenced by Judge Stevens to imprison- 
ment for life. 

Elisha is a middle-aged, white-baired 
man, With pleasant manner and ap- 
parently honest ways. His family 
have resided in Boston since the anti- 
slavery days, and have been respected 
and employed by people of prominence. 

Mrs. Jennie Elisha, the murdered 
wife, was a French Canadian, not 
much lighter in appearance than her 
husband. ‘The couple bad been mar- 
ried for two years before the killing. 
Her attention to other negroes is sald 
to have been the cause of the jealous 
rage of her husband. 

Elisha took his sentence calmly and 
said afterward that there was nothing 
for him to do but accept the inevitable.

Five hundred hogs are to 
be killed, although they are not in- 
fected. The loss of the milch cows will 
cause the institution to lose its milk 
supply and likewise its butter, aud the 
prohibition against traffic in cattle pre- 
vents purchases to make good the loss.

HAYTI'S NEW DICTATOR 


Nord Is Proclaimed President 
by the Army 


Has Held Rank of General Since 1857, 
Headed Political and Military Rev- 
olutions aud Has Served Terms In 


Prison—Now Holds the Capital 


Port au Priace, Dec. 19.—General 
Nord, having been proclaimed president 
of Hayti, by the army, took posession 
of the national paiace yesterday. 


General Alexis Nord, who now comes 
to the surface as the central figure | 
around which the traditional turbulence 
of the black republic is revolving, must | 
be a very old wan by this time, as he 
has held the rank of general since 1857, 
and has been an active leader in the po- 
litical and military revolutions of the 


s| country since 1865. 


He beaded the revolution which over- 
threw President Salnave in 1868, and in 
1870 was a member of the provisional 
government presided over by Nisage 
Saget. He was appointed by the latter 
commander of the department of the 
north, and remained the practical dicta- 
tor of that section until 1876, when 
President Domingue arrested him ona 
charge of conspiracy against the gov- 
ernment, and sentenced him to five 
years’ imprisonment. 

General Nord obtained his liberty in 
April of the same year, when a revolu- 
tion against Domingue broke out, with 
General Canal at its head. Genera! 
Nord, however, turned against his 
liberator and headed an uprising against 
Caual. This movement was unsuc- 
cessful, and he was obliged to take 
refuge iu Jamaicay In the summer of 
1878 he returned to the charge, but 
was again upsuccessful, and was 
thrown into prison, where he remained 
until October, 1880, when le was par- 
doned and set at liberty by President 
Salomon. 

On the resignation of President Sam 
in May last a provisional government 
was formed, with ex-President Canal 
at its head, and General Nord as min- 
ister of war. ‘The uprising in favor of 
General Firmin followed, the military 
operations ou the part of the govern- 
ment being conducted by General Nord 
with varying success, until Firmin was 
finally obliged to flee the country. 

This gave General Nord his oppor- 
tunity, and he marched upon Port au 
Prince with his army of 8000 or 10,- 
000 men, and now he bas gained pos- 
session of the capital. 


Steamer and Cruiser Collided 

Toulon, France, Dec. 19.—Steamer 
Medoo collided with the French cruiser 
La Touche Treville as she was leaving 
| port last evening, and grounded on the 
rocks at the Mourillen arsenal aud now 
lies in a dangerous position. The ves- 
sels collided because of a storm and seas 
are now breaking over the Medovo. Tugs 
have made unsuccessful efforts to get 
her off. On board the Medoo are the 
mails, 223 passengers for the East In- 
dies, and a number of sailors intended 
for the French warships on the Chiia 
station. 


Sixty-Mile Ditch For Indiana 

Crown Polat, Ind., Dec.  19.-—Pre- 
liminary steps are under way in the 
northwestern counties of Indiana to 
construct an artificial waterway 60 
miles long. When completed it will re- 
claim bundreds of thousands of acres 
of marshlands. The ditch is to be 80 
feet wide and 16 feet deep. Its cost 
will be about $1,000,000, to be collected 
by assessments proportioned to bene- 
fits derived from the ditch. 


Says She Was Forced to Marry 
Los Angeles, Cal., 
Teresa, the young woman believed by 
the Yaqui Indians and many Mexicans 
to posses3 divine powers, has sued for 
divorce from her Indian busband, G. 
N. Rodriguez. It is alleged that the 
marriage ws forced upon the young 
woman by her impetuous admirer at the 
point of a revolver.

| For Miners Worked 
While Strike Was On .- 


Who 


ATTRIBUTED TO UNION MEN 


Witnesses For Operators Tell of As- 
saults by Mobs and Boycotts Which 
Prevented Them Obtaining Neces- 
saries of Life During the Strike 


Scranton, Pa., Dec. 19.—The coal 
strike commission listened yesterday to 
testimony tending to show thata reign 
of terror existed in the anthracite coal 
fields during the 5% months of the mine 
workers’ strike. About a score of wit- 
nesses were called by the attorneys for 
the non-union men. They told of se- 
rious boycotts, brutal attacks by crowds 
of men, woiuen and boys, and an at- 
tempt to burn the house of a non- 
union man. In most instances, the wit- 
nesses testified that the alleged  of- 
fenders were members of the Miners’ 
union. 

The lawyers of the miners objected 
frequestly to the admission of testimony 
on hearsay, und sometimes objected be- 
cause of the irrevelancy of certain other 
statements.

O: Sufferings Endured at Hands 
of Strikers 


THE BOYCO'T A WEAPON 


Attempted Wrecking of Homes, Shoot- 
ing and Hanging In Effigy—Social 
Relations With Old Friends Severed 
Because Men Remained at Work 


Scranton, Pa., Dec. 20.—Non-union 
men, sore of their relatives and others 
to the number of 30 appeared before the 
anthracite coal strike commission yes- 
terday and told their stories of alleged 
boycotts, intimidations, dynamiting 
and other forms of violence during the 
late strike. Each witness was a suf- 
ferer at the bands, they alleged, of 
union men. 

Joseph H. Dugan, who was re- 
quested to give up his membership ina 
Catholic temperance society, wept while 
cn the stand as he told how they or 
dered him to leave after many years 
of pleasant relations with its 
members. He was very active in the 


society and drilled many of those who 


social 


have grown to manhood in its military 
branch. ‘The boys he had drilled stoned 
him on the highway and when he dis- 
played his revolver they all dropped 
flat on the road 

James Mitchell, expelled from the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians, said he 
worked during the strike as a repair- 
nar. and did not consider it unfair, be- 
cause he did not mine any coal. He 
had been a member of the society 26 
years aud was in good standing, but 
the question of unfairness came up, and 
the members present 
voted to expel him. 

Max Lasar, who did not quit when the 
strike was inaugurated, told of how a 
man threw a quart bottle of giant 
powder, to which a lighted fuse was at- 
tached, into the parlor of his home. 
He extinguished the fuse. The powder 
was shown to the commission. 
other witnesses testified to attempts to 
blow up their homes. 

Eugene Detty, who was not a mine 
worker and in no way connected with 
the strike, said he was going along a 
ruad at night and was mistaken for a 
non-union man. He was so badly beat 
en that he was laid up for two months.

| Holiday Business Booming and Ia- 
dustrial Conditions Satisfactory 
| New York, Dec. 20.—R. G. Dun & 

Co's Weekly Review of Trade says: 
Holiday trade hus exceeded even the 
most sanguine expectations, and retuil 
dealings in all staple lines of mer- 
chandise are well maintained, with the 
better grades of goods in brisk demard. 
Wholesome conditions prevail in most 
sections of the country, although in 
parts of the southwest the season hes 
fallen behind the average.

Silk Poplin Embroidered In Pink

A dainty nightdress case, with silk | 
voplin for the outer cover, is an article 
which one woman can make for ar 
other. An embroidered design of pink 
and green on the cover is the most 
difficult part of the work to be done. 
The case should be large enough to 
hold the folded nightgown without 
wrinkling, and the back must be sup- 
plied with a ribbon, by means of which 
it may be hung.

Acceptable to Castro 
Caracas, Dec. 22.—In the name of 
Venezuela, President Castro has signified 
acceptance of the appointment of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to arbitrate the Vene- 
zuelan difficulty. 


Estabiishme nt of Blockade 

Port of Spain, Dee, 22.—The blockade 
of Venezuelan ports was begun with 
an effective force at midnight Saturday 
night. The British have the cruisers 
{ndefatigable, Alert and Tribune, the 
gpecial service steamer Columbine and 
the torpedo boat destroyer Rocket along 
the coust. All the British operations 
will be directed from Trinidad. The

Allies’ Reply Ready 

Berlin, Dee. 22.—It is learned here 
that the governments of Germany and 
Great Britain have adopted detailed 
answers to the proposal to arbitrate the 
Venezuelan issues. These comuniuni- 
cations will be handed to Ambassudor 
Tower here and to Charge d’Affaires 
White in London today. The corre- 
spondent of The Associated Press has 
learned further that the German answer 
agrees in all substantial effects with 
the British answer, and makes no 
separate reservations in behalf of the 
German case. 


The Hague Plan Not Favored 

Rome, Dec. 22.-It has been learned 
here that not one of the allies at pres 
ent contemplates submitting the Vene- 
2uelan difficulty to The Hagne court. 
The situation was fully discussed by 
King Victor Emmanuel and Foreigu 
Minister Prinetti at their semi-weekly 
conference yesterday and much satis- 
faction with the more peaceful turn of 
events was expressed. 


British Haul In German Cargo 
Caracas, Dec. 22.—The British cruiser 
Indefatigable has made the first prize 
under the blockade, capturing the Vene- 
zuelan schooner Julia. The Julia’s 
eargo, by the irony of fate, belongs toa 
German firm, which has iodged a pro- 

test with the United States consul.

Seminary Partly Destroyed

unknown origin yesterday, and caused 
damage estimated at $40,000. Tard

Knight and 
Robinson, went to Ashford yesterday 
and continued bis inquiry into the deat\ 
of Mrs. Julia Wilson, who is thought to 
have been killed by poison. The body 
of Mrs. Wilson was exhumed and the 
physicians removed the brain, which 
will be sent to Dr. Wolff, to whom the 
stomach, liver and kidneys of the dead 
woman were sent a few days ago for 
analysis.

HE Pueblo Indians of New Mex- 
ico celebrate Christmas in their 
primitive way, and, although 
they profess Christianity, they 
also observe their religious as 
well as their tribal customs, 

says the New York Evening Post. On 
Christmas eve the inhabitants of each 
village assemble at the estufa (place 
of worship) and elect officers for the 
ensuing year. Men and boys over six- 
teen years of age, if the latter have 
proved their worthiness in the chase, 
select the candidates by a viva voce 
vote. Women are not permitted in the 
estufa. The officers elected are a gov- 
ernor of the village, war chief, police 
official and a council of five members 
as a kind of cabinet for the govern- 
or. The governor, by the advice and 
consent of his cabinet, sets the time 
for the chase, when the entire village 
turns out; also designates the time to 
irrigate the little patches, the time to 
go to work and is ex officio adminis- 
trator of justice. The war chief di- 
rects the pasturing of stock and pre 
vents depredations upen private prop- 
erty. He is the chief of police, con- 
stable, judge and jury combined. Only 
serious cases of crime are referred to 
the governor and council. 

After the election of officers a grand 
dance takes place. The braves are 
dressed in buckskin pantaloons, with 
a white cotton shirt. The headdress 
is of the skin of the deer or fox, the 
tail of the animal hanging down the 
back as an ornament. 
headdresses of the officials are prettily 
decorated with bright feathers and 
sometimes eagle plumes. Their 
are painted in yellow and white stripes,

A dispatch from Indianapolis says 
that Emmet Greenfield, a molder em- 
ployed at Evansville, says that he has 
discovered an energy which will revo- 
lutionize mechanical power and solve 
the problem of fuel and heat for all 
time. By a simple device like an elec- 
tric battery, the construction of which 
remains his own secret, he says he can 
extract energy from the rays of the 
sun and transmit it to motors for me- 
chanical power or to stoves and fur- 
naces for heat. He says he has a sue- 
cessfully working model of the battery, 
which is especially adapted to produc- 
ing intense heat for smelting purposes.

It appears that when the crown prince 
returned recently to Dresden after his 
hunting accident in the Tyrol, he dis- | 
covered secret correspondence ex- 
changed between the princess and the 
French tutor, whose former relations 
with her created a scandal resulting in 
the tutor’s expulsion from Saxony. 
Besides disclosing the couple’s relations 
the letters revealed another scandal 
Immediately afterwards the princes 
left her home and went to Salzbure. 

King George and Crown Prince Fred 
erick have decided to accept the 
estrangement of the crown princess and 
her husband asirreparable. They have 
made the cabinet privy to the circum- 
stances of the princess’ flight, as tuey 
view them, and a decree of divorce is 
talked of as a necessary sequence to 
the princess’ resolution to leave the 
court forever. 

This determiuation was announced to 
her husband early in November, after | 
one of their frequent violent 
She confided her intention to separate 
herself utterly from the court and “all 
its wretchedness” to two or three of her | 
intimate friends and discussed with | 
them the inpossibility of her longer en- | 
during the artificial etiquette of the 
court and the “forced companiorsbip | 
of a man who was loathsome to her.” | 
What she complained of in the vrince 
was his intemperance, his infidelities | 
and, as her partisans affirm, his cruelty | 
of disposition. | 

The crown princess’ days at Salzburg 
were spt in controversy with her} 
father and mother, who did not excuse | 
her for a momeént in her mad desire to | 
leave her position and family. Her |} 
brother, Archduke Leopold Ferdinand, 
took his sister's part. 

The circumstances of the princess’ 
flight are still obscure here and no fur- 
ther reliable news is available. The 
only fact that seems clear is that the 
king and crown prince are in commuuli- 
eation with her, but it is learned that} 
she is absolutely intractable. 

The crown princess had a lively 
Viennese manner. She was inde- 
pendent and high-spirited, and was in- 
clined to ridicule the observances of the 
little Saxon court, which takes itself 
most seriously. 

The whole of Archduke Leovold 
Ferdiuand’s career is redolent with 
seandal, dating from the time when he 
started to accompany the heir to the 
throne on a tour of the world.

ALLOW CATTLE TO LIVE 


Cry of Milk Farmers In Cone 
cord and Vicinity 


SLAUGHTER UNNECESSARY 


Claim That Ninety-Eight or Ninety- 
Nine Percent of Diseased Cows Re 
cover and In No Way Endanger the 
Life of Human Beings 


Concord, Mass., Dec. 24.—There is a 
very deep-seated feeling here, which is 
hourly growing more intense, because of 
the wholesale slaughter of cattle, swine, 
etc., on account of the foot and mouth 
disease. 

It may be said that this sentiment is 
deepest among some of the most con- 
servative people, those who are gener- 


ally the very last to find fault with of- 
ficial action. It is sufficient evidence 
that they are not sentimentalists er 
idealists to say that the principal ground 
upon which they base their protests 
against the government's action is that 
it is causing a wholesale destruction of 
valuable property. These people do not 
take exception to the adoption of drastle 
measures to stamp out this disease. The 
reverse is true—that they approve of 
such measures if rightly directed. 

But right here is the crux of their pre- 
test—that, after careful investigation, 
they are able to arrive at no other con- 
clusion than that a grievous mistake 
is being made in the general killing of 
whole herds of cattle. They quite acree 
that the first and most important task 
is to eradicate the disease. What fol- 
lows? The cattle and premises are 
quarantined, the appraisers or other of- 
ficials decide values, and soon the 
slaughtering begins. This the govern- 
ment appeurs to have decided upon es 
the proper course. In reality, however, 
before this becomes generally operative 
many cattle recover from the disease; 
yet the government says they wust die. 
Statistics show that only from 1 to 2 
percent of the animals which have the 
disease die. Ninety-elght or 99 percent 
recover, and would in a reasonable time 
regain their normal value, 

The protestors believe that it is the 
wiser procedure to let the affected kerd 
live, get well, as most of them surely 
will, eat up the food on hand, and then 
more calmly decide if it is wise to kill, 
of course keeping the premises duly 
quarantined. It is argued that, if the 
premises and contents can ‘be so ef- 
fectually fumigated or disinfected that 
they will be fit for new herds, the ant- 
mals, after recovery, can be just as ef- 
fectually fumigated or disinfected. 

Careful inquiry shows that  veterl- 
uarians are far from unanimous in favor 
of killing: in fact, the preponderance of 
opinion {s the reverse. The thing to 
be considered is the welfare of society 
as composed of human beings. Many 
medical men say—and statistics uphold 
them—that the foot and mouth disense 
among animals contains almost no ele- 
ment of danger to humanity. Some -o 
so far as to assert that there ia not one 
thoroughiy well-authenticated case 
where it has proved so. 

Another ground of complaint is that 
there seems to be no uniformity of ac- 
tion among the government officials seut 
bere. A few days ago all of a fine lberd 
was killed, though the owner asked to 
be allowed to keepa part. Adayortwo 
later another large herd was killed, lut 
only after the owner had been given the 
privilege of keeping some. 

Thirty years ago the foot and mouth 
disease was prevalent here, and wae 
stamped out withont such drastic and 
uneconomic measures, and with but lit- 
tle harm to man or beast. 


Cattle Disease Stamped Out 

Ithaca, N. Y., Dec. 24.—Professer 
Jaines Law, director of the Cornell 
Veterinary college, who has spent some 
time in conjunction with the federal au- 
thorities investigating the hoof and 
mouth disease among cattle in the east- 
ern sections of the country, states that 
in his opinion the disease is now prac 
tically stamped out. The danger of an- 
other outbreak he regards as very 
slight. 


Business Man Hilled by Car 

Taunton, Mass. Dec. 24—Lewis 
Wiillams, one of Taunton's leading busi- 
ness wen, was struck by an electric car 
last night and died on his way to a hos- 
pital.

shall be submitted to the qualified 
voters of the city for their approval or 
disapproval thereof, whenever 10 per 
cent. or more of the qualified voters of 
the city shall in writing make applica- 
tion, therefor, as Lereinafter provided.

TO ARBITRATION BOARD 


President May Leave Settle- 
ment of Venezuelan Trouble 


UNFAIR “CALVO DOCTRINE” 


. 


Which Is Adhered to by Latin-Ameri- 
can Republics Will Be Put to @ 
Crucial Test—Opposition to Refer- 
ring to The Hague Tribunal 


Washington, Dec. 24—The cabinet 
spent its entire meeting yesterday in 
discussion of the Venezuelan situation. 
Views for and against the president's 
acceptance of the invitation to arbi- 
trate were debated. 

The meeting was prolonged to more 
than two hours. The president denied 
himself to all callers and remained in 
cousultation with the secretary of war 
until the arrival of the other members. 


Secretary May brought to the meet- 
ing practically nothing new relating to 
the situation. No response had been 
received to the president's original sug- 
gestion to the powers that they consent 
to the reference of the Venezuelan con- 
troversy to the arbitration of The 
Hague tribunal, and no formal request 
has been received that the president act 
as arbitrator of the difficulty. That 
such a request will be received for- 
mally and of*cially is now practically as- 
sured. It is known that the president 
and all of the members of his cabinet 
at first preferred that the whole vexa- 
tious question should be referred to The 
Hague tribunal. 

It is understood that the president's 
plan, if be determines to arbitrate, con- 
templates the appointment of a board 
of arbitrators. He would not confide 
this important undertaking to any one 
mau, nor does he feel able himself to 
spare the vast amount of time necessary 
for an examination in detail of each of 
the many claims that would be pre- 
sented against Venezuela. Necessarily 
the president's arbitration board would 
include some member of a high order 
of legal talent, as well as others thor- 
oughly versed in the practice of inter- 
national law. 

It is stated that the crucial point to 
come before the arbitration is the 
famous “Calvo doctrine.” This doc- 
trine, which was laid down by the great- 
est of Latin-Awerican international 
lawyers and for many years has been 
regarded as beyond question by al! of 
the Latin-American republics, dentes 
the right of any nation to intervene 
diplomatically in behalf of one of its 
subjects, where the courts of the coun- 
try are opeu to his application for jus- 
tice. Thus, Venezuela has asserted 
that all of these claimants, British, Ger- 
man, Italian, 'rench, might have gone 
before the Venezuelan courts, and if 
their causes had been just and so de- 
cided by the courts, the government 
would have paid the judgments. 

The objection to this view is that no 
account is taken of miscarriages of jus- 
tice and of racial antipathies, but so de- 
termined are the South American coun- 
tries to adhere to this doctrine that 
sone of them have gone to extraor- 
dinary lengths in their resistance of 
diplomatie efforts of foreign govera- 
ments to secure justice for subjects. 

A notable case is that of Salvador. 
Recently a United States corporation ob- 
tained, after arbitration, a judgment 
against the government of Salvador. 
The verdict was received with intense 
indignation in Salvador, and so intense 
was the anti-foreign feeling excited that 
a law bas been passed within the Jast 
few weeks making it a criminal of.- 
fence, and one to be heavily punished, 
for any Salvadorian to give any evi- 
dence whatever before any court in be- 
half of a foreigner claiming damages 
against the Salvadorian government. 

This doctrine will be on trial before 
the arbitration and because of its yast 
importance, if President Roosevelt ap- 
poiuts a board, he will see that the 
members are men of the highest calibre. 

It is known that now some members 
of the cabinet are opposed to referring 
the matter to The Hague tribunal! for 
these reasons: In the first place they 
have no desire to submit the Monroe 
doctrine to the arbitrament of any non- 
American tribunal, not even excepting 
the august and eminently falr tribunal 
of The Hague. They very much prefer 
that if this doctrine is to be the subject 
of arbitration, if it is to be even broucht 
in incidentally, that American influ- 
ences shall passonit. Not thatthe fair- 
ness of The Hague arbitrators is jim- 
peached, but as most of them repre- 
sent European and monarchial inter- 
ests, it is realized that their training 
may be regarded as unsympathetic 
where they are required to deal with 
such an essentially American subfect 
as the Monroe doctrine. It is true that 
on its face the arbitration proposal 
contains nothing that indicates that this 
doctrine ix to be attacked, but so com- 
plex and numerous are the questions 
which will come before the arbitratior 
that it is apprehended here that the 
famous doctrine scarcely can be kept 
from consideration. 

Another reason that animates these 
eabinet officers in this inclination 
toward acceptance is their conviction 
that an inordinate length of time would 
be consuined if the issue is taken before 
The Hague tribunal. The machinery 
is ponderous and difficult to put in m0- 
tion. First these must be arranged a 
basis of arbitration; the arbitrator must 
be selected by the parties to the casa 
and these in turn must choose an um-

DOCTOR MAKcS CHARGE 


Says Patieut Showed Symp- 
toms of Poisoning 


SAMPLED SOME MEDICINE 


Found That It Caused Sickness, So 
Police Were Notified and Daugbter 
of Sick Woman Was Placea Under 


Surveillance, Pending Investigation 


Revere, Mass., Dec. 26.—Miss Cath- 
erine Richardson, 38 years old, living at 
the Morrison House, Revere, will be 
arraigned the district court on a 
charge of administering poison to her 
mother, Mrs. Harley Richardson, with 
intent to commit murder, Miss 
Richardson was arrested Wednesday 
hight upon information furnished the 
Police by Dr. Eunice M. Kinney, a physi- 
cian who was called to attend Mrs. 
Richardson. 

According to the police Dr. Kinney 
detected symptoms that indicated 
arsenical poisoning and found that 
wedicine other than that she had pre- 
scribed was being administered to the 
sick woman. The doctor, they say, in 
order to satisfy herself, drank some of 
the strange medicine and became sick, 
with all the symptoms she had ob- 
served in Mrs. Richardson. She ac- 
cordingly reported the case to the police, 
who secured a warrant for Miss Rich- 
ardson’s arrest. When the officers went 
to serve the warrant they found the 
young woman in bed, sick with dys- 
pepsia. No attempt was made to re- 
move her, but an officer was stationed 
atthe door. She is now much better. 

The case is a puzzling one to the au- 
thorities, as it is understood that there 
secins to be but little evidence except 
that furnished by Dr. Kinney. 

The Fichardson family came to Re- 
vere from Littleton, N. H., last Sep- 
tember, Mr. Richardson having died 
there two years ago. ‘There was some 
litigation over debts against his estate, 
in which his life insurance of $12,000 
figured. The money was left to the 
widow, Catherine, and a son, Harry, but 
owing to the litigation the mother, it is 
suid, assigned the money to Catherine. 

The police further state that some 
nine or 10 days ago Harry made a de- 
mand upon his sister for some money, 
and that since that time he has been

Detective Dead and Murderer Dying 

Hot Springs, Ark., Dec. 26.—Chief of 
Detectives John Donahue was shot and 
killed on the street here yesterday by 
Frank Dougherty, a race track follower. 
Dougherty, it is claimed, bad struck a 
woman with un axe, and as Donahue 
attempted to arrest him Dougherty 
shot the detective, killing hia instantly. 
A boy who was in a buggy got outa 
gun and shot Dougherty in the face and 


breast. Dougherty then fired a shot in 
his own head. The doctors say he can- 
not live. 


Brooklyn Firemen Killed 

New York, Dec. 26.—Fire which 
broke out early this morning completely 
destroyed the large cooperage plant 
of the Arbuckle Bros.’ sugar refinery In 
Brooklyn. One of the walls of the 
building fell, burying two members of 
one of the fire companies heueath the 
wreckage. Michael O'Toole was 
killed and Thomas Coppinger, a bat- 
talion chief, and Thomas MeCartby 
were seriously hurt, both dying later. 
The money loss will be heavy. 


Froze at His Own Door 

Duluth, Minn., Dec. 26—George 
Plydell, aged 55, with his arms full of 
Christmas presents for friends and rela- 
tives, fell from exhaustion within five 
feet of his home and froze to death. 
Plydell lived alone in a shack near the 
harbor froat, where he conducted a con- 
fectionery and cigar store. The 
thermometer has registered 20 below 
zero here for 24 hours. 


Swift Vengeance 

Pittsburg, Kas., Dec. 26.—Nont- 
gomery Godley, a colored man, was 
taken from the jail here yesterday and 
lynched by a mob because he had sbot 
and killed Milton Hinkle, a pollceuian, 
a few hours before, while the officcr was 
trying to protect himself agaiust a 
crowd of unruly negroes.

MARLBORO’S GREAT LOSS 


City Hall and Contents Destroyed by 


Fire, Causing $500,000 Loss 
Marlboro, Mass., Dec. 26—A fire 


which broke out in city hall at midnight 
eutirely destroyed that building, ~ hich 
contained all of the city offices and de- 


partments, also the armory of Comany 
F., Fifth regiment, and the Marlboro 
public library. None of the contents 
or papers of any of the departaents was 
Saved. The library contained 5,000 
volumes, and documents of incalculable 
value which cannot be replaced. 

The building was a four-story brick 
structure and one of the finest in the 
city. It was valued at between $75.- 
000 and $100,000. 

The building was well covered by in- 
surance. Owing to the wires being 
buried under falling walls, the city wos 
cut off from telephonic communication 
With the outside world. 

‘The fire is believed to have started 
in the city auditor's office, but its origin 
isunknown. Michael O’Brien. 40 years 
old, was buried beneath the falling walls 
and is thought to be fatally injured. 


“Didn’t Know It Was Loaded” 

Cambridge, Mass. Dec. 26.—Miss 
Begge Johnson, aged 26, was prob- 
ably fatally shot Wednesday night by 
Peter E. Gergensen, aged 44, the affair 
occurring in the kitcben of a boarding 
house kept by Mrs. Maria Lilgegren. 
Gergensen said that he did not know 
that the revolver @is loaded, and that 
when he placed it against Miss Jobn- 
son's head he did it only as a joke. He 
said he had never kept company with 
the girl and had simply met her as a 
friend at the boarding house. in which 
he had lived for 2% yours. The police 
are inclined to look on the shooting as 
an accident. 


Father and Daughters Killed 

New Bedford, Mass., Dec. 26.—David 
W. Grover was instantly killed and his 
daughter Bessie, aged 14, and another 
daughter, Clara, aged 18, were fatally 
injured in a collision of a passenger 
train with a buggy in which they were 
riding on a crossing near the North 
Dartmouth station Wednesday night. 
Bessie died on the train a few minutes 
after she was picked up, while her 
sister, Clara, died after having had 
both limbs amputated. 


Dangerous Fooling With Revolver 


Boston, Dec. 26.—As the result of 
fooling with a revolver, Mes. Mdith 


Jones was dangerously wounded and 
her husband, Charles, slightiy injured 
yesterday afternoon zt the howe of Mra. 
Jones’ sister. Jones had a revolver in 
his pocket which his wife tried to se- 
cure and in reaching her hand to pre- 
vent her, the weapon was discharged, 
the ball passing through Jones’ left fore- 
finger and lodging in Mrs. Jones’ right 
breast. 


Boy Fatally Shot 

Wilmington, Mass., Dec. 26.--Ray- 
mond Simonds, 11 years old, was in- 
stantly killed here, the lower part of 
his face being blown away. A plzeon 
alighted on the ridgepole of a house 
and as Marry Taylor, aged 12, raised a 
shotzun to fire at it, Simonds grabbed 
the end of the barrel and pulled it down. 
At this instant the bammer fei! and 
the charge struck Simonds squarely in 
the face. 


Jenkins Forfeits Champlonship 

Worcester, Mass., Dec. 26.—Dan Me- 
Leod won the championship of Amer- 
ica at catch-as-catch-can wrestling and 
the $1500 end of a $2000 purse hete yes- 
terday by getting the better of Tom 
Jenkins. Jenkins had a bad leg caused 
by blood poisoning, and the pain of this 
leg, cuused by the points of a brass 
buckle entering the flesh, made him 
quit in the third bout. 


No Further Investigation 

North Adams, Mass., Dec. 26.—The 
local authorities who have been in- 
vestigating the sending of poisoned 
candy to Mrs. C. N. Beers of this city 
have come to the conclusion that the 
ease hardly warrants further investiga- 
tion. The candy was so tbickly cov- 
ered with the poison powder that it 
could hardly deceive any one. 


Used Knife on Brother 
Malden, Mass., Dec. 26.—Edward 
Mahoney of Boston was arraigned here 
yesterday, charged with assault with 
intent to kill upon his brother, Timothy, 
at Wakefield, and was ordered to recog- 
nize in the sum of $5000 for a further 
hearing. Timothy has several knife 

wounds, two penetrating a Jung. 


Wandered Away From Home 

Littleton, Mass., Dec. 26.—Active 
search has been made for S. W. Hart- 
well, an aged resident of this town, who 
wandered away from his home shortly 
after midnight Wednesday. Hartwell, 
who is 83 years old, has lived alone for 
some years It is not expected that he 
will be found alive. 


Her Clothing Canght Fire 

Northampton, Mass., Dec. 26.—Miss 
Mira Strong, aged 46, one of the wea!thi- 
est women of this city, died last right 
asa result of burns sustained early } es- 
terday.

ACCEPTABLE TO CASTRO 


Venezuelan Troubles May Go 
Before Hague Tribunal 


A WASHINGTON SUGGESTION 


Which May Result Iv Early Adjust- 
ment of Difflculties—-Our Govern- 
ment, If Occasion Arises, Will In- 
sist That Blockade tse Called Off 


Caracas, Dec. 26.—President Castro 
has telegraphed fromm LaVictoria his 
acceptance of the proposal to subiuit all 
pending differences to the arbitration 
of The Hague tribunal, subject to cer- 
tain conditions, which include cessation 
of the blockade and the return to Vene- 
zuela of the fleet seized by the allied 
powers. 

President Castro’s acceptance has 
been transmitted to the Washington 
government, from which the proposal 
emanated. 


Washington, Dec. 26.—No confirma- 
tion could be obtained in Washington 
last night of the report from Caracas 
that the proposition had been made to 
President Castro that all peuding dif- 
ferences between Venezuela aud the 
European governments having claims 
against her be submitted to arbitration 
of The Hague tribunal. Secretary Hay 
had retired when the dispatch reached 
Washington, and no other oficial of 
the state department was able to give 
any information on the subject. 

It is known that only two days ago 
President Roosevelt had not determined 
whether to accept the proposal of the 
allies to act as arbitrator, or to urge 
again that the question shunld go to 
The Hague. 

If, as stated, the suggestion has come 
from Washington that the matter should 
be arbitrated at The Hague, that con- 
clusion probably was reported at the 
long conference the president had with 
Secretary Hay Wednesday afternoon 
when the two officials were together for 
some time, considering the proposals 
from the allies that the president take 
up the question of thearbitration. The 
dispatch to President Castro, through 
Minister Bowen, suggesting arbitration 
at The Hague, must bave followed that 
conference 

The officials here have refused ¢ )so- 
lutely to say anything on the subject 
since the receipt of the proposal from 
the allies, or even to give out anything 
bearing on the terms of that proposal. 
The impression here is that an early de- 
termination of the matter will be 
reached. 

No matter by whom the matter is ar- 
hitrated, either by the presideit or The 
Hague tribunal, the feeling here is 
strong that the United States govern- 
ment, if the occasion arises, will insist’ 
that the existing blockade be called off 
while the arbitration is in progress. The 
presence of the blockading leet along 
the Venezuelan ¢oast is sure to be a 
menace to peaceful conditions, and dif- 
ferences of various kinds may arise at 
any time through the arbitrary action 
of some of the commanders of the sbips 
of the allied fleets, or through the in- 
trepidity of Some skipper who muy at- 
tempt to run the blockade. But the 
greatest objection to a continuance of 
the blockade pending arbitration will 
be the loss to American shipping inter- 
ests, which this government dues not be- 
lieve should be tolerated. 


The Hague Tribunal Disregarded 

Paris, Dec. 26.—Baron D'Estour- 
nelles de Constant has written to For- 
eign Minister Delcasse, notifying him 
that the writer will interpellate the goy- 
ernmeut on the reassembling of the 
chamber concerning the disregard of 
article 27 of The Hague convention 
shown by the allied powers in coercing 
Venezuela. 

In his letter Baron D’Estournelles 
strongly supports the contention of the 
United States that the Venezuelan 
trouble should be referred to The Hague 
court. After pointing out that the

COMPLAINTS TO MILES 


Of Acts of Cruelty During Re- 
concentration Campaign 


OF VIOLENCE 


—_— 


CHARGES 


Found to Be Untrue, but There May 
Have Been Cases of Water Cure— 
Bell Callea to Account—Fund to 
Prosecute the Augustin Case 


Manila, Dec. 26.—Several officlal in- 
quiries into charges of alleged cruelty 
to natives by soldiers are at present 
progressing throughout the islands. 


Some of these cases have been iuvesti- 
gated previously. 

When General Miles was at Lipa, 
Luzon, certain natives laid charges be- 
fore him that during the campaign of 
reconcentration Aimerican soldiers had 
committed acts of cruelty aud violence. 

General Miles referred the matters to 
General Duvis, and the latter detailed 
Colonel Foote to investigate. Colonel 
Foote found the charge of violence to 
be untrue, but it is believed he found 
that in some cases the water cure had 
beeu administered. His report will be 
sent to Washington. 

While General Miles was in the isl- 
ands Major Hunter repeated to him 
certain charges which had been brought 
against Captain Howze, when in com- 
mand at Laoag, North Ilicos, Luzon, in 
1900. At the time specified Oaptai. 
Howze was lieutenant colonei of the 
Thirty-Fourth volunteer infantry. 

It was stated that native ofticials of 
Laoag had whipped certain prisoners, 
two of whom died from the effects of 
this treatment. At the time of this al- 
leged occurrence Major Hunter re- 
ported the matter in a Jetter to Gov- 
ernor Taft, who informed General Mac- 
Arthur. 

Captain Howze denied the charges. 
An investigation was ordered and the 
bodies of the two prisoners who died 
were exhumed. In their report the in- 
vestigators held Captain Howze to be 
blaineless. 

Major Hunter is now in Manila. He 
says the investigation into the charges 
against Cyptain Howze has not yet been 
completed. 

After leaving Manila General Miles 
sent a cablegram to General Bell di- 
recsing him to report what causes of 
misconduct on the part of the enemy 
had led him to issue circular No. 5 in 
which it was charged that the encsiy 
had boloed American wounded, made 
use of American uniforms, planted in- 
fernal machines, shot poisoned arrows, 
violated their paroles, assassinated 
friendly natives, accepted office under 
the Americans for the purpose of ob- 
taining information and had entered the 
American lines by deceit. 

General Bell has written an -xtended 
report, enumerating the  instauces 
which justified his action. 

‘The inquiry into the causes which led 
to the death of Fr. Augustin has been 
completed and forwarded to Washing- 
ton. The water cure was administered 
to Fr. Augustin at Banate, Panuy isl- 
and, and the priest died from the effect 
of this treatment. 

It is alieged that a large suw of 
money has been raised among the na- 
tives of the southern islands and sent to 
Boston in aid in the private prosecution 
of the-Augustin case. 

The claim has been made that this 
money was intended for use against 
Major Edwin F. Glern, Fifth infautry, 
who is charged with unlawfully and 
wilfully killing seven prisoners of war 
and whose trial will be continued here 
in January. Major Glenn, however, 
was in ho way connected with the 
Augustin case. 


Assaulted In His Own Home 

Boston, Dec. 26.—Ernest F. Wray- 
ton, living in the Dorchester district, 
was seriously assaulted in his own house 
by an unknown man, presumably a 
burglar, whom he had found in the 
house. The police were called to the 
house on a report that burglars were 
there and found Wrayton unconscious 
in the cellar. 


re Cattle In Pitiful Plight 

Denver, Dec. 26.—Thousands of cat- 
tle are reported to be starving on the 
range in northwestern Colorado. ‘The 
cattle are snowed in on the high range 
without pasture and without water. It 
is impossible to get feed to them and 
equally impossible to drive thern into 
suitable winter quarters. 


Carriage Drivers Quit Work 
St. Louis, Dec. 26 —Two hundred and 
fifty cab and carriage drivers of St. 
Louis are on strike because of tle fail- 
ure of their employers to grant a de- 
mand for higher wages.

NOT A MONEY-MAKING TRIP 


Dr Lorenz Corrects Impressions Con- 
cerning Alleged dat Fees 

New York, Dec. 26.—Dr. Adolf Lorenz, 
who returned to this city from Boston 
yesterday, while discussing his visit to 
this country, said in an interview last 
night: 

“There is oue thing I want to say, and 
that is in regard to finance. I see it 
reputed that I have made in this coun- 
try $160,000. Now, asa matter of fact, 
I got one fee of $30,000 in Chicago, and 
in the four months I have been here [ 
have earned just $30,000. My practice 
at home in four months is worth that. 

“True, I have seen a number of pri- 
vate patients in each ‘of tle cities I 
visited, but, as you Americans say, in 
no instance have they more than ‘paid 
the freight. As a matter of fact, it 
has been the physicians of the various 
cities who have profited by my visits. 
They are my colleagues, and I am glad 
they did, but you see I remained only 
two, three, four or perhaps fire days. 
During that time I was working in the 
hospitals, in the clinics. The private 
patients began to come in, and they were 
operated upon by the local surgeons, 
who had witnessed my clinies. But I 
am gladIcame. The trip has been the 
crowning success of my life. My trip 
liere has been successful ethically, but 
not materially.” 

Dr. Lorenz spoke gratefully of the 
hospitality he had received at the hands 
of the Americans. 


Pretender Has Large Following 

London, Dec. 26.—The correspondent 
of The Times at Fez, Morocco, describes 
the situation there as having become 
very serious, owing to a large increase 
in the number of the preteuder’s fol- 
lowers who the government troops are 
too weak to attack. Reinforcements 
amounting to 12,000 men, he says, v-ill 
leave here tomorrow and an additional 
force of irregular cavalry has been 
called out. Many tribes not already in 
rebellion are wavering and are ready 
to join the rebels in the event of a se- 
rious government defeat. 


Old Official Falls From Grace 

Newark, N. J., Dec. 26.—Francis J. 
Meeker, for over 20 years treasurer of 
the Newark Firemen’s Relief associa- 
tion, ig a prisoner, charged with em- 
bezzlement. The specific charge is 
$5000, but the ttal defalcation, it is 
said, is much larger. Meeker has for 
Jears been superintendent of the sal- 
vage corps, an adjue..-of the fre depart- 
ment, which is supported by the board 
of underwriters. 


The Twelfth Victim 

Boston, Dec. 26.—Edward Summer- 
ville, who was engineer of the schooner 
Frank A. Palmer, is dead from the ef- 
fect of his exposure. Physicians had 
hoped to pull him through, but his feet 
and hands were iu terrible shape. His 
death makes the 12th following the 
disaster. The other survivors are do- 
ing nicely, although Captain Potter of 
the Crary is suffering greatly from 
frozen feat. 


Boy Wanted to Die 

Lincoln, Neb., Dec. 26.—Adelbert FE. 
Lemon, the 10-year-old son af Rev. H. 
A. Lemon, shot himself and died shortly 
afterward. The boy was conscious for 
several hours after the shooting and 
said that the act was deliberate and 
premeditated. He told the doctors that 
he had bought Christmas presents, had 
had a good time and wanted to die. 


Shipwrecked Crew Rescued 

Victoria, B. C., Dec. 26.--The rescued 
captain and crew of the Ketch Mar- 
quise of Linlithgow have been brought 
to Launcester by a steamer which

AN ODD BOAT. 


That Is Driven by Water as 
Well as Through Water. 


Of course any boat, unless it happens 
to be an iceboat, a stoneboat or a gravy 
boat, may be called a water boat, but 
I am speaking of a boat driven by wa- 
ter as well as through water. Its 
principal parts are a tin pan and a 
tall lamp chimney. Close the small 
end of the chimney with a cork, into 
which a rubber, bent glass or lead tube 
is tightly fitted; prop the chimney up 
in the pan with the small tube project- 
ing over the rim, fill the chimney with 
water and set the chimney craft afloat. 

It will move with the ease and grace 
of a turtle, though not so fast, until 
all the water has run ovt. You can 
produce a better imitation of speed by 
using instead of the pan @ li

In fact, the boat is made not to go 
fast, but to illustrate a principle by 
going at all, and another example of 


the same principle is given by the wa- 
ter mill now to be described. 

The mill is made of the same lamp 
chimney or another, with corks or plugs 
in both ends. Instead of one water 
tube it has two, three, four or more, 
going out like the spokes of a wheel 
and bent at the end, all in the same di- 
rection. The chimney is set upright 
between two pivots, which press 
against the upper and lower plugs, and 
is filled with water through a hole in 
the upper plug, which also serves to 
admit air when the mill is turning. 
The only use of the top plug, in fact, 
is to give a point of support, and the 
vessel must be open to the air at the 
top. As the water flows out through 
the little tubes the mill turns in the 
opposite direction, and if there is not 
too much friction at the pivots it will 
soon be spinning rapidly. The water 
boat and the water mill are examples 
of what are called reaction machines. 
The principle they illustrate is that, 
generally speaking, you cannot move 
anything without moving something 
else in the opposite direct*én. 
of these cases as the water is forced 
out in the direction of the water tube 
the boat or the part of the wnill from 
which it flows is driven in the opposite 
direction. The recoil or “kick” of a 
gun is another illustration. At the in- 
stant of firing the gun moves back- 
ward, if it can, but if you are holding 
it against your shoulder you feel the 
reaction as a “kick,” and if the gun is 
heavily loaded you may move back- 
ward with great promptness.

Conciliatory Tone 


GREAT FAITH IN MILNER 


Says Struggle Between Dutch ana 
British For Supremacy Was Inevit- 
able and Asks That All Animosities 
of the Past Be Buried

The long speeches made by Mr. Chau- 
berlain in the course of the reception 
functions were notable for their strong 
tone of conciliation and as expressing 
his confidence in Lord Milner, British 
high commissioner in South Africa. 
Bearing in mlud, seemingly, the rumors 
that his visit would lead to the displace- 
ment of Lord Milner, Mr. Chamberlain 
feclared his belief that his visit wonld 
have the effect of strengthening the 
hands of Lord Milner, who, he hoped, 
would be as great in conciliation as he 
had been in the maintenance of the 
rights of the empire. 

Referring to the war, the colonial sec- 
retary said the Dutch and the British 
had fought in courageous rivalry. Be- } 
tween the two races, not kindred in! 
origin or nature, such a struggle for su 
premacy had been inevitable. From 
that struggle two proud and kindred 
races would in mutual respect, 
appreciating the present and lasting 
friendship. 

“Victor and vanquished,” said Mr.|} 
Chamberlain, “bravely played their 
parts. We scorned to glory in our 
triumph; the enemy need fear no hu 
Miliation in their defeat. Let us see, 
as Britons worthy of the name, that 
nothing be done to revive the animosi- 
ties of the past. We must give our new 
fellow subjects equality of position with 
ourselves. We ask, however, soie- 
thing in return; it is with them that the 
issue lies. We hold out our hand and 
ask them to take it without thought of 
the past, but frankly and in the spirit 

in which it is offered.” 

Mr. Chamberlain elaborated his 
theme with eloquence and was loudly 
cheered. He announced incidentally 
the acceptance of the Boers’ offer to 
fight in Somaliland.

VIOTIM OF A QUICK WITTED OLERK 


Two Newspaper Men Smoked Costly 
Cigars at Congressman’s Expense 
When He Called For “Two Fors.” 
Candigate For Speaker Had but a 
Nickel and Was Forced to Borrow 
Twenty Cents io Pay For the Treat.

One of the best stories told of Cannon, 
a hitherto unpublished one, was related 
the other night to a St. Louis Republic 
reporter by a well known newspaper 
man in Washington. 

“It was in the latter part of 1900, 
about the month of September, I think,” 
said he reminiscently, “that Mr. George 
C. Hench, now local manager of the As- 
sociated Press at St. Louis, drifted into 
the Grand Pacific hotel, at Chicago, one 
morning during one of the monthly po- 

' litical powwows which were held at 
that hostelry. He ran across Hiram D. 
Fargo, Washington 
the Chicago Evening Post, and the two 
newspaper men spent an hour chatting 
with the politicians gathered in the lob- 
by. 

“They had not been there long before 
they found Congressmen Cannon, Hop- 
kins and Lorimer engaged in a quiet 
conversation in a nook apart from the 
crowd. Fargo and Hench seized the 
opportunity to quiz Cannon on current

minutes the little group moved across 
the room with Congressman Lorimer, 
who was preparing to depart. 

‘Now, said Cannon, ‘there’s 
nothing more to tell you. I’ve said all 
I’m going to say today.’

tion to the two newspaper men to make 

their adieus, but they were not quick 
to accept it. Their little stroll brought 
! them to the cigar stand. Lorimer said 
goodby and went out. Then Congress- 
man Cannon, remarking that he be- 
lieved he would have a smoke, turned 
to Hopkins, who he well knew did not 
smoke, and invited him to have a cigar.

PROMISE OF BIG SENSA'TION 


When Facts In the Case Are Brought 
Out— Physicians Say She Had inti. 
mate Acquaintance With Drugs ana 
Their Action—Held In $10 000

day on a complaint charging her with 


administering poison to her mother, 


Mrs. Harley Richardsor, with intent to 
commit murder. She pleaded “not 
euilty” and at the request of the prose- 
cutipg officers the case was continued 
until 


Jan. 5, and the young woman's 


bail was placed at $10,900. In default | 
of sureties she was committed to the | 
Suffolk county juil, Boston. | 

Unless all signs fail this case is like-| 
ly to become one of the most sensational 
of any of its kind since the famous trial | 
of Mrs. Robinson, who was convicted 
of poisoning a Somerville family The | 
evidence on which a warrant was issued 
for the arrest of Miss Richardson was 
furnished to the potice by Dr. Euntee | 
M. Kinney, who had been the attending | 
physician to Mrs. Richardson. 

The Richardson family, consisting of 
Mrs. Harley Richardson, widow of 
William A. Richardson, formerly a well- 
known hotel preprietor of Littleton, N. 
H.; Miss Catherine V. Richardson, the 
prisoner, and a son nained Harry, came 
to Kevere early last September, having 


lived during the summer ut Nantasket. 
‘they have occupied the entire third 
floor of the Morrison House, whose land- 


lady is Mrs. Jeannette Morrison. The 
Richardsons have led an extremely 
quiet life, have made a few ae 


quaintances and have given every evi- 
dence of the highest respectability. 
Ever since their arrival in Revere all 
of the family have apparently been in 
poor health, and from time to time 
hearly all of the Revere physicians have 


been called to attend one or more of the 
family. The frequent changes of doc- 
tors in itself was the subject of much 
comment among other guests of the 
house. 


The circumstances which led up to 
the arrest of Miss Richardson began 
when Mrs. Kinney was called to attend 
the mother. Her first visit was made 
on Sept. 22, or shortly after the family 
arrived in town. She did not go there 
again until Dee. 12. According to her | 
story she then found Mrs. Richardson } 
ina state of collapse, all the symptoms | 
of which indicated arsenical poisoning. 

Mrs. Laird, a professional nurse, was} 
secured and remained about a week. | 
Dr. Kinney treated Mrs. Richardson for 
the poisoning symptoms and the patient } 
steadily improved until Dec. 18, when 
she again had a severe attack, with the 
former symptoms. When Dr. Kinney 
called on that date she examined the 
glasses of medicine she had left. The 
contents of one of them she anspected 


| 
from its smeil was not the medicine s 


placed therein. 

Dr. Kinney took a swallow from the 
glass and being convinced the contents 
had been changed threw away the bal- 
ance. This was about 11 a.m. Later 
in the day she says she had some symp- 
toms of distress, but in the middle of 
the night she was awakened by a vio- 
lent attack of palpitation of the heart, 
accompanied by heart burning, anguish 
in stomach and burning sensations in 
the throat and tongue. 

She at once recognized these symp- 
toms as those she had had severa! years 
ago, When she accidentally took an over- 
dose of a solution which is a commno 
medical preparation of arsenie. She 
then became convinced the case was one 
for police investigation. 

Dr. Kinney continued to treat Mrs. 
Richardson, and the patient, as before, 
immediately improved under the  ad- 
ministration of autidotes for arsenical 
poisoning. On Sunday the nurse left 
the case, and on 'Tuesday Miss Richard- 
son announced that the family would 
leaye town on Thursday. This fact 
was also made known to the police, and 
the warrant was secured. 

To other physicians who have met 
Miss Richardson, but who do not wish 
to be quoted, it is alleged the young lady 
has shown un intimate acquaintance 
with drugs and their action. Miss 
Richardson was herself ill with symp- 
toms of poisoning on Dec. 18, the date of 
Pr. Kinney’s attack. She told the doc- 
tor she had taken some medicine by ac- 
cident. Her sufferings were of a vio- 
lent nature. The doctor found her 
washing her stomach approved 
medical fashion, by drinking warm 
water and ejecting it by throat irrita- 
tion. She kept up this treatment 
heroically without assistance for sev- 
eral hours aud was greatly benefited. 

Miss Richardson is slender, light- 
complexioned, about years of age,

She controls all the labor on the Oregon 
Short Line, besides all the boarding 
trains and outfits on the same road, and 
furnishes numerous large contracting 
firms and railroads with men. 

In 1886 Mrs. Atwood had one small 
office in Denver, which was the nucleus

of her present extensive work, which 
has grown until it now includes her 
main office in Denver, with branch of- 
fices in Kansas City, Chicago, Ogden, 
Salt Lake City, Butte, Mont., and two 
in Omaha. 

Her work extends from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. She handles men not 
simply by carloads, but by trainloads, 
Imagine the unique feature of a wom- 
an having charge of a trainload of la- 
boring men, who has them so thorough- 
ly in hand that she never has any trou- 
ble with them! They never ask her 
unnecessary questions, but obey her or- 
ders implicitly and treat her with ut- 
most respect. 

Mrs. Atwood is assisted in her work 
by her daughter and says she is the 


‘only woman besides herself whom she 


has ever found who could take a train- 
load of laboring men from New York 
and land every one of them at his des- 
tination across the continent without 
having trouble in some manner on the 
way. 

It is no uncommon sight in Denver, 
Chicago and numerous other places to 
see Mrs. Atwood at the head of a large 
following of laboring men leading them 
to a station for transportation. 

She laughingly said, “It is no under- 
taking at all to handle man in the 
plural number, but in the singular he 
{s absolutely formidable.” 

Mrs. Atwood has a large force of 
men at Pocatello, Ida., where the rail- 
road is being built from Blackfoot to 
Mackey to open up the Thunder moun- 
tain mining district. 

When, in 1886, Mrs. Atwood found 
herself entirely thrown upon her own 
resources, with a baby girl, an aged fa- 
ther and mother and a large amount 
of debts upov her hands, and absolute- 
ly nothing to begin on, not even expe- 
rience in earning her daily bread, one

To Make the Ankle Supple. 

If you want your child to have sup- 
ple ankles, have her sit down five min- 
utes each day perfectly still. Take her 
foot, your left hand holding the ankle 
firm, and with the palm of your hand 
strike a few little blows on the bottom 
of her foot.

If they are found to stiffen at first, 
after very gently exercising them in 
this way for some days the stiffness 
should entirely depart and leave the 
muscles so pliable that no reasonable 
amount of turning will affect them. 
Dancing is a very good exercise for 
making the child supple in all its mus- 
cles as well as those of the ankle, and 
skating a little later will be found ben- 
efici provided it is indulged in mod- 
erately. Standing on one foot, hoiding 
the other off the ground and moving 
it up and down as far as it will go, is 
also a good exercise.

They 
know very little English, bot are learn- 
ing rapidly. 

The school building is somewhat 
primitive. There is one large room 
covered with a straw roof. The walls 
are made of bricks, covered with a 
kind of plaster. The windows are 
always open and have wooden, bars across 
them. ‘There are no glass windows in 
the village, and curtains wonld be a 
novelty. There are no doors—simply a 
door-way. The floor is covered with a 
mat of bamboo. For seats there are a 
few long benches, There are no pictures 
or blackboards. The teacher’s honse 
is like the school building, but of two 
stories. He lives ap stairs. All the 
houseLold furnitare which consists of 
three chairs and a table, was made on 
the grounds, of bamboo. The stove is 
a basket filled with dirt in which the 
cook (« native) builds tbe fire. The 
teachers wear white cotton clothes all 
the time, and sometimes the heat 
makes this breezy outfit a burden. 
The only white people are five miles 
away, and in the collection area few 
Americans, the only ones in the 
province of Alva, which is as large as

Everyone smokes, even the babies, 
Tobacco is very cheap since it grows in 
large quantities all over the island. The 
women have cigars two feet long, and 
smoke them all day. The first thing 
one is olfered on entering a native’s 
honse is a cigar, and then all the house- 
hold line up in a row, or squat down, 
and watch the visitor smoke it. The 
natives seldom use a chair, preferring 
to sit on the floor. In eating they u-e 
their fingers instead of knives and 
forks; and their diet includes rire, 
chickens, pigs, vegetables, the leaves 
of some trees and roots, rice being the 
chief article.

The feeling was aroused 
by the passage by the senate of the 
Morgan resolution which recognized the 
Cuban insurgents. A mob of several 
thousand persons gathered in front of 
the United States consulate in Barcelo- 
na and with shouts and execrations de- 
manded the destruction of the building 
and the death of the occupants. Consul 
General Bowen appeared at the en- 
trance and defied the mob, which dis- 
persed in a short time without harm- 
ing any one and doing little damage to 
the edifice.

GRAND TRUNK DISASTER 


Said to Have Been Due to 
Cancellation of an Order 


STORY OF OPERATOR CARSON 


Tends to Throw Responsibility on 
Train Dispatcher Kerr, Who, How- 
ever, ls Defended by Division Super- 
intendent—Twenty-Eight Killed 


Loudon, Ont., Dee. 20.—There were 
no deaths yesterday among the persons 
injured in Friday night's collision at 
Waustead, in which 28 persons lost 
their lives. While several of the in- 
jured are still in a serious condition it 


is expected that all will recover. 
Andrew Carson, the operator at Wat- 
ford, the first station east of the wreck, 
whose failure to deliver orders to Con- 
ductor McAuliffe of the Pacific express 
to pass the freight at Wanstead is said 
by the Grand Trunk officials to have 
caused the wreck, yesterday made to 
The Associated Press his first statement 
since the wreck. He says he received 
the order for No. 5, the express, to pass 
the freight at Wanstead at 9:45 o'clock, 
but declares positively that a few min- 
utes later Dispatcher J. G. Kerr, at 
London, called him and ordered him to 
“bust,” or cancel, the order. He said: 
“About 9:34, after calling Wyoming 
and ascertaining that the freight was 
there, the dispatcher called me rapidly 
a half dozen times. When I answered 
on the wire, he told me to ‘bust’ this 
order. I wrote ‘bust it’ across the order 
just as the express was coming in. 
Conductor McAuliffe came in and asked 
me what the order board was out 
against him for. 1 told him that we had 
an order for him, but the dispatcher 
had ‘busted’ it. He asked me to hurry 
and write him a clearance order, which 
I did. After the train had started ont 
of my reach, the dispatcher learned that 
the freight had left Wyoming. I told 
him I could not stop No. 5, as it had 
left. He immediately began calling 
Kingscourt Junction, the station be- 
tween Watford and Wanstead, on the 
railroad wire, and I tried to raise them 
on a commercial wire. We both 
failed to do this, however, until after 
the express had passed the junction.” 
Carson admitted that he knew it was 
against the rules of the company to 
cancel a train order without sending a 
substitute for it, but said that the dis- 
patcher was his superior officer ana he 
disliked to question his order or dispute 
his authority to take this action. Dis- 


 patcher Kerr's order book in the local 
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Grand Trunk office does not show that 
the order was “busted,” or cancelled, 
as Carson claims. According to the 
book it was still in force and should 
have been delivered to the conductor of 
the express. Kerr has not made any 
statement even to the railroad officials 
und wil! not until he takes the stand at 
the inquest. 

Division Superintendent Jones of 
Toronto suys that the rule against 
“busting” train orders is the strictest in 
the company’s code. “I do not believe,” 
he said, “that it has been violated since 
the standard dispatching rules went into 
effect. Dispatcher Kerr is one of the 
best and most efficient dispatchers in 
our service. He is the operator who 
accompanied the train bearing the Duke 
and Duchess of York on the royal tour 
of Canada a year ago. I have every 
confidence in him.” 

Other Grand Trunk officials who were 
presont also expressed their confidence 
in Kerr. Coroner Harvey will begin the 
inquest at Wyoming today. 

Of the patients in the Victoria hos- 
pital John Bird and Dr. C. Harvey, 
lecturer on anatomy at the University 
of Chicago, are among the most se- 
riously injured. Dr. Harvey, who was 
one of the last persons dug out of the 
telescoped coach, is suffering from ex- 
posure in addition to bis wounds. 

The possibility of pneumonia develop- 
ing among the injured asa result of their 
exposnre while pinned in the wreck is 
feared by the surgeons. Several of 
them show some symptoms of the dis- 


ease.

Tangier, Morocco, Dec. 29.—On Dec 
22, 10,000 Shereetian troops, commanded 
by a brether of the sultan’s minister o! 
war, received orders to concentrate and 
take the offensive against the pretender 
at Taza. Refore the Sheeferians 


ineved upon him the pretender attacked 
them with large bodies of cavalry. The 
jinperial army was surrounded, com- 
pletely routed and fled in disorder 
toward Fez, abaudoning all material of 
war. The first fugitives arrived at Fea 
on the morning of Dec. 24. 

The gates of Fez are at present shut, 
shops are closed and the population is 
excited, but there has been no disorer. 
The European colony of Fez, numbering 
about 20 persons, is taking no steps to 
leave the town, although the situation 
is regurded as serious. It is said that 
the pretender’s followers have re 
ceived numerous additions since bis 
sticcesses and he is already negotiating 
with the tribes of the Wedmaweh 
valley. 

The population of Fez is said to be 
generally hostile to the sultan and 
ready to acclaim any pretender who will 
guarantee the town from pillage. 

No details of the imperia! losses have 
yet been received here, but it fs ru- 
mored that 2000 of the sultan’s soldiers 
were killed or wounded. The au- 
thorities here are trying to minimize the 
disaster. It is declared that a section 
of the imperial troops sent as_ rein- 
forcements deserted to the rebels and 
aided in driving the loyal troops back 
to Fez. 


London, Dec. 29.—In a dispateh from 
Fez, the correspondent of The Times 
says he believes the situation to he 
critical, “I have reasons to doubt tha 
loyalty of the inhabitants of Fez,” says 
the correspondent. “Both the govern- 
meut and the Europeans here ridicule 
wy apprehensions of an acute crisisard 
my estimute of the pretender’s strength. 
I am leaving Fez immediately.” 

The Times publishes also a dispatch 
from Tangier, dated Dec. 27, in which 
the correspondeut says: 

“I got away from Fez just in time. 
I arrived here this morning with the 
first news of the disaster. The rebels 
are reported to be marching ou Fez, 
which is incapable of defense for more 
than a few days owing to its position, 
the absolute lack of a supply of pro- 
visions and the ruinous state of the 
town walls. The population. will re- 
main loyal only as long as the sultan 
can protect and feed them. <A few days 
of siege means starvation. The sultan 
may attempt to escape, but in that care 
Fez will acknowledge the pretenders. 

“The sultan’s troops were disastrously 
routed; the remnant fled to Fez, ahan- 
coning everything, artillery, teuts, 
rides, ammunition, money and steres. 
Practically. the whole army was routed, 
as comparatively very few troops were 
left in Fez. The road from Fes to 
Tangier is open and safe at present, but 
the pretender’s prestige will receive an 
enormous stimulus and loyal tribes will 
join his cause. If the sultan escapes 


BUT TWO COURSES 


isest One Being Pureuea Ia Deal- 
ing With Cattle Disease 
Boston, Dec. 29.—Dr. D. B. Salmon, 
chief of the United States bureau of ani- 
mal industry, has issued a statement 
regarding the prosecution of the work 


of exterminating the foot and mouth 
disease and especially in answer to the 
efforts of “certain persons who have 
systematically tried to work up a senti- 
meut against the killing of the herds 
affected.” He says: 

“We are obliged to face the fact that 
there are only two courses to pursue. 
Either the diseased animals mugt alt 
be killed off and the contagion stamped 
out immediately, thus relieving the 
state quarantine restrictions at the 
earliest possible moment, or we must 
sit down and watch the disease and try 
to prevent its spreading by quarantine. 

“How long the quarantine would be 
prolonged in that case and how much 
the disease would spread cannot be pos- 
sibly foretold. It is certain, however, 
that everything which delays the opera- 
tions of killing and disinfection will 
prolong the quarantine just to the ex: 
tent that such work is delayed, and the 
$100,000 a day loss, more or less. to the 
state, will continue for a correspond- 
ingly longer period. 

“Up to the present time, 1390 head of 
cattle have been slaughtered in Massa- 
chusetts, and if the work goes on as it 
should with continued co-operation frem 
the state officials and with a friendly 
public sentiment, all of the known in- 
fected herds should be killed and die 
posed of within the next week or 16 
days. There is avery reason to believe 
that this will be accomplished.”

The Lawrence and Macdonough 
to be Speeded Friday. 


Considerable interest is being mani- 
fested in the coming trials of the U. S. 
torpedo boat destroyers Lawrence and 
Macdonough, which will have their 
government tests on Jan. 2, says the 
Globe. Both of these boats were built 
at the works of the Fore River shipand 
engine company. 

The Lawrence and Macdonough are 
sister shipsand were built from designs 
submitted by the builders. To be ac- 
cepted by the government the boats 
will have to make a speed equal to 28 
knots an hour, this speed to be main- 
tained for an hour. The Lawrence has 
already done this. In addition to the 
speed test, the boats will have an en- 
durance test, which calls for a 26-knot 
speed to be maintained for two consecu- 
tive hours. 

The Macdonough has never had an 
official trial yet, although she has been 
out on several builders’ trips. It has 
been reported, unofficially, that she 
made 29 knots on one of her builders’ 
trials. It is said that on the day when 
the Macdonough will have her speed 
test the Lawrence will have her endur- 
ance trial. These trips will be made 
off Provincetown, in Massachusetts bay. 

The boats have been ready for some 
time, awaiting their final trials, and 
‘the only thing that has prevented their 
final runs before this has been the non- 
arrival of the trial board from Wash- 
ington. The sight of these two boats, 
going at such a tremendous rate of 
speed, would be well worth witnessing. 

The Lawrence was named after Capt. 
James Lawrence, whose ship, the 
Chesapeake, was defeated by the British 
ship Shannon during the war of 1812. 
The fight has been made memorable 
by Capt. Lawrence’s dying words, 
\‘‘Don’t give up the ship!’ The 
‘Lawrence will have her trials in prac- 
tically the same waters where the man 
for whom she was named fell, fatally

nocent cause of his affliction. 

My worst fears were realized. I dared 
not look at Thackeray. I felt that his 
eye was upon me. My distress may be 
imagined when I saw him rise, quite 
deliberately, and make his exit very 
noiselessly into a small anteroom ad- 
joining. The apartment was dimly 
lighted, but he knew that I knew he 
was there. 

Then began a series of pantomimic 
feats impossible to describe. He threw 
an imaginary person—myself, of course 
—upon the floor and proceeded to stab 
him several times with a paper folder, 
which he caught up for the purpose. 

After disposing of his victim in this 
way he was not satisfied, for the dull 
lecture still went on in the other room, 
so he fired an imaginary revolver sev- 
eral times at an imaginary head. 

The whole thing was inimitably done.

Years afterward a ponderous, fat wit- 
ted young man put the question square- 
ly to me:

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RESERVATION OF YOUTH. A Rac e 


Pp 
Scientists May Avert Inroads Made 

by Advancing Years. 

In an article on “The Newest Concep- 
tions of Life” in Harper’s Magazine 
Carl Snyder intimates a belief that re- 
cent scientific discoveries will lead to 
others by which youth may be pro- 
longed. Here is his argument for the 
belief: 


There is.one phase of the problem that 
seems nearer to our day and time. That 
is the realization of Ponce de Leon's 
quest of prolonged youth. Arrest of 
growth, the stunted plant, the deformed 
or undeveloped child, the idiot, the crip- 
ple, the prematurely senile—are these not 
too familiar to our daily view? Yet why 
should the mechanism of nature, so seem- 
ing sure, turning out a thousand perfect 
specimens, slip so sadly with the thou- 
sand and first? We know in part and can 
in part control. An impoverished soil, 
consumptive or otherwise diseased tissue, 


lack of sunlight and air—these are the 
producers of the physically, mentally and 
morally maimed. With narcotics and pol- 
sons we may stop development, whether 
it be that of a plant or a child. 

But what muy be arrested may per- 
chance be Iinflucnced in other ways. We 
have seen how the whole drift of present 


day physiology is to reduce life to the 
connected and concerted play of the fer- 
ments. The identity of the two processes 
holds in most unexpected ways. Heat 
and cold, chloroform, the poisons, the 
toxins secreted by the virulent microbes 
even, act upon the test tube fermenta- 
tions of the laboratory in precisely the 
same way as upon the living organism. 
Even the curious fermentlike solutions 
of fine platinum and gold may be “poi- 
soned,”’ ‘‘chloroformed” or ‘killed,’ as if 
they were alive. What is disease, malac- 
tion and death for the one is the same 
for the other. 

It seems to be clear, too, that the con- 
dition of growth, whether of a grain of 
wheat or the germ of a man, ts the pro- 
duction or appearance of distinct en- 
zymes—ferments—at each stage. Cessa- 
tion of growth must mean the disappear- 
ance or lapse in activity of these special 
enzymes. What we call growing old 
seems merely a series of destructive fer- 
mentations. It is probable that these are 
present from the beginning; that through- 
out all life there is a struggle, so to speak, 
between the two; that in some sense, as 
Professor Loeb once remarked, death is a 
physical agent, the material antithesis of 
life. 

If the action of the malt enzyme upon 
starch is reversible, so is that of the fer- 
ments which convert the active tissue, 
the living protoplasm, into the relatively 
dead fatty or connective or cartilage or 
bone tissue, the characteristic, as the 
great Russian biologist Metchnikoff has 
shown, of advancing years. As the dils- 
covery of the constructive ferments gave 
at least a clew to a complete account of 
the whole life process, so to those who 
have closely and reflectively followed the 
development of biochemistry the discov- 


| ery of reversibility in fermentation may 


in time disclose the reversibility of the 
life process—the more concrete phrase, 
the arrest of death, the prevention of old 
age, the preservation of youth. 


FUSSINESS. 


Medical Press Has Elevated This 
Into a Disease. 

The medical press has conferred no 
small boon’on many sufferers by in- 
venting a Greek or pseudo Greek term 
for their otherwise democratic com- 
plaints. The latest of these inventions 
is now recorded. The disease is fussl- 
ness, and the medical name, according 
to the London Graphic, is mysophobia. 

The mysophobe is he who when seat- 
ed by his table lifts his glass to see if 
it is fingered, and if he detects a 
smudge uses his napkin to dispose of 
it. In short, mysophobia is the exag- 
geration of that respect for cleanliness 
which convinced Svengali of the mad- 
ness of Englishmen when he surprised 
the Laird in his matutinal tub. 

The lady in the play who seized on 
every one’s watch chain and began 
rubbing it with chamois leather was a 
mysophobe, and the irritating man who 
begs your pardon and picks some mi- 
eroscopic piece of fluff from your sleeve 
is another. The servant, though most 
would benefit by inoculation with the 
disease, who insists on dusting papers 
is another, and the disease is widely 
prevalent among all housekeepers in 
the spring. It is nice to know at last 
just what to call it, but the medical 
press is more inclined to suggest scien- 
tific names than remedies. 


A Cure For Seasickness, 

Dr. E. Castelli of Washington calls 
attention to this communication con- 
cerning seasickness which has been re- 
ceived from the Italian ambassador to 
the United States: 

“My Dear Dr. Castelli—Knowing that 
you are interested in the treatment of 
seasickness, I take pleasure in giving 
you my personal observations on the 
subject. After having found by expe- 
rience that the only way not to suffer 
from seasickness was to lie in a hori- 
zontal position, I happened to notice 
that fixing my eyes upon a mirror while 
dressing, even when the sea was 
stormy, was sufficient to relieve the un- 
pleasant sensations of seasickness. 
During my last ocean trip I tried this 
accidentally discovered remedy and al- 
ways with good results. Take into 
consideration my observation and make 
it yours if you think it may be of bene- 
fit to science.” 


Novel Weather Warnings. 

It is proposed to use electric light 
signals at night and flags by day to 
warn the fruit growers of the Santa 
Clara valley as to the approaching 
weather conditions. Professor A. G. 
Adie of the weather bureau at San 
Francisco has suggested that during 
the months of February, March and 
April the orchardists be warned by 
colored lights of the approach of frosts, 
which would enable them to smudge 
by burning oil, etc. An electric tower 
220 feet in height, located in San Jose, 
Cal, can be seen over the greater part 
of the county. 


Solicum. 

A Copenhagen chemist has succeed- 
ed in producing a material called “soli- 
cum,” which possesses qualities which 
will render it of the greatest impor- 
tance to the caoutchouc industry. It 
is derived, it seems, from asphalt and 
can be used for the manufacture of 
linoleum, rubbers, insulators, etc. It 
is also claimed that it makes an abso- 
lutely waterproof paint in all colors.

To Complete Basis For Ful? 
Hearing Before The Hague 


GERMANY RELAXES CLAIM 


Will Not Press For Immediate Pay- 
ment—Venzuela Willig to Make 
Any Concession and Expresses In- 


tention to Pay All Her Debis 


Washington, Dec. 29.—The Vene- 
zuelan government is now in possession 
of the complete notes of Great Britain 
and Germany containing the various 
reseryatious made by those govern- 
ments before the decision was reached 
that the issues between Venezuela and 
the European governments having 
claims agalnst her should be referred 
to The Hague tribunal for arbitration. 
The United States, having acted as an 
intermediary in the steps leading up to 
the acceptance of arbitration, now 
turus over to the Venezuelan govern- 
ment the formal work of completing 
the basis for a full hearing before The 
Hague court. The notes were trans- 
mitted to the Venezuelan government 
through United Stutes Minister Bowen 
at Caracas. 

There are no new features in the sit- 
uation here. Officials are hopeful that 
the governments interested will work 
harmoniously and conscientiously to 
reach an early and final settlement of 
the trouble. It is certain this govern- 
ment will use every effort to have the 
blockade called off, pending considera- 
tion of the questions at issue by The 
Hague tribunal, for the double reason 
that its continuance is always a menace 
to peace and order and because of the 
harmful effects on American shipping 
to Venezuelan ports. Just what the 
allied governments have determined up- 
on in that regard it is difficult to saz, 
as Secretary Hay uniformly has re- 
fused to make public their reservations 
end demands as a preliminary to arb: 
tration, feeling that such information 
should come from the governments 
themselves. 


Anxious For Speedy Settlement 

Caracas, Dec. 29.—United States 
Minister Bowen and Lopez Baralt, 
Venezuelan miuister of foreign affairs, 
beld a long conference Saturday night. 
Mr. Bowen, obeying instructions from 
Washington, conveyed to Senor Baralt 
President Roosevelt's refusal to act as 
arbitrator in the Venezuelan difficulty. 
He recommended that the matter be 
taken to the international peace court 
at The Hague, which had been ex- 
pressly organized to consider questions 
in which the bonor of a country or the 
disposition of territory were not con- 
cerned. He suggested the organization 
of a commission to sit in Washington, 
the allied powers to be represented on 
this commission by their ambassadors 
to the United States, and Venezuela by 
n delegate, and the commission to sign 
2 document setting forth the matters to 
be decided at @Me Hague court. Mr. 
Bowen said also that Germany wouid 
not press for an immediate payment 
and that she had agreed to accept a 
guarantee based on a percentage of the 
customs receipts. 

As a result of this conference Senor 
Baralt telegraphed President Castro to 
return from La Victoria. ‘The president 
will reach here today and Venezuela’s 
answer to the foregoing proposal will 
be given then. It is understood that 
Venezuela will make any concession, 
eveu abandoning her demand that ber 
navy be returned. Through the Vene- 
zuelan delegate to the commission the 
Venezuelan government will ask that 
the blockade be lifted at once. Senor 
BRaralt has expressed the’ desire that 
Mr. Bowen represent Venezuela on the 
comission. If Mr. Bowen cannot ac- 
cept the post it is suggested in official 
circles that it be given to W. W. Rus- 
sell, secretary to the American legation. 

Senor Baralt prepared the following 
statement for The Associated Press: 

“Venezuela agrees to pay all inet 
debts, the payments to be guaranteed 
by a certain percentage of the customs 
receipts or by the flotation of a special 
loan, also to be guaranteed. I believe 
the proposal to submit the issues te The 
Hague will be acceptable to President 
Castro. I xm sorry that President 
Roosevelt was unable to act as arbitra- 
tor.” ‘ 


Fresh Outbreak of Revolution 

Willemstad, Dec. 29.—The Vene- 
zuelan revolutionists have resumed ac- 
tive hostilities against President Castro. 
There occurred on Saturday a lively 
engagement between 1200 revolution- 
ists under General Riera and govern- 
ment forces at Cauyarao, in the vicinity 
of Coro.

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SECOND DEGR=s MURDER 


Bitz-r Pleads Guilty ana Is Sent to 
Prison For Life 

Greenfiela, Mass., Dec. 29.—At the 
opening of the superior court today, 
Louis Bitzer retracted his plead of not 
guilty and pleaded guilty, in the second 
degree, to the murder on Dec. 31, 1901, 
of bis clerk, Ida Colombe, and his son, 
Louis M. Bitzer, at Turners Falls. The 
government accepted his plea, and Bit- 
zer was sent to state prison for life. 

Yhe government officers held that it 
would not have been possible to obtain 
conviction for murder in the first de- 
gree. Irederick L. Greene, counsel fer 

titzer, said that if his client had been 
acquitted on the charge of murdering 
Miss Colombe he would have been 
declared insane on the charge of murder- 
ing his son. In that case, Bitzer would 
lave been sent to the prison for the 
criminally insane at Bridgewater. 
With a dual murder, it was impossible 
to escape from both, and Bitzer pre- 
ferred going to state prison rather than 
to Rridgewater. Under the statutes, it 
is easier to obtain a pardon from the 
state prison than from the prison for 
insane at Bridgewater. 

It is generally believed that the shoot- 
ing of the clerk was accidental, and 
that then Bitzer became frenzied, and 
attempted to take the lives of the four 
inembers of his family. 


Incident of Thirty Years’ War 

Brussels, Dec. 29.—The Dutch goy- 
ernment has received a telegram from 
Batavia, Dutch East Indies, announe- 
ing the capture of the sultan’s family 
in the mountains of Achin, Sumatra, 
where it had taken refuge. 

The colonial troops of the Nether- 
lands have been at war with the Achin- 
ese for almost 30 years. The troubie 
arose from the fact that the Sultan of 
the Achinese refused to recognize the 
suzerainty of the Netherlands. The 
sultan was recently reported as being 
killed. Achinese is in the northern part 
of Sumatra. 


Drank Poisoned Wine 

Chicago, Tree. 29.—Poisoned, it is 
charged, by sneans of a bottle of wine 
given as a Christmas present, Richard 
Cummings, 50 years of age, died yes- 
terday at the home of Mrs. Lizzie 
Shanahan, where he was_ boarding. 
William Moniak, his wife, Theresa 
Moniak, and their 14-year-old daughter, 
Mary, are under arrest, on suspicion of 
having poisoned Cummings. A bitter 
quarrel is said to have taken place be- 
tween Cummings and Mrs. Shana- 
han on one side and the Moniaks on the 
other. 


Prelates In Elevator Accident 

Pittsburg, Dec. 29.—While Cardinal 
Gibbons, Archbishop Ryan and other 
leading churchmen were descending in 
an eleyator at the Hotel Schenly Sat- 
urday night to meet Pittsburg citi- 
zens the cage gave way and dropped 
20 feet. None of the occupants was 
injured, but great excitement pre- 
vailed. Tbe concussion broke the light- 
ing pipes at the bottom of the shaft 
gnd for a time the reception proceedel 
with each guest holding a lighted candle. 


Death of Fremont’s Widow 

Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. 29.—Mrs. 
Jessie Benton Fremont, widow of Gen- 
eral Fremont, died Saturday night at 
her home in this city, aged 78. For 
the pust three years the widow of the 
“Pathfinder” had been extremely 
feeble as a result of a fall. Mrs. Fre- 
mont was the daughter of Thomas H. 
Benton, for 80 years a United States 
senator.

CONCESSIONS 10 CUBA 


Will Not Be Made Without 
Opposition From Senators 


A DEMAND FRUM GERMANY 


May Be Expected For Favors Similar 
to Those accorded Cuba—President 
Sees No Assault on Tariff System 


In Ratification of Measure 


Washington, Dec. 30.—Considerable 
Opposition is developing to the ratifica- 
tion of the Cuban reciprocity treaty 
how pending in the senate. It is Lot 
taking quite the form that the opposi- 
tion to the Cuban legislation took last 
spring, but it is sufficient in substance to 
give concern to the friends of the treaty. 

From time to time, as opportunity of- 
fers, the president is discussing the 
Inatter with senators, particularly those 
who are known to have objected to the 
enactment of legislation extending 
tariff concessions to the Cuba» republic. 
Several weeks ago it appeared that the 
treaty, when presented to the senate, 
would be ratified without difficulty: but 
some senators now are taking as strong 
ground against it as they took against 
the legislation proposed at the last ses- 
sion of congress. 

‘These senators are of two classes— 
those who are opposed on principle to 
any tariff tinkering and those who 
represent states whose products may 
be affected by the concessions extended 
to Cuba by the pending treaty. 

Senators of the first class might be 
induced to support the treaty, inns- 
much as it does not involve, in’ their 
view, an attack on the system of pro- 
tection, were it not for their appre- 
hension that the ratification of the Cu- 
ban treaty may lead to a demand trom 
other countries that they, too, be ac- 
corded special tariff concessions by the 
United States. 

It has been indicated to the president 
that in the event of the ratification of 
the Cuban treaty a demand may be ex- 
pected from Germany within 30 days 
for concessions similar to those ac- 
corded Cuba. The most distinct de- 
sire of the German emperor, it is pointed 
out, is for the extension of the foreign 
commerce of his empire. He, of course, 
regards Cuba as a nation foreign to the 
United States. If tariff concessions are 
granted to Cuba, Germany, under the 


+ most favored nation clause, will re- 


quest that she be given similar conces- 
sions. That request may take the form 
almost of a demand. If it be not 
granted, the fear is expressed that Ger- 
many may initiate legislation that will 
be inimical to the industrial develop- 
ment of this country so far as Germany 
is concerned, even if it should not cur- 
tail American commerce already es- 
tablished in Germany and its posscs- 
sions. 

The same argument is applied to other 
countries, Germany being used simply 
as an example of what may be expected 
of all of the great foreign nations with 
which the United States has extensive 
commercial relations. 

‘The president had an hour's coiifer- 
ence yesterday with Senator Seoit of 
West Virginia, during which they dis- 
cussed the reciprocity question in all 
its phases. Senator Scott is offering 
no captious opposition to the Cuban 
treaty, but he is particularly desirous 
that nothing should be done that in the 
end might result in any recession on 
the part of the United States froin its 
present tariff policy. 

The president, it is understood, be 
lieves that the pending treaty with C aie 
will be ratified. He desires that it 
should be ratified as promptly as pos- 
sible and with as little friction as may 
be. He sees in the proposed ratification 
no possible assault on the tariff sys- 
tem of this country and believes that 
it would be simply the redemption of a 
promise, direct or implied, made tn the 
Cuban people when they were in the 
throes of the organization of their gov- 
ernment. In this view the president {sz 
supported by a large majority of the Re- 
publican senators. Whiie some trouble 
is anticipated in effecting the ratifiea- 
tion of the treaty, it is believed gen- 
erally that ratification will not be de- 
layed seriously.

“PIECE OF IMPUDENCE” 


Monroe Dectrine Characterized 
by Ce:man Geueral 


AMERICAN 


SELF-ESTEEM 


Increased Through Our War With 
Spain—Waxes Wroth Over “Cour- 
tesies” Shown Us by Germany and 
Would Have Blockade Stand 


Berlin, Dec. 30.—The German gov- 
ernment is completely silent as to when 
the Venezuelan blockade will be raised, 
or whether it will be raised at a!l until 
every question concerning arbitration 
is settled. The acceptance of arbitra- 
tion after the blockade was begun is 
certainly not received wiih 
favor in Germany. 

General Von Boguslawski, one of 


the foremost military writers, has con- 
tributed to The Tagliche Rundschau his 
views of the Monroe doctrine. Tle 
argues that the withdrawal of the dlock- 
ade at this stage would show stugular 
weakness. After alluding to the late 
Prince Bismarck’s expression that the 
Mouroe doctrine was “a great plece of 
impudence,” the general says: 

“That was a true word. America is 
divided into many states. In varieties 
of race and language she is hardly sec- 
end to Europe. How can one state as- 
sert that it has right of interference 
and protectiou over an entire continent 
ond that it will tolerate only under cer- 
tain conditions any action, however 
just, of European nations agalust an 
American state? A further question 
is how it happens that this doctrine. set 
up 80 years ago by an American states- 
man, has been able to justify itself in 
fact, with absolutely no justification in 
the law of nations? When the United 
States feels herself threatened through 
any occupation of territory of contse it 
hus the right, like any other nation, 
to raise a protest, and if necessary em- 
ploy force. But there® must be no talk 
of even an apparent recognitior of the 
Monroe doctrine as an international law 
principle on the part of European na- 
tions. If the latter act otherwise they 
will soon feel the thumbscrew which 
they put on thereby. 

“Through the war against ill-equip- 
ped Spain American self-importance bus 
been infinitely increased, aften sbowing 
a diseased character. The courtesies 
shown America by Germany have 
Daturally not diminished that self-es- 
teen. How little success excessive 
courtesy has is again shown here. Cer- 
tainly the allies cannot be blamed for 
sparing the United States sensitive- 
ness to the greatest extreme; and. in 
seeking an agreement therewith re- 
garding the action against Venezuela, 
the allies not only did so, but even 
went to the length of offering President 
Roosevelt the arbitratorship after be- 
ginning military action. He refused, 
and indeed for the reason that the 
justice of the case of the allies was so 
self evident that his decision could only 
have been unfavorable to Venezuela, 
thereby damaging the United States’ 
popularity with the other nations of 
that hemisphere. 

“Now that warlike action has begun, 
no thumbscrews can be tolerated as to 
how far that action taken will exteud. 
Giving the United States binding prom- 
ises would divest the action 1 efore- 
band of lasting effects. If the United 
States raises serious objections aguiust 
this she would have to determine what 
means are at her disposal to give 
validity to her objection. President 
Castro's demand that the powers ralse 
the blockade and return the captured 
vessels must meet with a decisive veto. 
Otherwise we shall havea repetition of 
the disgrace of Olmuetzatza.”

The German merchants of Caracas, 
it is asserted by the correspondent, say 
they are ready to advance President 
Castro the money to meet the demands 
of Germany, “although they know the 
president is able to pay himself.”

Von Holleben, who has been in New 
York for some weeks past. called at 
the state department yesterday and 
talked with Secretary Hay on the Vene- 
zuelan situation. The ambassador 
was unable to throw additional! light on 
the subject, having received no advices 
from Berlin. He will remain in Wash- 
ington the remainder of the winter and 
will assume charge of the negotiations.

EXPENSIVE WORK 


Suppression of Cattle Plague Has Cest_ 
Over Half a Million 

Boston, Dec. 30.—Dr. Salmon of the 

bureau of animal industry, who has 

charge of the work of stamping out the 

foot and mouth disease, reports to the 


department of agriculture that it is now 
practically under control in New Eng- 
land. The work was seriously impeded 
by the recent cold wave, the tempera- 
ture having no effect in abating the dis- 
ease, whereas the storms and snow have 
retarded the operations of the inspectors 
in burying the cattle which they have 
been slaughtering at the rate of about 
150 a day, and in disinfecting the cars 
and barns which they have oceupled. 

The average value of the animals de- 
atroyed to date has been $33. The gov- 
ernment pays the owuers three-fourths 
of the estimated value of cattle con- 
demned and killed. 

The cost of suppressing the plague is 
computed at more than $500,000. 


Injunction Covers Long Period 
Hartford, Dec. 30.—Judge Platt filed 
a decree yesterday in the matter of the 
Fisheries Company of New Jersey 
against James Lennan and Louis P. 
Allyn, ordering that the defendants be 
enjoined for the period of 20 years from 
Novy. 26, 1897, from being interested In 
or connected with any business, other 
than that to be conducted by the com- 
plainant in catching upon, along or off 
the Atlantic seaboard, menladen, her- 
ring or other fish used in the manu- 
facture of oil or scrap.

The 
railroad officials immediately made up 
a@ special train, got a clear track, and 
reached Boston within half an hour 
after the accident, but Palmer died just 
before reaching a hospital.

Dedham, Mass., Dec. 30.—A Jury last 
night cleared Charles A. Mawn of a 
charge of manslaughter, but were un- 
able to reach a decision on similar 
charges agaiust Frank M. Galucis and 
Frank T. Cullen. All three men were 
tried for causing the death of Michael 
Duffy in June of last year. The gov- 
ernment attempted to prove that J>uf- 
fy was so severely kicked that he died 
from bis wounds.

Littleton, Mass., Dec. 80.—The search 
for 8.

Race Between Private Company 
and Government on Battleships. 


Within a short time, says a Wash- 
ington dispatch to the Transcript, the 
shipbuilding contest between the Navy 
Department, which is to construct at 
the Brooklyn ‘Navy Yard the battleship 
Connecticut, and the Newport News 
Shipbuilding Company which is to 
build the sister ship, Louisiana, will 
begin. Within two months the keel of 
the Connecticut will be laid in the 
Brooklyn yard and an average of 400 
men wil] be kept employed constantly 
on ber until she is completed. The 
Newport News Company will start 
about the same time on the Louisiana 
on which it will be able to place from 
1000 to 2500 men. A minute account 
will be kept of the money, expended, 
the time required and the labor em- 
ployed in the building of the two ships 
in order that certain questions constant- 
ly raised by labor unions and nayal ex- 
perts may be finally settled. 

It has been stated repeatedly, for ex- 
ample, that the Governmert could not 
construct its own warships as rapidly 
and cheaply as private contractors, 
owing to the restrictions which labor 
throws about Government work. On 
the other hand, it has been declared as 
often, that although the Government 
yards are handicapped by shorter hours 
and higher wages, the employes of the 
Government yard cau accomplish more 
in their eight hours’ work per diem 
than an equal number of men in private 
shipyards working ten hours a day.

was a popular young woman, and 
proved to be a loving and devoted 


daughter to her mother during the lat- 
ter’s illness, which ended in her death 
last July. 


Louise, up to the end of the school 


term in last June, was an assistant 
teacher in the Cranch, John Hancock 
and Coddington schools. It is under- 


stood that she could have had a_posi- 
tion as teacher in the Coddington 
school at the opening of the term in 
September and another offer was made 
her by the superintendent of the Wor- 


cester schools. 


Miss Cook is about 25 years old, 
somewhat short in stature, with black 
flashing eyes and raven hair. She

to Have Jurisdiction. 


The Fore River Ship & Engine Co. 
have today filed with the Massachusetts 
Highway Commission a petition asking 
for a permit to construct the proposed 
freightrailway across Quincy avenue, 
which recently became a State highway. 

Relating to the maintenance of State 
Highways, Section 11, of Chapter 47 of 
the Revised Laws provides that 

‘*Said Highway Commission shall 
keep all State highways reasonably 
clear of brush, shall cause suitable shade 
trees to be planted thereon if practi- 
cable, and may establish and maintain 
watering troughs upon said highways. 
No opening shall be made in any such 
highway nor shall any structure be 
placed thereon, nor shall any structure 
which has been placed thereon be 
changed or renewed, except in accor- 
dance with a permit from the commis- 
sion, which shall exercise complete and 
permanent control over such bighways.’’ 

Section 13 relates to injuries sustained 
by persons travelling over State high- 
ways, the Commonwealth being liable 
for the same, 

From the reading of the above, it 
would appear that the City of Quincy 
has no jurisdiction over the main- 
tenance, permanent repairs, or change 
of grade of State highways; but it lies 
in the State Highway Commission.

In 
Algeria or Morocco—feudal ¢ountries— 
the title they give to saints is sidi, 
which signifies lord, which is also the 
title there of military and _ political 
chiefs. In central Asia they give to 
those canonized persons whom they re- 
spect most, as to the prophet Daniel, 
the title of khodja, which means in 
Arabie writer or lettered.

Making Marble Out of Chalk. 

In nature marble is made out of 
chalk by water which percolates 
through the chalky deposits, dissolves 
the chalk particle by parties and 
crystallizes it, mountain pressure solid- 
ifying it. It has been found that simi- 
lar results may be accomplished by 
chemical means. First slices of chalk 
are dipped in a color bath, staining 
them with tints that will imitate any 
kind of marble known. For this pur- 
pose the same mineral stains are used 
2s are employed in nature. For exam- 
ple, to produce counterfeit “verde an- 
tique” oxide of copper is utilized. In 
like manner green, pink, black and 
other colorings are obtained. Next the 
chalk slices go into another bath, by 
which they are hardened and crystal- 
lized, coming out to all intents and 
purposes real marble.

Chicago, Dec. 30.—That lemon Juice 
will destroy the typhoid germs in water 
is authoritatively announced by the 
Chicago health department after care- 
ful experiments. One teaspoonful of 
the juice to half a glassful of water is 
known to be a good combination, and 
repeated trials have invariably pro- 
duced the same result—every germ was 
killed.

HARD RAPS AT TRUSTS 


At a Meeting of Indignant Cit- 
izens of Boston 


REMOVAL OF TARIFF DUTIES 


Upon Beef and Coal and Placing of 


—Gist of Adaresses by Several Prom- 
inent Men In Cradle of Liberty 


Boston, Dec. 31.—Fanueil hall, the old 
cradle of liberty, fairly rocked with de- 
mands for the removal of the duty on 
coal and beef yesterday afternoon at 
the citizens’ meeting called by the Amer- 
ican Free Trade league. A ery for jus- 
tice was sent forth that is intended to 
rouse the nation if congress does not 
respond immediately ‘with some meas- 
ure of relief from existing oppressing 
conditions. The audience rose to its 
feet and fairly yelled its approval of the 
most vehement arraignments of the coal 
trust and beef trust. All argument 
was along the same vein, and only one 
dissenting voice was heard in the audi- 
ence. The hall was filled to over- 
flowing. People who came a few min- 
utes late could not gain admittance. A 
mass meeting like this has not been 
seen in Fanueil hall for years, either in 
point of number or enthusiasm. It 
took expression in the adoptioa of the 
following set of resolutions: 

Whereas, the tariff duties upon beef 
and coal, by assisting the extortions of 
mouopoly or impeding relief from them, 
have proved a serious hardship for our 
people; and 

Whereas, such abundant evidence is 
easiiy accessivle to congress that in- 
vestigation need not caase delay in the 
removal of this hardship; 

Resolved, That, as. American citi- 
zens, we ask tlt the tariff duties upon 
beef and coal be now removed. 

Resolved, That, even if the considera- 
tion ot tariff duties in general be post- 
poued, we urge that an exception he 
1 -ade in the case of these duties on beef 
and coal and that they be-removed and 
these articles piaced upon the free list 
at the present session of cengress. 

Resolved, That a copy cf these reso- 
luticns be sent to each United States 
senator and member of the national 
house of representatives. 

The resolutions were presented by 
General Hazard Stevens, secretary of 
the league, and he made a speech in sup- 
port of them. 

Rey. Edward A. Horton spoke from 
the standpoint of a Republican, 1 1 in- 
ister and a citizen of New England. 
He demanded immediate relief for the 
people and said he feit sure that a gen- 
eral expression, forcible and large, 
from the people of New England, of a!l 
parties, must have great weight in con- 
gress. Our day of influence has not 
passed by any means. 

Eugene N. Foss, late Republican 
candidate for congress, said: “Some 
of our politicians seem to think that if 
one believes and advocates recinrocity 
or a revision of tarii® schedules that 
he is a traitor to protection. Little ean 
be accomplished until our legislators are 
willing to approach tariff schedules in 
exactly the same spirit that we az- 
proach any other subject of legislation. 
So long as the controliing minds of con- 
gress insist that the welfare of the coun- 
try demands that we ‘stand put,’ there 
is little hope. If to defend our in- 
dustries and commerce, if to keep from 
freezing, is treason to protection, then 


let the ultraprotectiouists make tle) 
most of it.” 
Henry B. Blackwell, one of the, 


founders of the Repubhean party, dis- 
claimed the policy of protection in its 
present application to the industries 
and commerce of the country. It was 
no part of the original Republicen plet- | 
form, which he helped to build; fit was 
intended to produce conipetition at home 
by enabling American capital to with- 
stand foreign competition, but it has.

Henry IL. Shaefer, who has been in 
the coal business, said the removal of 
duty would not bring one pound of coal 
here at present from Canada. ‘Yhe real 
trouble is with the railroads and traus- 
portation companies. If the roads in 
Pennsylvania would send their cars to 
the mines, in four weeks the prices 
would be down to normal figures.

}to regulate and define the powers and 
duties of the street commissioners. 

That the office of timekeeper of the 
street department be abolished. 

That tbe board of street com- 
missioners, as far as possible, classify 
and define the several departments of 
work with an overseer in charge of 
each, under the general supervision of 
the superintendent of streets. 

That the time of the employes of the 
street department be kept by the fore- 
men and overseers and returned to the 
bookkeeper. . 

That the clerk performing the clerical 
work of the street department also per- 
form the clerical work of the city en- 
gineer. 

That the system of bookkeeping in 
the various departments be rearranged 
and conducted with reference to the 
auditing of the same. 

That the assistant assessors be ap- 
pointed by the assessor, subject to the 
confirmation of the city council.

Sultan Foiled In Attempt to 


Escape From Fez 


INTERFERENCE BY FRANCE 


Postponed For the Present at Least 
by Assurance From That Country 
and England That They Only De- 


sire Maintenance of Status Quo 


Madrid, Dec. 381.—Telegrams _ re- 
ceived here from ‘Tapgier say the sul: 
tan’s troops have abandened the fort- 
ress of Raselma, close io Fez. The pre- 
tender is negotiating with the tribes in 
the immediate vicinity of Fez to assist 
bis advance. 

The rebels haye cut the aqueduct 
which supplies Fez with water aud the 
city is now practically without water. 
Foreigners in the interior of the coun- 


| try have been advised to make for the 
| coast, as provisions are scarce and com- 


munications are almost closed. 

The sultan has bee foiled by the 
rebels in an attempt to break out of the 
city. The hostility against the sultan 
is spreading in Fez itself. The Moors 
are exhibiting photographs of him ar- 
rayed in ridiculous garb. 

The assurance to Sprin by Mngland 
and France that they desire only the 
maintenance of the stutus quo in Mo- 
rocco postpones for the present at least 
the possibility of French intervention, 
which has been one of the disquieting 
elements in European for 
several years. 

Rumors took definite shape as early 
as 1900 that the French government had 
designs upon the country with the idea 
of controlling the northern os 
Africa and obtaining a stronghold op- 
posite Gibraltar. These reports caused 
disquiet in Great Britain, because of the 
threat of rivalry they contained to Brit- 
ish prestige in the Mediterranean.

Signs of rebellion began to i:ppear in 
Morocco last year. Many of the re- 
bellious tribes were in the southern 
provinces, and here it is that the French 
influence has been most felt. The Mo- 
rocco government believes that France 
has serious designs upon the country. 
A French expedition the year before— 
supposedly sent out for scientific re- 
search, came in conflict with native in- 
habitants 300 miles south of the 
southernmost military station on the 
Algerian frontier, captured their town 
of Insalah, and caused it to pass under 
French military control Thus the pres- 
ent oasis of ‘Twat—a centre of Sahara 
trade, came under French influence, 
In the spring of the following year the 
French occupied Igli, snother oasis 

So excited and fearful did the Mo- 
rocco government become that it ad- 
dressed a note of protest to the powers, 
France retorted that all alleged en- 
croachments had been made upon 
French territory. Certain French po- 
litical leaders have openly Jeciared that 
the government should take possession 
of Morocco. Others fear an attempt at 
annexation may bring on war. 

France, from Algeria, and Great 
Britain, from Gibraltar, are in 2 post- 
tion to hurry troops into Morocco, and 
Spain already has garrisons at Ceuta 
and Melilla. The real difficulty lies in 
the general distrust which exists as to 
the intentions of the various powers, 


Italy Watching Events 

Rome, Dee. 31.—It is said that Italy 
fs not making any warlike prepara- 
tions relative to the sitvation in Mo- 
rocco. From an authoritative source 
The Associated Press hag received the 
following: “Italy, not bas interested 
in the Morocco question, w iil limit her- 
self to vigilantly watching events.”

Berlin, Dee. 81.—Emperor William 
has telegraphed to the North German 
sea cable works of Stettin as follows: 
“I have learned with special pleasure 
of the launching of the first cableshin 
built at a German shipyard and I ex- 
press, in connection with the new Ger- 
inan-Atlantic cable, the hope that it will 
contribute toward strengthenir 
and more the good relations betw 
Germany and the United States.”
